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REPORTS of the Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies^ for the Year 
ending Slst December 1881, pursuant to 38 & 39 Viet. c. 60; 39 & 40 
Vict. c. 45 ; and 34 & 35 Vict. c. 31. 



PART L— (A.) 



I. — ^Business of the Central Office in 1881. 

The year 1881 was an average one as respects the ordinary business of the 
Central Office, but a large amount of extraordinary business was thrown upon 
it by the effort to call in the valuations of the assets and liabitities of Friendly 
Societies and branches due, at latest, on the Slst December 1880. 

The total number of new societies and branches registered or certified was 
1,094, as against 1,027 last year, an increase of 67 ; but including conversions 
of Friendly Societies into branches and incorporations of certified Building 
Societies, the total number registered or certified falls from 2,589 to 2,182, a 
decrease of 507'** This decrease mainly arises from the gradual slackening in the 
process of conversion of societies into branches, the conversions falling from 
1,522 to 1,044. 

The following is a Tabular Statement of the business of the Central Office 
during the year : 
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Comparing these figures with those of the previous year, there will appear to 
he a decrease under most of the principal heads, those of partial amendments, 
appointments cf trustees, removals of office, dissolutions hy instrument, and hear- 
ings and awards in disputes excepted. Although, however, the number of Friendly 
Societies proper and their branches is somewhat below last year (168 societies 
and 547 branches, as against 173 and 558), the total number of new registries 
under the Friendly Societies Acts, owing to the large comparative increase in 
Working Men's Clubs and specially authorised societies, remains the same 
(762). The most remarkable feature is, however, the rise in the number of 
new Building Societies, from 163 to 237, or 45 per cent, ; a figure which for 
the 6rst time exceeds (and indeed largely) that of new Friendly Societies, if 
branches are not taken into account. The number of new Co-operative Societies 
being slightly under that of the previous year (51 against 53), it follows that 
the Building Society has been, during the year 1881, the most favourite form 
of investment for the savings of the working and lower middle class.* 

Another feature worthy of notice is the increase in the number of partial 
amendments of Friendly Societies (from 467 to 555), of their appointments of 
new trustees (from 1,267 to 1,423), and of their removals of office (from 375 to 
474). Since the number of Friendly Societies is still decreasing by conversion 
at the rate of 1,000 a-year, this increase may tend to confirm the surmise 
expressed by the Chief Registrar in his Report for 1 880, that the marked decrease 
of that year under these heads was owing to the unsettlement produced by the 
general elections, the eflFects of which would now seem to have passed away. 
The increase in the partial amendments of Building Societies rules (119 as 
against 92), and in the amendments of rules of Savings Banks (128 as against 
1 1 1), should also be noticed. The large number of the latter is, as it was last 
year, a result of the Savings hank Act, 1880, but the process of adjustment to 
the new law must be considered as substantially complete, since the amendments 
of Savings Bank rules during the latter half of the year only amounted to 1 3 
out of the total of 128. 

The registries of Friendly Societies comprise 43 dividing societies (the same 
number as last year), 25 juvenile societies (six fewer than last year), eight 
medical societies (two more), and a society for mutual insurance against damage 
to boats. No less than six collecting societies under Section 30 of the Act 
were registered, being three more than last year, but only one society capable 
of having branches, instead of seven. Five societies were confined to females; six 
(including two of the collecting ones) were for burial purposes only, and one 
was confined to members of the Jewish faith. The total number of r^istries of 
isolated societies with permanent funds of the ordinary type, did not cover the 
dissolutions by instrument, irrespectively of all irregular ones, or of those by 
award. 

A pig club was the only Cattle Insurance Society registered. Not a single 
Benevolent Society was registered. Of the 18 specially authorised societies, no 
less than 16 were loan societies registered under the authority of 16th May 1876, 
one was registered under that of 5th July 1 878, for the promotion of literature, 
science, and the fine arts, and one under that of 3rd October 1879, for the pro- 
motion of a knowledge of music. 

The fees received during the financial year ending April 1882 amounted to 
785 L 2 s. 3rf., a figure exceeding that of any year except the last. 

The Postmaster General's Report shows the weight of correspondence carried 
for the office in the year ending 31st March 1882, to have been 168,428 oz., of 
which 152,967 for England and Wales, 10,467 for Scotland, and 4,994 for 
Ireland. This places the office 26th out of 60 on the list, with about 36,000 oz. 
more than the Office of Works ; more than double the figure of the Commis- 
sioners of Woods and Forests, and nearly five times that of the National Debt 
Commissioners. 

^ The Chief Registrar is however informed that the oom^ratiyely slight increase which now takes place 
from year to year in the number of Co-operative Societies, is mainly owing to the growth of a practice of 
forming branches of the lamr Societies instead of separate societies wherever this can be done. Sndi 
branches not being registereo^ this office has no knowleage of them. 
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II. — The Act for Dispensing with the Quinquennial Returns 
OF Sickness and Mortalitv. 

In his report for 1880 the Chief Registrar stated that should the return for 
the quinquennium ending 31st December 1880 supply adequate data as to the 
duration of sickness, for which purpose a form had been specially devised, he 
was advised by the Actuary to the Central Office that the purpose for which the 
quinquennial returns of sickness and mortality were devised, viz., the collection 
of statistics on which to base tables for the use of Friendly Societies, would in 
his judgment have been fulfilled. The result of a preUminary examination of 
the new returns was, that on the 22nd May 1882 the actuary reported to the 
Chief Registrar, (1.) That the data already in the possession of the office were 
adequate for the pui^poses of the Act, and (2.) That there did not appear to 
him, as regards the societies themselves, any necessity for continuing in force 
the provisions of the Act relating to the making of quinquennial sickness 
and mortality returns. A copy of the report will be found in Appendix A. 
Concurring in the actuary's opinion, the Chief Registrar recommended to Her 
Majesty's Government the bringing in of a Bill to repeal so much of the 
Friendly Societies Act, 1875, as relates to the quinquennial return of sickness 
and mortality, which received the Royal Assent on the 10th August 1882, and 
vnl\ be found in Appendix B. 

The obligation to make every five years a return of the sickness and mortality 
experienced by societies, it may here be observed, is one which has lasted half a 
century, having been imposed in 1829 for 1830 by the 10 Geo. 4, c. 56, and 
being now dispensed with, as from 1880. In the first instance, the return was 
made to the Clerks of the Peace, to be by them transmitted to one of the Secre- 
taries of State, and submitted by himto Parliament. Before thefirst quinquennium 
was out, however, the 4 & 5 Will. 4, c. 40 (1834), directed the returns to be 
forwarded to the barrister appointed to certify the rules of Savings Banks (who 
by the Act now referred to became the Registrar of Friendly Societies). In 
1846, by the 9 & 10 Vict. c. 27, a penalty of 5 l. was imposed for not sending 
the returns to the Registrar. By the 13 & 14 Vict. c. 116 (1850), the 
Registrar was directed to make and lay before Parliament abstracts of the 
quinquennial returns, and this provision was continued both by the 18 & 19 
Vict. c. 68 (1855) and by the existing " Friendly Societies Act, 1876" (38 & 39 
Vict. c. 60). In point of fact, however, no abstract was ever made or presented, 
beyond one for the quinquennium ending December 1850 (published 1852), 
until the presentation in 1879, by the present Chief Registrar, of the abstract 
for the four quinquenniums, 1855-75. The abstract of the concluding quin- 
quennium, 1875-80, is intended to be embodied in the tables themselves, which 
have now to be prepared. 

From Mr. Sutton's report it will be seen that the quinquennial returns for 
England and Wales, in the hands of the office, whether available or not for the 
preparation of tables, are in number, —

Showing a progressive increase in the number of returns received since the 
passing of the Act of 1875, and the estabUshment of the Registry Office on a 
more satisfactory footing. ■ 

All this vast mass of statistical data, the Chief Registrar would point out, has 
been collected without a single prosecution having ever been instituted for the 
failure to send in a quinquennial return of sickness and mortality. 

It is, moreover, remarkable that the return for 1880, the form of which was com- 
plained of by many societies as impracticable to fill up, has already been sent in 
in considerably larger numbers than any previous return, to the extent of 1,852 

more 



^ This number has Bince been laigely increaaed. 
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more than that for the quinqueDnium ending 1875^ for which itself 1,516 more 
were received than of the previous return. Moreover, of the 10,755 returns in 
question, 5,5379 or more tlmnhalf, are actually available for the desired purpose. 
Mr. Sutton reports that ** these returns, speaking generally, are neatly and 
carefully made ; indeed many of them call for the highest praise, and must 
have cost the persons who made them, generally the secretary of the society, a 
great deal of time and trouble.** 

The table annexed to Mr. Sutton*s report presents some interesting features. 
As respects the last quinquennium, it will be observed that out of 8,196 returns 
from ordinary societies, 3,799. or something over 46 per cent., are available for 
tables ; but out of 2,559 returns from branches of orders 1,738, or close upon 
68 per cent., are available, thus showing the great superiority of the latter. 
Among ordinary societies, the available returns exceed in number the unavail- 
able ones in Berkshire, Cornwall, Dorset, Hants, Hereford, Herts, York, 
Northumberland, Somerset, Surrey, Salop, Anglesea, Cardigan, Carnarvon, 
Glamorgan, are equal in Gloucester and Merioneth, and fewer everywhere else; 
the southern and south-western counties, with a few Welsh ones, giving thus 
conspicuously the best results. As respects branches, the only counties in 
which the unavailable returns exceed the available ones, are Cheslure, Leicester, 
Monmouth, Northampton, Rutland, Westmoreland, Carmarthen, Carnarvon, 
Flint and Radnor, being equal in Cumberland, Northumberland, and Cardigan. 
Putting ordinary societies and branches together, 18 English counties and four 
Welsh have a balance of available returns, viz., Berkshire, Cornwall, Dorset, 
Durham, Essex, Gloucester, Hants, Hereford, Herts, Kent, Lincoln, Middlesex, 
Northumberland, Somerset, Surrey, Sussex, Warwick, and Wilts; Anglesea, 
Cardigan, Glamorgan, and Pembroke ; one, Merioneth, has an equal number 
of both ; and in 22 English and seven Welsh counties the unavailable returns 
predominate, viz., Beds, Bucks, Cambridge, Cheshire, Cumberland, Derby, 
Devon, Hants, Lancashke, Leicester, Monmouth, Norfolk, Northampton, Notts, 
Oxford, Rutland, Salop, Stafford, Suffolk, Westmoreland, Worcester, and York ; 
Brecon, Carmarthen, t'amarvon, Denbigh, Flint, Montgomerj% and Radnor. 
The English counties showing the largest proportion of avaihtble returns are 
Hereford, over 74 per cent.* ; Herts, over 73 ; Dorset, over 72, and Hants, 
over 71. 

It is to be trusted that no misapprehension will spread abroad as to the effect 
of the recent Act, through a concision between the quinquennial return of sick- 
ness and mortality and the valuation. It is almost needless to say that nothing 
in the Act in the least affects the obligation of societies and branches, under 
Section 14, Sub-section l(/), of the Act of 1875 to make every five years a valua- 
tion of their assets and liabilities. 

III. — ^Tables of Sickness and Mortality. 

The consent of the Treasury, under Section 10 of the Act of 1875, has been 
given in principle to the preparation of tables of sickness and mortality, and of 
contributions and benefits, to be founded on the data in the hands of the Central 
Office, supplied by the quinquennial returns of sickness and mortality during 
the 20 years, 1860-1880. It remains now for Parliament to provide the requisite 
funds for the preparation of these tables. The available materials are enormous, 
largely exceeding, in years of observed life, as Mr. Sutton's report shows, those 
of the Institute of Actuaries Collection of life Offices Experience ; the Man- 
chester Unity of Odd Fellows Sickness and Mortality Experience, 1870; the 
Ancient Order of Foresters Sickness and Mortality Experience, 1 875 ; and Mr. 
A. G. Rnlaison's Friendly Societies Experience, 1850, put together. Results 
of the highest accuracy and importance, some perhaps at present unforeseen, 
may be expected from the scientific treatment of so vast a body of data, the 
equivalent to which may very probably never be again collected ; and the Chief 
Registrar ventures to hope, in the interest of Friendly Societies and of the indus- 
trious classes generally, that means will be supplied, in no niggardly spirit, for 
the carrying out of a work, the maximum cost of which will probably not reach 
t that of a single piece of ordnance of the largest calibre.

Difficulties have sometimes occurred, especially in reference to dissolutions, 
through the requirement of the Regulations that instruments be forwarded in 
duplicate. For want of attention to or due understanding of this requirement, 
it has happened that the requisite original signatures, obtained perhaps with 
considerable trouble, have only been appended to one copy, the other being a 
mere transcript ; and when the objection has been taken, it may have become 
practically impossible to procure a correct duplicate through death, emigration, 
&c., the only resource being an application to the Treasury for leave to 
dispense with it. To avoid the trouble of such references the following Regula 
tion has been approved of by the Treasury during the present year (25th May 
1882), vesting a dispensing power in the Chief Registrar : — 

81. The Chief Registrar may dispense with the obligation to supply a 
duplicate of any document, where such obligation is imposed only by the 
R^ulations. 

It will be seen hereafter that similar provision has been made under the 
Industrial and Provident Societies Act and the Building Societies Acts, under 
both of which the same inconveniences have arisen or may arise. 

V, — Special Authoritibs. 

The greater attention which since the passing of the Act of 1875 has been 
paid to the means of strengthening the financial position of Friendly Societies, 
combined latterly with the low price of the public funds, has led to a desire for 
more remunerative investments, and especially to a greater inquiry for mort- 
gages on real or leasehold property. And as these can generally only be 
obtained for advances of a comparatively large amount, the branches of Orders 
especially have sought to effect the desired end by grouping the funds of the 
ultimate branches (generally called lodges or courts), in the hands of the inter- 
mediate ones (generally termed districts). The wording of the Act of 1875 
does not, however, lend itself to this, Section 16 (3), enabling branches indeed 
to vest thdr property in the trustees of the society at large, if they do not wish 
it to be vested in their own branch trustees, but not enabling them to vest it in 
the trustees of another branch. The only mode of meeting the diflSculty under 
the Act of 1875 is by each ultimate branch appointing the district trustees to 
be also its own trustees, and even this does not give satisfactory results in the 
case of mortgage securities. 

The Act of 1876, however, appeared to open a way in the desired direction, 
by means of the provision in Section 4, which enacts that nothing in the Acts 
shall prevent any registered society or branch from contributing to the funds or 
taking part by delegates or otherwise in the government of any other registered 
society or branch. If a specially authorised society could be formed, for the 
express purpose of receiving and investing the fiinds of other societies or branches 
for their benefit, these might lawfully contribute their funds to it. Accordingly, 
the Sheffield and Hallamshire District of the Ancient Order of Foresters formed 
an Investment Association, which applied for and obtained a special authority 
(12 December 1881), confined indeed to itself, by which all the powers and 
facilities of the Friendly Societies Acts were extended to the purpose of receiv- 
ing the funds of Friendly Societies and their branches and investing the same 
for their benefit, and the society in question was registered accordingly as a 
specially authorised society, under an unlimited special authority. 

Since then the Greenwich and South Eastern District of the Order has formed 
a similar association, and on its application, the following purpose was specially 
authorised during the present year (Ist June 1882) : 

^^ The receipt of the funds of friendly societies and branches thereof, and 
the investment of the same for their benefit.'' 

This special authority, it should be particulariy observed, is not limited to any 
particular provisions of the Acts, so that societies roistered under it will enjoy 
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all the privileges, such as exemptions from stamps, &e., of ordinary friendly 
societies. No mischief is likely to arise from this, as the societies in question 
are meant lo form in reality part only of the internal machinery of other friendly 
societies. As the receipt and investment of funds is to be for the benefit, not 
of the society making the investment, but of the society contributing the funds, 
the former can only be a mere agent, and cannot degenerate into a profit-making 
company. The only point in which societies registered under the authority of 
Ist June 1882 will differ from ordinary registered societies will be that, in com- 
mon with all other specially authorised societies, they will have to pay fees on 
the registry of their rules and amendments of rules. 

VI. — ^The House of Commons Return as to Friendly Societies and 

Pauperism. 

A Return ordered to be printed on 25th August 1881, by the House of 
Commons, on the motion of Viscount Lymington, " of the paupers in the work- 
houses of England on the 31st day of March 1881, who having been members 
of a Benefit Society had then from any cause ceased to be members,'* was issued 
in the autumn of the year. The following is the summary of it : —

A discrepancy in terms may at once be pointed out between the form of 
return as ordered, and the return presented. The return ordered is one *^ of 
the paupers in the workhouses,** i. e.^ without distinction of age or sex. But 
the return is only one " of the number of adult male paupers.*' It must be 
presumed that the Board deemed such a return substantially to comply with 
the terms of the order, and that, therefore, the male paupers in the workhouses 
who had been members of Benefit Societies represented all the paupers there 
who had been such members. 

Considered in itself, the return in question cannot be said to be of much 
intrinsic worth. It is founded, as such returns must necessarily be, on the 
statements of the paupers themselves, a class of witnesses for the most part 
essentially untrustworthy. It does not distinguish, and of necessity could not 
distinguish, between members of registered and of unregistered societies, t. e., 
between bodies having a legal constitution, and whose members have definite 
legal rights, and mere private clubs. In its bearing upon Friendly Society 
legislation, it is therefore absolutely valueless. 

So far as it goes, however, it bears a remarkable testimony to the beneficial 
efiects of the Friendly Society system generally. By the returns for 1878, the 
total number of members of registered Friendly Societies was 4,692,175. 
Allowing for non-returning societies, the real membership must have well 
exceeded 5,000,000. Although nothing can be said with certainty as to the 
membership of unregistered societies, this may fairly be estimated at 2,000,000 
more, or 7,000,000 in all. Since the return is confined to ^* male members,'* 
let us suppose that only 4,000,000 out of the seven are adult males. The 1 1,304 
pauper ex-members will then represent a proportion of only 0*28 per cent., or 
rather under one in every 354 of the total number of adult male members. Since 
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the proportion of paupers to the total population on 1st January 1881, was one 
in 28, or 3*6 per cent., it will be seen how very few comparatively are the adult 
male members of Friendly Societies who find their way to the workhouse. 

But, in fact, the only figure which deserves to be placed against the total 
membership is that of the paupers whose societies have been broken up ; since 
the fact of a pauper having left a society or been excluded from it tells primd 
facie only against him, and rather in favour of the society, to whose credit it is 
that it should be rid of members sufficiently improvident or incapable to drift 
into pauperism. Comparing then with the total male membership as before, it 
appears that the number who may probably have been reduced to pauperism by the 
failure ot their societies is somewhat under 0*097 per cent., or less than one 
in every 1,023, an infinitesimally small proportion. It must, moreover, be 
observed that the figure 3,913 only represents those who have ceased to be 
nxembers through the breaking up of the society, not who have been reduced 
to pauperism thereby. There is nothing to show that at the breaking up of 
the society the members did not receive a full and fair share of the funds^ and 
that their subsequent drifting into pauperism was anything else than the result 
of their own folly.* It is the habitual experience of this office that registered 
societies, at least, are as apt to dissolve themselves because they have too much 
money according to the views of the members, as because they have tot> 
little. 

But, in point of fact, the circumstance that a pauper has been a member of a 
Friendly Society, or even of one that has broken up, proves as little as that he 
has been a member of a Joint Stock Company, or has exercised a particular 
trade, and that the company has been dissolved, or that any establishment at 
which the man has been employed has been broken up. If there are 1 1 ^304 
paupers in our workhouses who have been tailors, or who have been shoemakers, 
nothing can be inferred from the mere figures as to the stability of the tailoring 
trade or the shoemaking trade. 

The return, however, or at least that portion of it which gives the number 
of paupers who have ceased to be members of Benefit Societies through the 
breaking up of the society, acquires a real relative value when we place it 
beside a similar one which was made on the 19th August 1867, or, as nearly 
as possible 14 years previously, giving " the number of paupers in each union 
workhouse who have been members of Friendly Societies which have been 
dissolved or broken up.** The return in question is in itself open, no doubt, to 
all the same objections as the later one, and may, therefore, be safely compared 
with it. 

Here we are met at the outset by the remarkable fact that notwithstanding 
the increase in population between 1867 and 1881 (amounting to 2,820,198 by 
the censuses on which the returns are based), and what may be assumed to 
have been the parallel increase in the membership of Benefit Societies (though 
the ratio of increase in the latter has probably been the higher one), the absolute 
number of paupers is less by 102 in the return for 1881 than in that for 1 867 
(3,913 as against 4,015). Had the number increased in the same proportion 
as the population, viz., by 16*58 per cent., the figiure for 1881 should have been 
4,600. 

It may, indeed, be objected that the return for 1867 niay have more closely 
followed the order, and have comprised the total paupers who had been members 
of dissolved Friendly Societies, and not the adult male paupers only. It is cer- 
tainly not impossible primd facie that this hypothesis may account for the 
diflFerence. But when we come to compare the two returns in their details, the 
solution fails altogether, as the following tables show : — 



* In the only two cases in which inquiries have been made by Board of Guardians of this office, on the 
complaint of paupers that they had been reduced to destitution through the breaking up of their societies 
it was found on investigation that they had been parties to the dissolutions and bad received their sharet^*

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The above tables, it will be observed, show an increase in the number of 
paupers in 22 English and 10 Welsh counties, making 32, and a decrease in 20 
English and one Welsh, making 21, But the 32 counties in which there is an 
increase represent a population of 8,300,759, averaging 259,398 per county, 
which increased at the rate of from 12 to 13 per cent. betM-een the two censuses. 
The 21 counties in which there is a decrease represent a population of 
14,385,499, averaging 708,853 per county, which increased at the rate of 16 
per cent. The number of paupers in the first group rises from 1,503 to 2,150, 
or 43 per cent. The number in the second group falls from 2,512 to 1,763, or 
30 per cent. To put it otherwise, the niunber increases in the former group 
from 20 per 1,000 to 27 ; in the latter it falls from 20 per 1,000 to 12. The 
former group, it will be observed, contains, speaking roughly, all the agricultural 
counties of England, except Cumberland* and Westmoreland, Sussex and 
SuflFolk, Cambridge and Devon. The latter contains aU the manufacturing, 
metropolitan, and mining counties, except Stafford, Monmouth, Surrey, North- 
ampton, and Northumberland. It seems impossible to resist the inference, that 
the benefit societies of the agricultural population, whether registered or un- 
registered, are generally in a state of slow decadence ; those of the manufacturing, 
mining, and metropolitan districts generally in a state of progress. A fall from 
302 to 154 in the number of paupers for Lancashire, from 229 to 129 in the 
number for the West Riding ot York, from 140 to 41 in the number for 
Durham, cannot be explained away in the face of the growth of population in 
those counties by any hypothesis as to the omission of women and children. 

A somewhat instructive feature in Lord Lymington's return consists of the 
unions which returned no indoor paupers who had been members of benefit 
societies, whether dissolved or not. These were the unions of Woolwich, 
Chertsey,MalUng, Midhurst, Staines, Buckingham, Henley, Brackley, Cambridge, 
Linton, Ongar, Ranford, Risbridge, Bury St. Edmunds, Hoxne, Blything, Way- 
land, Freebridge Lynn, Totnes, Stratton, Camelford, Dulverton, Chard, Chipping 
Sodbury, Stroud, Ledbury, Hope, Bromyard, Brinton, ShiflFnal, Whitchm^ch, 
Newport (Salop), Royton, East Retford, Nantwich, Tarvin, Fylde, Garstang, 
Ulverstone, Shipton, Pateley Bridge, Keighley, Pontefract, Rotherhara, Patring- 
ton, Guisboro', Northallerton, Aysgarth, Reeth, Sedgefield, Hartlepool, 
Easington, Hexham, Bellingham, Berwick-upon-Tweed, Rothbury, Brampton, 
Wigton, Narberth, Newcastle-in-Emlyn, Lampeter, Tregaron, Builth, Hay, 
Rhayader, Machynlleth, Llanfyllin, Ruthin, St. Asaph,, and Anglesey. Of these 
;% unions, not one appears to be without a registered Friendly Society or branch, 
and some, such as Woolwich, Cambridge, Bury St. Edmimds, Boston, Rother- 
ham, Hartlepool, have a considerable number. That the hundreds of Friendly 
Societies and branches in these towns should not have contributed a single 
pauper to the workhouses must be alike creditable to the societies themselves, 
and to their members. 



VII.— The Conveyancing Acts, 1881, 1882. 

An Act which in many respects will have an important bearing on the interests 
of friendly and all other societies holding land either beneficially or by way of 
security is the 44 & 45 Vict. c. 41 (the Conveyancing and Law of Property Act, 
1881, since amended by the Conveyancing Act, 1882, 45 & 46 Vict, c, 39). 
It would be impossible here even to sketch out its multifarious provisions. 
In matters of title it appears to be a bold attempt to obtain, without com- 
pulsory registration and without a map founded on authoritative survey, 
results which were formerly considered to depend for their security on both 
those conditions being realised. There can indeed be no question as to the 
beneficial nature of many of the reforms introduced by the Act. But it may 
be permitted to those who are chiefly responsible for the administration of the 
Friendly Societies and other cognate Acts to point out one or two instances 
in which even these latest reforms in general conveyancing fall yet short in 
point of simplicity and convenience of the old established practice under these 
Acts. 

Section 34 (1) of the Conveyancing and Law of Property Act, 1881, enacts 
that ^' where a deed by which a new trustee is appointed to perform any trust 

contains 

* This is itself becomiDg largely a mmiDg and iron-manufacturiD^j[|f|^g^|^^ V^hOOQLC 
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contains a declaration by the appointor to the eflfect that any estate or interest 
in any land subject to the trust, or in any chattel so subject, or the right to 
recover and receive any debt or other thing in action so subject shall vest in 
the persons who by virtue of the deed become and are the trustees for perform- 
ing the trust, that declaration shall v^itbout any conveyance or assignment, 
operate to vest in these persons, as joint tenants, and for the purposes of the 
trust, that estate, interest, or right/' 

Sub-section (2) of the ^ame section enacts, that " vehen a deed by which a 
retiring trustee is discharged under this Act contains such a declaration as is 
in this section mentioned, by the retiring and continuing trustees, and by the 
other person, if any, empowered to appoint trustees, that declaration shall, with- 
out any conveyance or assignment, operate to vest in the continuing trustees 
alone, as joint tenants, and for the purposes of the trust, the estate, ihterest, or 
right to which the declaration." 

The reform introduced, it will be seen, consists in the dispensing with the 
conveyance or assignment of the trust estate on a change or retirement of 
trustees, and vesting the estate by means of a declaration only, contained in the 
deed of appointment or discharge. But societies under the Friendly Societies 
and other Acts have long enjoyed the privilege of the vesting of trust estates 
(except stock in the funds and copyhold or customary estate), by the mere fact 
of appointment. In the Friendly Societies Act, 1 875, the provision is as follows 
(Section 16, Sub-section 4), omitting words special to the subject: 

^* Upon the death, resignation, or removal ota trustee, the property vested in 
such trustee vests in the succeeding trustees, either solely or together with any 
surviving or continuing trustees, and until the appointment of succeeding 
trustees in such surviving or continuing trustees only, or in the executors or 
administrators of the last surviving or continuing trustee, as personal estate 
(whether the same be real or personal), subject to the same trusts, without con- 
veyance or assignment." 

There is nothing to prevent the application of the same principle to trusts of 
all property, so as to get rid of the declaration required by the Conveyancing 
and Law of Property Act in every deed of appointment, and of all the mischiefs 
which may arise from its omission. 

Again, the Conveyancing and Law of Property Act gives a short form of 
reconveyance of mortgage, applicable to statutory mortgages only. But societies 
under the Friendly Societies Acts, co-operative societies, and building societies, 
enjoy the much greater privilege (bestowed on the last-named class nearly half a 
century ago) of discharging their mortgages by a mere endorsed receipt, which 
is suflficient to vest the property in the person entitled to the equity of redemp- 
tion. And the form of receipt given for this purpose in Schedule III. to the 
Friendly Societies Act, 1876, contains in all only 33 words of print, as against 
133 in the " deed of statutory reconveyance of mortgage," being almost exactly 
four times the number. 

Some further observations will have to be oflFered on the Act in question vnth 
reference specially to Building Societies. 

VIII. — The Married Women's Property Bill, 1882. 

A Bill has passed its third reading, and only awaits Her Majesty's assent, 
which, although mainly important in respect of other classes of bodies with 
which the registry office has to deal, vnll also aflFect the interests of married 
women in certain societies under the Friendly Societies Acts. 

The Bill in question (the short title of which is "The Married Women's 
Property Act, 1882") repeals the two Married Women's Property Acts of 
33 & 34 Vict. c. 93, and 37 & 38 Vict. c. 50, and enacts, amongst other 
things (Clause 1), that a married woman shall, in accordance with the provisions 
of the Act, be capable of acquiring, holding, and disposing by will, or otherwise, 
of any real or personal property as her separate property, in the same manner as 
if she were a feme sole, without the intervention of any trustee ; shall be capable 
of entering into and rendering herself liable in respect of, and to the extent of her 
separate property, on any contract ; (Clause 6) that every woman married before 
the commencement of the Act (1 Jan. 1883) shall be entitled to have and to 
hold, and to dispose of in manner aforesaid, as her separate property, all real and 
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personal property, her title to which, whether vested or contingent, and whether 
in possession, reversion, or remainder, shall accrue after the commencement of 
the Act ; Clause 6, that all deposits in any post office or other savings bank, or in 
any other bank, all annuities granted by the Commissioners for the Reduction 
of the National Debt, or by any other person, .... and all shares, stock, deben- 
tures, debenture stock or other interests of or in any corporation • ... or of or 
in any industrial, provident, friendly, benefit, building, or loan socid;y, which at 
the commencement of the Act are standing in the sole name of a married woman, 
are to be deemed, unless, and until the contrary be shown, to be the s(de 
property of such married woman, and the fact that any such deposit, annuity, 
share, stock, debenture, debenture stock, or other interest, is standing in the sole 
name of a married woman, is to be sufficient primd facie evidence that she is 
beneficially entitled thereto for her separate use, so as to authorise and empower 
her to receive or transfer the same, and to receive the dividends, interest, and 
profits thereof, without the concurrence of her husband, and to indemnify all 
directors, managers, and trustees of the society. By Clause 7 all such deposits 
or annuities as are mentioned in the last preceding section, and all shares, stodc, 
debentures, debenture stock, and other interests of or in any such corpora- 
tion .... or society which after the commencement of the Act shall be allotted 
to or placed, registered, or transferred in or into, or made to stand in the S(de 
name of any married woman, are to be deemed, unless and until the contrary be 
shown, to be her separate property, in respect of which, so far as any liabiUty 
may be incident thereto, her separate estate shall alone be liable, whether the 
same shall be so expressed in the document whereby her title to the same is 
created or certified, or in the books or register wherein her title is entered or 
recorded, or not. Provided that nothing in the Act shall require or authorise 
any corporation .... to admit any married woman to be a holder of any shares 
or stock therein to which any liability may be incident, contrary to the pro- 
visions of any Act of Parliament .... bye-law, articles of association, or deed of 
settlement affecting such corporation. By Clause 8 all provisions before contained 
as to deposits in any post office or other savings bank, or in any other bank^ 
annuities granted by the Commissioners for the reduction of the National Debt, 
or by any other person, .... shares, stock, debentures, debenture stock, or other 
interests of or in any such corporation or society, which at the commencement 
of the Act shall be standing in the sole name of a married woman, or which, 
after that time, shall be allotted to, or placed, registered or transferred to or 
into, or made to stand in the sole name of a married woman, are to extend and 
apply, so far as relates to the estate, right, title or interest of the married 
woman, to any of the particulars aforesaid, which at the commencement of the 
Act, or at any time afterwards, shall be standing in, or shall be allotted to, 
placed, registered or transferred to or into, or made to stand in the name of any 
married woman, jointly with any person or persons other than her husband. 
By Clause 9 it shall not be necessary for the husband of any married woman in 
respect of her interest to join in the trtosfer of any such annuity or bequest as 
aforesaid, or ... . any shares standing in the name of any married woman, or 
in the joint names of any such married woman, and any other person or persons 
not being her husband. By Clause 10, if any investment in any such deposit 
or annuity as aforesaid, or in any .... share, stock, debenture, or debenture 
stock of any corporation .... or in any share, debenture, benefit, right 
or claim whatsoever in, to, or upon the funds of any industrial, provident, 
friendly, benefit, building or loan society, shall have been made by a 
married woman by means of moneys of her husband without his consent, 
the court may, upon an application under Section 17 of the Act, order 
such investments and the dividends thereof, or any part thereof, to be 
transferred and paid respectively to the husband. Nothing in the Act con- 
tained is to give validity as against creditors of the husband to any gift by a 
husband to his wife of any property which, after such gift shall continue to be 
in the order and disposition or reputed ownership of the husband, or to any 
deposit or other investment of moneys of the husband made by or in the name 
of his wife in fraud of his creditors, but any moneys so deposited or invested 
may be followed as if the Act had not passed. By Clause 11, a married 
woman may, by virtue of the power of making contracts before contained^ 
effect a policy upon her own life or the life of her husband for her separate 
use, and the same and all benefits thereof shall enure accordingly; and a

policy of assurance effected by any man on his own life, and expressed to be 
for the benefit of his wife or of his children, or of his wife and children, or 
any of them, or by any woman on her own life, and expressed to be for the 
benefit of her husband, or of her children, or of her husband and children, or 
any of them, shall create a trust in favour of the objects therein named, and 
the moneys payable imder any such policy shall not, so long as any object of 
the trust remains unperformed, form part of the estate of the insured, or be 
subject to his or her debts ; provided, that if it shall be proved that the policy 
was effected and the premiums paid with intent to defraud the creditors of the 
insiu^d, they shall be entitled to receive, out of the moneys payable under the 
policy, a sum equal to the premiums so paid. The insured may by the policy, 
or by memorandum under his or her hand, appoint a trustee or trustees of the 
moneys payable under the pohcy, or fi-om time to time appoint a new trustee 
or trustees thereof, and may make provision for the appointment of a new 
trustee or new trustees thereof and for the investment of the moneys payable 
under any such policy. In default of any such appointment of a trustee, such 
policy, immediately on its being effected, shall vest in the assured and his or her 
legal personal representatives, in trust for the purposes aforesaid. If at the 
time of the death of the assured, or at any time afterwards, there shall be no 
trustee, or it shall be expedient to appoint a new trustee or new trustees, a 
trustee or trustees or a new trustee or new trustees may be appointed by any 
court having jurisdiction under the provisions of the Trustee Act, 1850, or the 
Acts amending and extending the same. The receipt of a trustee or trustees 
duly appointed, or in default of any such appointment, or in default of notice 
to the insurance office, the receipt of the legal personal representative of the 
insured shall be a dischai^e to the office for the sum sedu-ed by the policy, or 
for the value thereof, in whole or in part. By Clause 26, the Act is not to 
extend to Scotland. 

It is to be feared that no small amount of litigation will be required before the 
meaning of several of the above-referred to enactments is determined. It will be 
observed that Clause 6 and those governed by it speak only of deposits "in any 
post-office or other savings bank, or in any other bank/' not taking account of 
the fact that all registered friendly societies having loan funds are authorised to 
receive deposits, and that a small group of such societies are characteristically 
** deposit friendly societies." VViU the words "other interests," subsequently 
used, cover such deposits when made by married women ? Again, the only 
annuities spoken of are those " granted by the Commissioners for the Re- 
duction of the National Debt, or by any other person ;" will '^ other person '* 
apply to friendly societies granting annuities to married women ? Again, the 
framers of tne measure do not seem to have been aware that ^* friendly 
societies" form only one of five classes of ^* societies under the Friendly 
Societies Acts," and it becomes, therefore, a question whether married 
women's interests in cattle insurance societies, in such benevolent societies as 
grant aimuities or other permanent benefits, and in specially authorised 
societies other than such as are also loan societies under the authority of 16th 
May 1876, come within the terms of the clauses in question. Nor does it seem 
to have been known to the framers that an important class of friendly societies, 
those within Section 30 of the Act of 1855, are bound by law to grant policies, 
and it will therefore have to be decided sooner or later by the courts whether 
Clause 1 1, which speaks only of an *^ insurance office," applies to such friendly 
societies. The important innovation made by the clause in question, which 
apparently enables the insurer in certain cases to impose on the body granting 
the policy, notice of a trust, and to insert it in the poUcy itself, will be 
noticed. 

Other observations will have to be made on the Bill in reference to other 
classes of societies. 



IX. — Unauthorised Investments op Friendly Societies. 

An important case under the Friendly Societies Acts was decided on appeal, 
5th November 1881, In re Coltman, Coltman v. Coltman, Law Reports^ 19 Ch. 
D. 64. The trustees of a registered friendly society (the Victoria Friendly 
Society at Burbage) advanced 300 I. to one Joseph Marshall, oh a promissory 
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note signed by himself and two sureties, John Marshall and E. €• Colttnan, all 
three strangers to the society. Coltman having died intestate, and his estate 
being administered by the Court, the trustees of the society claimed to prove 
for the 300 /. with an arrear of interest. Vice Chancellor Fry disallowed the 
claim, on the ground that a loan to a person not a member was forbidden by 
the Friendly Societies Acts {see Sect. 16, Sub-sect. 1 of the 38 & 39 Vict c.60), 
and that the transaction was therefore illegal, and one on which no action 
could be maintained. His decision was, however, reversed on appeal. 

The Master of the Rolls said • . . . '^ The Act says that the trustees, with the 
consent of the committee of management, or a majority of the members of the 
society, may lend the money of the society on certain securities, not including 
personal securities, but there is nothing in the Act which directly or indirectly 
prohibits the lending on personal security beyond the fact that it gives the trus- 
tees no authority to do so, and that their doing so would therefore be a breach of 
trust. I cannot find anything in the Act which would prevent all the members 
from effectually authorising a loan on such security, although a mere majority 
could not do so. There is, therefore, nothing that I can find in the Act of Parlia- 
ment which makes the loan illegal. ... I am not satisfied that an express provision 
in the Act of Parliament that the trustees should not lend money on personal secu- 
rity would have made any difference. The loan would have been wrong; it would 
have been an appropriation of the society's money to their own use, but there would 
not have been any such illegality in the transaction as would preclude the 
trustees from recovering the money lent. It seems to me that to hold it to be 
incompetent to maintain an action under those circumstances would be to say 
that it was incompetent for a trustee who had improperly appropriated the 
money of the society and lent it in his own name to take steps to enable him 
to restore it. How the persons who borrowed it, there being no illegality in the 
borrowing on their part, and no illegality in their agreeing to repay the money 
so borrowed, and no illegality in the purpose to which they were intending to 
apply it, can set up the doctrine that they are relieved from their liability by 
reason of the money having originally belonged to a fiiendly society, is a thing 
which I am quite unable to understand." . • . 

Lord Justice Brett . . . . ^' The appellants are trustees of a friendly society. 
They have not, by virtue of their office, any authority at Common Law to lend 
the money of the society at all, and they required a statutory authority to 
enable them properly to do so. That authority is given to them in this 16th 
section, but only under certain circumstances, and subject to certain rules. 
It seems to me that the section does not give them authority to lend to stran- 
gers on personal security, and such a loan could not be sancti^ed except by 
the authority of all the members, the consent of a committee or of a majority 
of members not being sufficient. This section, therefore, shows that the money 
which was the consideration for the promissory note, was lent by the trustees 
without authority. But does it follow that because the money is lent by a 
person who has no authority to lend it, therefore that contract is an illegal 
contract ? It seems to me that it does not follow. . • . The contract is, if you 
will lend me so much money I will pay you that money back on demand. The 
consideration is the handing over the money. That is not illegal. The 
promise to pay back money which you have borrowed is not illegal. The 
money was not borrowed for any illegal purpose in order to do an illegal or 
immoral thing, and I cannot see that there is anything illegal in the contract. 
The only objection is, that those who made the contract with the debtor had no 
authority to make it, and that is an objection which he cannot take." 

Lord Justice Lindley ....** There is nothing illegal in the promise, and 
nothing illegal in anything except that the money was got from a place from 
which the payees had no right to take it ... It appears to me, upon principle, 
that the mere fact that they got the money from a place from which they had 
no right to take it does not in any way invalidate the promise to repay it on 
demand." 

This decision, it may be observed, in the first instance, fully confirms by 
implication the construction put by the Central Office on the words " personal 
security,*' in Sects. 16, 1 Ce), and 18(2) of the Friendly Societies Act, 1875 
{see the Chief R^strar's Report for 1878, p. 12), since it was assumed through- 
out by all three of the learned judges that what is meant is the security of 
individuals. ^^ ^ 
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The point which the decision directly establishes, it must next be pointed out, is 
that where the money of a society has been improperly lent {if not for a purpose 
illegal in itself on the part of the borrower), it is nevertheless recoverable, as it 
does not lie with the debtor to object want of authority on the partofthi 
lender. 

But there is nothing in the decision, it must be carefully noted, to affect the 
responsibility ot trustees for such unauthorised loans. On the contrary, it 
is clearly pointed out by Lord Justice lirett that they have no authority to lend 
money at all, except so far as the Statute gives them such authority, and that 
as between themselves and the members, v;hen they go beyond that authority, 
nothing but the unanimous authority of all the members for the loan can 
discharge them of responsibility. 

Nor does the decision affect any statutory responsibility which may be 
incurred, as towards the public, by violation of the provision of* the Act, and 
which may be enforceable at the suit of the Registry Office. 

Accordingly, in a case at the Wigan County Police Court, the trustees of 
the Ever Firm Lodge, No, 1, Miners Sick and Accident Society, Goose Green, 
Pemberton, were convicted at the suit of the Chief Registrar in the sunri of 
5 l. and costs, for having, in violation of the Act of Parliament (and also of 
the rules of the Society) invested money of the society (80 1, out of 128/. 4 ^. 6 d.) 
on personal security, viz., the promissory note of a member. The loan had been 
advanced with the consent of a majority at a meeting of the Society, although 
warned by a trustee that the investment was illegal (12 August 1881). 

X. — The Annual Returns. 

A return having been proposed to be moved for by Mr. Roundell, m.p., of 
all societies and branches which hud or had not made valuations under the 
Friendly Societies Acts, in order to avoid a double publication containing 
much of the same matter, it was determined to embody the desired details in 
the second part of the Report for 1880 (for Societies) and of 1881 (for Branches). 
Great additional labour is thus entailed in making up the abstracts, and it is 
to be feared that this part will only appear at a late d:ite. 

The endeavour to secure greater accura<y in the statistics published by the 
office has indeed so much increased its work that the addition of another 
lower division clerk to the staff has been authorized by the Treasury. 

Two thousanil two hundred and eighty-seven returns from Friendly Societies 
or Branches had to be sent back for amendment or explanation* Among the 
returns from Friendly Societies, — 

984 were sent back on account of imperfections in filling up form. 

784 were sent back for inquiries as to investment of funds. 

535 were sent back for neglect in respect of audit. 

152 were sent back for inquiries as to management fund. 

33 were sent back for inquiries as to misappropriation of funds. 

28 were sent back for being made up to a date other than the Act directs. 

The returns of branches generally came in in a more correct shape than those 
of isolated Friendly Societies, owing to previous examination by the Secretaries 
of Orders, who are responsible for such returns, as forming, in fact, parts of 
the return of the Order itself ; 262 returns of branches had, however, to be sent 
back. 

Summonses were taken out in 1881 for default in sending the annual returns 
in 24 cases, of which 14 were in Surrey, six in Berkshire, two in Sussex, and two 
in Essex.

In the four remaining cases, where incorrect or doubtrulinfonnation had been 
given, the summonses were withdrawn without payment. 

It is found as an invariable rule that a prosecution is followed by an increase 
of returns from the neighbourhood. But, except occasionally in the case of 
prosecutions in the metropolis, when reported by the London papers, from which 
the report gets copied into some provincial ones, the effect seldom extends 
beyond the range of the circulation of the local paper in which the prosecution 
is reported. Hence a conviction in Berkshire lias no effect in Norfolk, or 
Cornwall, or Lancashire, and vice versa. It becomes therefore necessary from 
year to year to vary more or less the localities in which proceedings arc taken. 

XL — ^The Valuations. . 

The number of valuation returns received during the year was 4,856, thiis 
showing a very large increase upon the number of the previous year 3,542. 
This result is satisfactory as far as it goes, showing that societies are recognising 
the necessity of complying with the provision of the Act in this respect. No 
doubt the large increase is in some measure due to the notion generally 
entertained that the date of valuation was required to be the same as that for 
making the quinquennial return. Partly, too, it arose from a desire to postpone 
the making of the return to as late a period as possible. In addition, the 
sending out of the notices, referred to on page 12 of the Report for 1880, has had 
a most salutary effect by impressing upon societies the fact that the valuation 
requirement of the Act was intended to be rigorously carried out by this 
office. 

In consequence of the large numbers of societies requiring the services of a 
valuer simultaneously, it is to be feared that, speaking generally, the valuations 
have been made in a perfunctory manner, tabular results beirig applit d to 
societies with little if any previous inquiry as to how far such results would 
prove applicable to the particular society. From time to time valuatiuns have 
been sent back for correction containing egregious errors of principle, and now 
and again glaring clerical errors. In many cases the valuations show 
conclusively that the person signing as valuer has had little, if anything, to do 
with the valuation, and in souue cases it would almost appear that the valuer 
has done nothing more than put his name to to the documents. It need, 
therefore, hardly be stated that the work of the Actuary to the Central Office, in 
examining these valuations, and sending them back for correction, with, in 
many cases, long explanatory letters on technical points, has been very heavy ; 
indeed at times it has been found impossible to give immediate attention to 
valuations received. 

One prominent result of the carrying out of this provision of the Act has 
been the wide diffusion, among those connected wiih friendly societies, of the 
principles of actuarial science, in their bearing upon the financial position of 
friendly societies. The Memorandum on Valuations issued by this office 
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(Appendix B., Report for 1880), has done good work in this respect, and from 
time to time the Actuary has had in particular cases to call attention to 
actuarial points of importance v^hich have been loosely dealt with, or not ar all, 
by the valuer. (Jenerally speaking, in these cases the valuer is really nothing 
more than a mere computer, performing certain simple arithmetical processes 
in rule-of-rhumb fashion, and it is a serious question for societies to consider 
how far they are acting with good juda:ment, in placing a matter of such vital 
importance as the valuation of their assets atid liabilities in the hands of such 
persons, on the ground that by doing so the society is enabled to comply with 
the Act at a cheaper rate than would be the case were a really competent 
valuer employed. 

A point as to which there is much misunderstanding is, that of the financial 
effect of secessions, and how they may be dealt with in a valuation, and the 
followino: extracts from a letter addressed by the Actuary to this oflSce to James 
C. Stevenson, Esq., m.p., and published by the latter in a local paper, may here 
be reprinted : — 

Registry of Friendly Societies, 
Central Office, 28, Abingdon-street, S.W., London, 
Dear Sir, 12 July 1882, 

" Mr. Ludlow tells me that you desire a few words of explanation as to how this office 
deals with the question of secessions in valuation returns, 

" I may, in the first place, state that this office does not reject, nor ever has rejected, 
valuation returns, because in the said returns it has been attempted to make allowance by 
a reduction of the liabilities for the supposed profit that may accrue to a society from 
members seceding. What has given rise to this idea is probably No. 10 of the instruc- 
tions to public valuers, appointed by the Treasury, which runs as follows : — 

'* * No allowance is to be made for possible future profits arising from secessions unless 
'the number of contributing members in the society, and the nature of the society's 
' business be such as fully to justify an allowance being made, and the valuer shall in all 
' $uch cases state in his report what allowance has been made, and the grounds on which 
' it is made.' This instruction was very carefully considered, and would do well for the 
guidance of valuers who are not public valuers under the Act, but when a valuation was 
tendered, made by a valuer who was not a public valuer, the responsibility of making any 
allowance for secessions would rest entirely with him, and this office would not reject the 
valuation on the ground that allowance for secession had been made, provided the matter 
had been reasonably dealt with, and a clear explanation given of how it had been dealt 
with. 

** While writing: to you it appears desirable to add a few observations on the question, 
which will probably put it in a new light. 

**(l.) When a society charges the same contribution for all ages at entry, then it is 
dear that the younger members must pay more than the proper amount, and the elder 
n^embers less than the proper amount, if the actual amount of contribution paid by all is 
sufficient to assure the benefits to all. 

" In a valuation, therefore, in the case of youna members, there would be what are 
known as negative values, i,e,, where the value of the benefits is less than the value of 
the contributions^ so that the value of the benefits, less the value of the contributions, 
oonstituting the reserve for such member, is a negative quantity. Consequently, if a 
joung member with a negative value seceded, the society would be a loser, and would 
only gain in cases where the value of the benefits, less the value of the contribution, is a 
positive quantity. 

*' (2.) Again, in the unfortunately only too common case, where none of the members 
pay the proper amount of contribution, every member's benefits will have a greater value 
than his contributions, and so far as the valuation goes there would be a profit accrue 
possibly to the society in the event of his seceding. Against this, however, are to be put 
two matters on the other side. 

*' (a.) If the member who secedes t)e a healthy, prosperous member, his secession 
would probably be a loss to the society. 

" (i.) One of the arguments commonly brofight forward by those who have not given 
the subject much attention is that secessions should be allowed for, because the society 
should be treated as a ' going concern.' But, in the cases now under consideration, 
the assumption of a so-called Agoing concern' considerably modifies the assumption 
as to secession, because, as a going concern, new members would come in and replace 
those who go out, and ju^t as it is concluded that the latter are a gain to the society, 
so to be logical and correct, it must also be concluded that those who take their place 
will be a loss to the society. 

" In the case of ordinary societies, any profit made on secessions will undoubtedly 
reveal itself from time to time when the periodic valuation is made, but as vou will see 
from what I have just said, the question is by no means the simple one that ordinary

Sersons accustomed to look at the matter from one point of view only would consider it to 
e. 

** Furthermore, anything like proper attempts to give effect to it, and also as I have 
pointed out above, to give effect to tne logical counterpart, new entrances, would most 
certainly greatly complicate valuations, considerably increase their expense, and in the 
majority of cases have little or no bearing ultimately upon the financial position of the 
society.

One most important matter remains to be pointed out. The main object of 
the valuations required to be made is to show the members to w^hat extent they 
may reasonably expect the benefits contracted for to be paid to them in the 
future. In the great majority of cases the valuations show deficiencies, in 
many cases so large as to leave no room for doubt that, apart from the compara- 
tive trustworthiness of the valuations, the societies must inevitably collapse 
sooner or later unless diligent means be taken to remedy the deficiency 
shown by the valuation. At present it can only be stated that the number 
of societies honestly taking effective measures to improve their financial position 
is very small indeed, and all that this office can do is to caution societies that 
the valuation deficiencies are accumulating at compound interest, and will in 
many cases soon become so large as to be practically irremediable. 



XII. — ^The Rates of Mortality and Sickness of the Ancient Order 

OF Foresters. 

The Ancient Order of Foresters, following the example of the Manchester 
Unity of Odd Fellows, resolved in 1878 to make a " complete and exhaustive 
analysis of the Quinquennial Returns of Sickness and Mortality Experience 
collected by the Order for the five years ending 31st December 18/5," and 
the permanent secretary was ** instructed to take steps for the preliminary 
tabulation of this experience, and to consult with Mr. Neison, actuary, as to the 
best mode of proceeding," Mr. Neison being retained to complete the analysis 
and deductions from this experience. Accordingly a preliminary report was 
issued in the latter lialf of the year 1881, and the report itself in the early part 
of 1882. 

The report contains some 216 pages, of which a large portion is tabular 
matter, bearing evidence of careful preparation, and reflects great credit upon 
the energy and enterprise of the Order. As might have been anticipated, the 
broad results, after making allowance for diflference of treatment, do not diflfer 
materially from those obtained by the late Mr. Heftry RatcIifFe. Following Mr. 
Ratclifie's method of distribution, the courts held in localities having less than 
5,000 inhabitants, are classified as rural, those in localities of 5,000 but less 
than 3O5OOO inhabitants, as town, and all others as city. It may be worth while 
to give the following comparison between the total n suits of the Ancient Order 
of Foresters' Experience, and the last compiled hy the late Mr. RatcUflFe from 
the Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows' Experience.

The portion of the report which will be read with most interest is probably 
that which relates to the duration of sickness' claims, and the method of giving 
practical effect to the reduction of sick pay, which takes place after full sick 
pay has been received for defined periods of time. The form of schedule used 
being the same as the one then issued by this office, did not furnish the informa- 
tion necessary for the accurate determination of this important point, and besides 
calling upon the courts for further information, it will be seen from the report 
itself what assumptions and expedients were made use of to supply this deficiency. 
The following note extracted from p. »9, speaking of the form of schedule used, 
says : — 

" This return was not framed by the Order itself, but was to all intents and 
purposes a copy of that issued by the Friendly Societies Registry. For. the 
recent Quinquennial Return (^1876-1880), the Order availed itself of the best 
scientific advice, and the schedule for the record of the sickness and mortality 
experience of the branchrs is of the most complete yet issued, and the results^ 
when properly tabulated, should prove of incalculable value.'* 

It is only necessary to add that the new form of return here spoken of is 
taken from that issued by this office for the Quinquennial Returns for the period 
ending 31st December 1880. 

As bearing on this point the following passage from the report (dated 5th 
October 18fel), on the valuation of the Shrewsbury District, A.O.F., by Mr. 
John Hinchcliffe, is not without interest : — 

" It is proper to state that the district is taking the requisite steps to obtain 
reliable information from its own sickness* experience as to its real liabilities for 
reduced sick pay. The quinquennial returns of sickness and mortality for 
1871-75 f'om courts in this district were tabulated by me, and published in 
your April 1880 District Report. The form of return then issued by the 
Registrar did not present the information respecting sickness during periods of 
time in sufficiently precise form. This we have sought to remedy by the adop- 
tion of a proposition at the April 1880 District Meeting, and which was sent 
to the previous meeting (two years ago) from one of the courts, and appeared 
in the report, in which it is expressly provided that each court shall annually 
make a return to the district ' of members who have been sick during the year, 
with the dates of their sickness, and its duration, and such other particulars as 
may be deemed requisite by the managing committee.' As this proposition 
was adopted 18 months ago (sic), the district may fairly claim to have anticipated 
one of the special features of the recent quinquennial returns, and to have re- 
solved to do for itsielf what the Treasury, twelve months later, for the first time 
required from all Friendly Societies.*'

XIV, — ^Working of the Acts. 
(1.) Cancellings and Suspensions of Registry. 

The cancellings of registry under the Friendly Societies Acts (1,647) were 
three more in number than the conversions. Two of the three were of Friendly 
Societies, and both by request, the societies being in fact trade unions. The 
third cancelling was that of the registry of a working men's club, and took 
place under the compulsory powers of the Act. 

The club in question was one at Swansea, termed the Brynmill Club and 
Institute. In a case before the stipendiary magistrate for Swansea, the steward 
was convicted for selling intoxicating liquors without a license, and it appeared 
at the trial that alterations had been made in its rules which were never 
registered. Application was subsequently made by the town clerk of Swansea 
to cancel the registry of the club, as existing for an illegal purpose. The 
Chief Registrar was of opinion, on the evidence by which the application was 
supported, that the club did in fact exist for the illegal purpose of selling 
intoxicating liquors \\ithout a Ucense, and after due notice to the club, no 
rebutting evidence having been produced, its registry was cancelled with the 
approval of the Treasury. 

The 
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The case is valuable as showing how sham workmg men's clubs which abuse 
the privileges granted to them by the Inland Revenue Department may now be 
deprived of their legal status. Before the passing of the Friendly iSocieties 
Act, 1875, there was no means of doing this. 

The suspensions of registry were 40 in number, all of Friendly Societies, and 
all for the same cause, viz., wilfully nnd after notice from a registrar violating 
the provision of the Friendly Societies Act in respect of the valuation of their 
assets and liabilities. The following is h list of the societies suspended :

The suspensions were all for a period of three months. Of the 40, the 19 
marked with f had to be renewed for a further period of three months, and 
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the 13 marked with f for a second like period, at the expiration of which the 
registry of nine of them (marked C.) was cancelled in the present year (1882). 
Of the remaining 31, one, the Bethnai Green Pension Society, was able to 
satisfy the Central Office that it was purely benevolent, and as such entitled to 
exemption from valuation i three of them were permitted to dissolve; the rest either 
sent in valuations, or professed sufficient readiness to do so to justify the Chief 
Registrar in not renewing the suspension, or were able to convince him that it 
was really impracticable for the society, under its existing circumstances, to 
make the valuation. 

In every case of suspension and cancelling notice was given to the Registrar 
General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, the Comptroller of the National Debt 
Office, the Comptroller of the Post Office Savings Bank, and the Chairman of 
the Board of Inland Revenue. A society under suspension of registry would 
thus lose its right to certificates of death, &c., at a reduced price, its right to 
invest with the National Debt Commissioners and in the Post Office Savings 
Bank, and its exemption from Stamp Duties. 

On tlje whole, the Chief Registrar considers that the machinery of suspension 
and compulsory cancelling of registry, supplied by the Friendly Societies Act, 
18/5^ has proved a valuable means of enforcing compliance with the law on the 
pact uf societies, and intends to make further use of it for this purpose. 

(2.) Directions for the Transfer of Stock.

(3 ) Settlement of Disputes by the Chief Registrar* 

One dispute was decided by the Chief Registrar under the provisions of 
Section 22 of the Friendly Societies Act, 1875. 

New Rules and Existing Contracts. — ^The 21st rule of a Lodge of Oddfellows 
provided that the sick gift should be 10^. per week for 16 weeks, and 7 s. per 
week for 16 weeks, then h s. per week during the remainder of the member's 
sickness- A member who became ultimately blind, received in succession the 
10 J. per week, the 7 s., and the 5^. Whilst he was in receipt of the 6^. a 
meeting was called to consider an alteration of rules, at which he was present, 
not however voting or otherwise taking part in the proceedings. The alteration, 
a complete one, was duly registered, and by the new Rule, 20, the allowance of 
the third period was reduced to 3 5., instead of 5^., for the remainder of a 
menibrr'^ sickness. The society offered, and the blind member refused the 
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3^. per week, and he summoned the secretary of the society before the 
stipendiary magistrate for the payment of 40 *., being eight weeks' sick pay at 
5 s.y due 3rd January 1881. The matter having been, at the suggestion of the 
magistrate, referred by consent to the Chief Registrar, it was contended on 
behalf of the society that blindness was not sickness within the meaning of the 
rules ; that the plaintiff joined the society with knowledjre that ihe rules might 
be altered ; that it was his duty to object to the registration of the new rules 
if he did not wish to be bound by them ; and it was sought to distinguish the 
case from the one advised upon by Lord Selborne when Attorney General in 
1864 {see Mr. Tidd Pratt's Report of that year, p 278), on the ground that 
this was a complete amendment, and that therefore there were no existing 
rules under which he could claim except such amendment. Held, that the 
case was not distinguishable from the one advised on by Lord Selborne or from 
Caundle v. Bingham {see Report of the Chief Registrar for 1879, p. 17), and 
award that plaintiff was entitled to the 40 s. sick pay. {Davis \. Bird, re 
Loyal Brunswick Lodge of Independent Odd Fellows \ hearing 8 April 1881; 
award 1 1 April.) 

(4.) Inspections and Special Meetings. 

An inspection into the affairs of the Liberal and Friendly Society, Formby, 
under the provisions of Section 23 (9) of the Friendly Societies Act, 1875, was 
applied for and directed, Mr. Edwin Smith of Liverpool, one of the Public 
Auditors for Lancashire, being appointed the inspector. The inspection took 
place on 30th August and 2nd September 1881 . The management of the society 
appears by the inspector's report to have been far from satisfactory. The books 
had disappeared, and the late secretary " suspected they had been stolen from 
the club box, which had been broken open. ** He entirely repudiated the printed 
balance-sheets as not representing the accounts which he had prepared. A 
trustee, one of the applicants, could neither produce any books nor supply 
information about the accounts. None of the members were able or willing to 
account for the disappearance of the books. According to the published state- 
ments, as examined by the inspector, there was a balance unaccounted for of 
637 L ^sAd. A new committee had however been appointed with a fresh staff of 
officers, and it appeared to be the general feeling that it would be unwise and 
almost impracticable to institute proceedings against the secretary or any other 
members. The inspector thought it only justice to the members to state that 
they were principally agricultural labourers and quite incapable of managing or 
checking accounts. 

The details of an important inspection which took place during the present 
year of the affairs of the Scottish Legal Life Assurance Society, the largest 
collecting burial society after the " Royal Liver, " having its registered office in 
Glasgow, but doing business in England and Ireland as well as in Scotland, will 
belong to the next year's Report. 

Two applications were made for the holding of special meetings, under the 
provisions of Sect. 23 (2) of the Act. 

In the one case, that of the British Museum Attendants Mutual Life Assurance 
Society, the ground of the application was that an alteration of the rules 
was desired ; but by the rules notice of any proposed alterations had to be read 
at two meetings before any action could take place, so that as the society only 
met half-yearly, no alteration could be attempted under twelve months unless 
by means of a special meeting under the Registrar's powers. The special meeting 
was held on the 26th April 1881, and the rules were amended. 

In the other case, that of the Worthy Religious Benefit Society, King's 
Worthy, Hants, the ground of the application was of the same nature, viz., 
that the rules could only be altered at the annual meetings, and by a majority of 
24-25ths of the members present, whilst the monthly contributions were found 
to be insufficient to meet the claims for sick pay, &c., and other rules required 
alteration. The special meeting was held on the 5th December 1881, and the 
necessary alterations were agreed upon.

The total being 42 societies and 1,591 branches, as against 47 societies and 
2,080 branches in 1880, 49 and 2,594 in 1879, and 37 and 2,046 in 1878. There 
has thus been a decrease of about 500 a year since 1879, owing to the natural 
slackening of the process of conversion, as well as of that of the first registration 
of old established branches which had never been registered at all under the 
former Acts. A considerable falling off in the number of conversions during 
1881 was indeed fully anticipated {see Report for 1880, p. 19). 

The Manchester Unity has again taken the lead of the Ancient Order of 
Foresters, the Loyal Order of Ancient Shepherds, Ashton Unity, retaining as 
usual tlie third place, and being again with the two largest orders the only one 
which registered more than 100 branches. The fourth place is now taken by 
the National United Order of Free Gardeners, which held only the seventh in 
1880, and the fifth by the Independent Order of Rechabites, which held only the 
22nd, the Grand United Order of Odd Fellows falling from the fourth place to 
the seventh, and the Ancient Order of Shepherds from the fifth to the sixth. 
Among societies registering five or more new branches, eleven, viz., the 
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Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows, National United Order of Free Gardeners, 
Independent Order of Rechabites, Ancient Order of Shepherds, Wisbech Unity, 
Loyal Order of Ancient Shepherds, Improved Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
South London Unity, Order of the Sons of Temperance, Order of Druids, Kent 
United District, Ancient Order of Britons, Loyal Order of Alfreds and Catholic 
Benefit Society, registered more new branches than during the previous year 
(besides the Swansea Valley Unity Independent Order of Odd Fellows, which 
registered seven new branches during the first year of its existence).

It thus appears that over 9,000 bodies have been registered as branches since 
the Act of 1876 came into operation, of which over 7^000 were registered 
previously as societies. The number of branches so registered was formerly 
roughly estimated at 10,000, so that seven-tenths of the whole would appear to 
have been by this time converted. It is probable however on the one hand 
that the total number was under-estimated, on the other that there will always 
remain a stubborn minority too jealous of the executive bodies of their respective 
orders to give up their position as societies separately registered and legally 
independent. 

(6.) Insurance of Children. 

A complaint has been received during the present year by the Chief Registrar 
fipom a father, that, on the death of his child aged one year and eleven months, 
the sum of 6 I. had been paid by the Refuge Assurance Company, Limited (an 
industrial assurance company within the meaning of the Friendly Societies Acts), 
to the child's aunt, and that he was himself refused a certificate for the sum of 
3 /. for which he had insured the child in the Prudential Assurance Company. 
The payment to the aunt being clearly an offence under Sect. 28 (2) of the 
Friendly Societies Act, 1875, which enacts that " no society shall pay any sum on 
the death of a child under 10 years of age except to the parent of such child, or to 
the personal representative of such parent," the Chief Registrar wrote to the 
Secretar}' of the Refuge Assurance Company, limited, calling for an explanation, 
and received the following reply ; — 

Refuge Assurance Company, Limited, 
Chief Office, 89, Corporation-street, Manchester, 
Dear Sir, UJuly 1882. 

I have had the case of Catherine Leeeon fully investigated. I enclose a copy of 
our agent's letter, wherein he admifcs paying the money to Mrs. Jubb, the aunt of the 
child, out in the presence of, and with the consent of, the mother of the child. It has 
been done entirely through ignorance of the law by our agent, on production of the 
registrar's certificate for £e amount of 6 /. I have issued orders that in future no more 
such cases are to be paid, and that more attention be paid to irregularities. Trusting to 
receive no more complaints,

It is quite true that it was paid to 
Mrs. Jubb, the child's aunt, who always paid in the premiums, but it was paid in the

oing wrong.

It being admitted by the father that the money was expended by the aunt in 
paying the funeral expenses of the child and other charges, and the father him- 
self declining to proceed as an aggrieved person against the Refuge Company, 
the Chief Registrar did not think the case was one in which, although an un- 
doubted offence against the Act had been conmiitted, the oflBce was called 
upon to prosecute. He accordingly informed Mr. Proctor that, in reliance on 
the assurances contained in Mr. Proctor's letter, he did not on this occasion 
propose to take further steps in the matter. 

The Chief Registrar, however, thought it his duty to point out to the Regis- 
trar General that tlie illegal payment had only taken place through the action 
of the Registrar of Deaths in giving a certificate for the payment of a definite 
sum by a specified body to a person incapable of lawfully receiving the money, 
although the form of application, which, being printed at the back, forms 
distinctly one with the certificate, has printed on it Sub-section 2 of Sect. 28 of 
the Act. The Chief Registrar is not aware whether any or what steps have been 
taken by the Registrar General to check such practices in future. 

The Chief Registrar has also had information that in another case a sum of 
2 /. was paid to a grandmother, the father having insured it for 3 /. 10^. in one 
society, and being entitled to H. 1 s. on its death from a district of the Grand 
United Order of Odd Fellows, making 6 /. 1 1 ^. in all, or 11^. beyond the lawful 
amount. 

It will be noticed that under the provisions of the Government Annuities Act, 
1882, when it becomes law (^^e post, p. 46) the lives of children eight years 
old and upwards may be insured for not exceeding 5 /. through the medium of 
a Post Office or other savings bank. 

XV. — The Legal Position of Unregistered Societies. 

It appears advisable to notice a case which although decided in reference to 
a different class of bodies, may prove to be of considerable importance in 
reference to unregi^te^ed friendly societies, that of "In re Padstow Total 
Loss and Collision Assurance Association y' Law Reports, 20 Ch. D., p. 137 
(11th January 1882). The case was that of an unregistered society, of an 
entirely mutual character, formed for the purpose of marine assurance, by the 
rules of which no vessel could be insured for an amount exceeding three 
quarters of the value, or 6,000 /. in all. An order had been obtained from 
Vice Chancellor Malins for winding it up under the Companies Acts, but the 
order was discharged by the Court of Appeal, consisting of the Master of the 
Rolls, and Lords Justices Brett and Lindley, on the ground that the society 
was an illegal company, as being formed for the acquisition of gain by 
the individual members, consisting of more than 20 members, and being 
imregistered. 

The Master of the Rolls said : *'That it" (the society) "had not the object 
of acquiring gain to the company as a whole is plain, but it appears to me 
equally plain that its object is the acquisition of gain by the individual 
members. They pay a small sum with the view of receiving a large one in 
case of the happening of an uncertain event, which may or may not happen, 
and which if it does happen would otherwise cause them a large loss. Is it 
the less an acquisition of gain because the event which makes it payable 
happens to be a loss? It does not appear to me that the word ^ gain' can 
have any such limitation put upon it ; according to the strict meaning of the 
word there is a gain when the insured receives a large sum in consideration of 
his having paid a small one, and looking to the general object and intention of 
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the association, and to the general purview of the Act of Parliament, it 
appears to me that the strict meaning of the term is its proper meaning here. 
The object of the Act was that commercial associations or companies consisting 
of more than 20 members should be registered. This is clearly an association 
of that character, and it appears to me to come entirely within the general 
provision of the Act." 

Lord Justice Brett said: "If" (the association) "was formed for the 
purpose of carrying on a long consecutive number of transactions all of a 
similar kind and through a long period, it was therefore, to my mind, an 
association formed for the purpose of carrying on, and was carrying on, a 
business. And what business ? The well-known business of insurance. True 
it was for mutual insurance, but I think it cannot be denied that it was 
formed for the purpose of carrying on business. We -then have only to 
consider whether it was formed for the purpose of carrying on a business, the 
object of which was the acquisition of gain by the individual members. Now, 
what was the object of this association with regard to the individual members ? 
They became really and substantially part insurers of the ships of all the other 
members; but that was not their object with regard to themselves, their 
object was not to become insurers without receiving anything. Their object 
was that in consideration of their insuring other people's ships, their ovra 
ships should be insured in case of loss. Therefore the object of the association 
was with regard to each individual member, that he should be indemnified in 
case his ship was lost. The question therefore is reduced to this, whether it 
can be properly said that the business was being carried on by them for the 
purpose of gain. An individual member loses his ship, and he gets from his 
brother associates a sum of money, which partially indemnifies him for the 
loss. Given the loss of the ship, what he gets from them seems to me to be 
clearly a gain to him. Therefore the object of the association is that each 
member may acquire gain upon the happening of certain events. I think that 
this comes \i^ithin the meaning of the 4th section, and that this therefore is an 
attempt to form a company, association, or partnership, which is prohibited by 
the 4th section, and accordingly that there never existed at any time any 
company, association, or partnership of which the law could properly take 
cognisance.*' 

Lord Justice Lindley : *^The question assumes this shape, — Is a diminution 
of loss a gain within the meaning of the section ? If we looked at the question 
at the time when an insurance was effected we might say that the acquisition 
of gain was not the object, but if we look at it when the ship has gone to the 
bottom, and a loss has been incurred, the gain is obvious enough, because the 
owner gets back a large part of its value by the insurance. In that point of 
view the object of the insured is to acquire gain ... in the sense of diminution 
of the loss which he would otherwise suffer. Looking to the language of the 
section it appears to me thtit it is wide enough, and was intended to be wide 
enough, to include all such associations as this, and that the language properly 
construed applies to such associations as the present . . . The language of 
this section is imperative that no company consisting of more than 20 members 
shall be formed for the purposes therein mentioned, unless it be registered ; 
when therefore such a company is not registered it is illegal in this sense, 
that it is a prohibited thing, and the law cannot take notice of it, except 
perhaps in a penal point of view, which of coxirse is a question which we are 
not now considering." 

' The bearing of the above judgment on societies formed for the reliefer main- 
tenance of members in case of shipwreck, or loss or damage of or to boats or 
nets, " and not insuring a gross sum exceeding 200 /., which might be registered 
under the Friendly Societies Acts, is obvious. Unless such societies become 
registered either under the Friendly Societies Acts or the Companies Acts, they 
are a '^ prohibited thing," of which the law can take no notice except " in a 
penal point of view." 

But it is a grave question whether the language used by the Court is not 
wide enough to include at least all societies insuring sums of money in sickness. 
All insiu*ers for sick pay, to use the word of the Master of the Rolls, " pay a 
small sum vnth the view of receiving a large one," at all events as compared * 
with the sum paid — '' in case of the happening of an uncertain event— which, if it 
does happen, would otherwise cause them a large loss." Payments on death 
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cannot indeed be considered a gain to the individual member* But it has long 
since been pointed out {see the 4th Report of the Friendly Sodeties Commis- 
sioners, para. 768) that all societies insuring such payments may be contended 
to be within the Life Assurance Companies Acts, and subject to the heavy 
penalties of those Acts in default of compliance with their provisions. It 
follows that an unregistered Friendly Society, if it insures payments to the 
members themselves on sickness or any other contingency, runs the risk of 
being treated by the Courts as an illegal company, of which the law can take no 
notice except for penal purposes, and if it insures payments on death, of being 
subject to the penalties of the Life Assurance Companies Acts. 

The case of In re Padstow Total Assurance Association was followed as an 
authority in Jennings v. Hammond^ which will be found referred to for another 
purpose below, p. 42. 

The provisions of Clause 6 and others of the Married Women's Prc^erty Act, 
1880, ^ould appear to apply to unregistered Friendly Societies. 

XVI. — Friendly Societies^in the Colonies and Abroad* 

(a.) Victoria. 

In his Third Annual Report for the year 1880, prefixed to the Statistics of 
Friendly Societies for the Colony of Victoria, the Government Statist reports his 
proceedings with reference to the getting in of returns and valuations from the 
societies. Valuation tables adapted by an officer of the department, Mr. E. F* 
Owen, from those of Mr. Ratcliffe, had been prepared. Public valuers had 
been appointed, and scales of fees fixed, in accordance with the precedent of the 
mother country, on a higher scale for valuations by an actuary named by the 
Government, than for those by the public valuers. On the application however 
of the managing body for the Colony, of the Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows, 
a reduction of the scale of fees in the former case, was assented to by the 
then Premier, the Hon. Graham Berry, and by a new Regulation, when a 
society or branch desires that its assets and liabihties shall be valued and reported 
on by an actuary to be named by the Government Statist, the fee is fixed on 
the following scale, viz. : where the benefits to be valued do not exceed three 
classes of sick allowance, together with sums paptble, on the deaths of members 
and of their wives, — for valuing societies consisting of not more than 26 members, 
12 ^. 6d.; if of more than 25 members, for the first 25 members 12 *. 6 rf., with 
a further sum of 1 i (2. in respect of each additional member. When the benefits 
to be valued exceed those mentioned, the fee is to be fixed by the Government 
Statist with the approval of the Chief Secretary. In computing valuation fees, 
each branch is to be considered as a separate body. Mr. Owen, already named, 
ha^ been appointed actuary for the purposes of the Regulation. The Statist 
reports the refusal by him of a valuation (the only one returned during the 
year), on the ground that the method of valuation adopted was erroneous in 
principle, the gross premiums having been valued instead of the net, so that the 
society was credited with the value not only of the amounts payable to meet 
the risk of death, but also of the per-centage or loading added to the nee rates 
for defraying the cost of management, &c. The annual returns for 1880 have 
again been received from every registered society and branch in the Colony, a 
result which, the Statist with pardonable pride observes, neither the mother- 
country nor, he understands, any of her Colonies except Victoria, has e\et 
succeeded in obtaining. In most instances the money balances have been 
brought torward correctly, which is a great improvement on former experiences. 
But the returns of the number of members are very frequently incorrect. The 
number of parent societies was 32, or two less than in 1879. The number of 
branches also decreased from 766 to 748. But the number of members increased 
by 141, to 46,074, and the income by 1,141 /., whilst the expenditure showed 
a diminution of 1,715 /., the income exceeding the expenditure by 19 per cent. 
The total funds were 450,719 /., or 27,481 /. more than in the previous year, 
giving an average (after deducting debts) of 9 /. 14 *. 4d. per member, as 
against 9 L2s.7 d. in the previous year. The rate of interest on investments 
(6*79 per cent.) was higher than in any year since 1872. The number of 
members who received sick pay was equivalent to 18 per cent, of the total, being 
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one-half per cent, less than in 1879. The average duration of sickness, 7*6 days 
per member, was also 1-lOth less than in the previous year ; the aveiage amount 
of sick pay 20 s. per member, 7 d. less than in 1879, and the siverage rate of 
sick pay paid to such members was less than in any of the preceding years. 
Attention is drawn to the high rates of sickness in two societies in which there 
are large numbers of members. The death-rate was lower than in any year 
since 1873. The cost of management, 10^. 10 d. per member, was exactly the 
same as in 1879. The Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows, Ancient Order of 
Foresters, and Independent Order of Rechabites continue to head the list of 
societies, both as to members and funds. The Statist concludes by the following 
observations, which are as applicable to societies in the mother country as to 
those in the Colony. 

^ As the future prospects of the societies rest in a great measure on the amount of 
knowledge which the persons most active in their management possess of the real nature 
of the business they have under their control, it is essential they should realise that they 
are engaged in the administration of funds depending for their successful progress on 
contingencies, similar indeed to those on which are based the contracts of ordinary life 
assurance societies, but of a far more complex character ; and that the security of the 
society, and its ability to fulfil its lifelong engagements with all its members is, from the 
nature of the case, assuming the scale 01 contributions to be equivalent to the benefits 
legitimately claimable, entirely dependent on the steady adherence to two important 
principles of administration ; first, that the greatest practicable proportion of the funds is 
kept constantly invested at the highest rate of interest obtainable consistently with safety ; 
and secondly, that an effective supervision is exercised to confine the expenditure witmn 
the limits provided for in the table of contributions. The greater the number of persons 
found in the societies possessing sound views on these points, the more marked in its 
effects on the steady growth of the funds, will be the sense of moral responsibihty brought 
to the consideration of all questions affecting the finances." 

(b.) New Zealand. 

From New Zealand has been received a report on the sickness, mortality, and 
other contingencies experienced by Friendly Societies during the quinquennium 
ended 21st December 1877, addressed by Mr. F. W. Frankland, the actuary for 
Friendly Societies, under date 29th July 1881, to Mr. W. R. G. Brown, Registrar 
of Friendly Societies, and presented by the latter to both Houses of Assembly. 
The actuary states that the number of returns he has been able to utilise is 58, 
consisting of 33 lodges of the Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows, 16 courts of the 
Ancient Order of Foresters, and one Sanctuary of the Ancient Order of Sliepherds, 
two Tents of the Independent Order of Rechabites, one Division of the Sons and 
Daughters of Temperance, three branches of the Hibernian Australstan Catholic 
Benefit Society, and two isolated Local Societies. The remaining returns were 
found on examination to contain either palpable inaccuracies, or such suspicious 
features that the experience of sickness, mortality, &c., might have lost more than 
it would gain by their inclusion in', the data. The period of the return being 
anterior to the passing of the Friendly Societies Act, 1877, the actuary points 
out that the present compilation must be greatly inferior in reUability to future 
ones relating to periods subsequent to the passing of the Act. As might be 
expected from the fact that all societies in New Zealand are necessarily of recent 
establishment, and from the ages at which persons become members of friendly 
societies, the great bulk of the members included in the experience were young 
and middle-aged. Considerably more than half were born subsequently to 1840 ; 
very few indeed before 1820. But it may be said, in general terms, that the 
proportion of old and elderly members in all New Zealand societies is steadily 
increasing from year to year, and that it must be expected to increase for many 
years to come. Hence the present annual rate of expenditure per member in 
sick and funeral benefits is very much smaller than that which may be expected 
in the course of decades. The maximum age at which new members can be 
admitted is in most New Zealand societies either 40 or 45, while the minimum 
age, except in juvenile branches, is 18, or in rare cases 17; no society in the 
Colony, so far as the writer is aware, having availed itself of the statutory 
permission to enrol members at 16. Out of 3,719 members admitted, 21*05 
per cent, were under 20, 27'40 between 20 and 25, 21*35 between 25 and 30- 
Th e per-centage of secessions is found to decrease steadily from age — period 
20*25 onwards. The rates of secession vary very much from one society to 
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another, and are found to be very much heavier in the mining districts than in 
any others. After various observations on the mortality and sickness experience 
derived from the returns, the actuary sums up as follows the most important 
conclusions embodied in his report : 

" (1.) The observed rates of sickness and mortality at the ages for which a considerable 
body of facts exists are lower than those which obtain for the corresponding ages in 
England. 

(2.) It would be unsafe however to infer from this that the actual vitality of the members 
composing our societies is hif^her than that of their English brethen, as apart from the 
circumstance that this is the first experience ever compiled in New Zealand, and moreover 
requires to be viewed with especial caution owing to the impossibility of completely 
verifying the accuracy of the returns, the result may be explained by the more shifting 
character of the New Zealand membership, and in the case of the sickness, by the forbear- 
ance exercised by many members in claiming sick pay during short illness. 

And he declines therefore, as the result of the investigation, to recommend the 
adoption of lower rates of contribution than those which he has already submitted, 
or of less rigorous standards of valuation than those of which he has expressed 
his approval, 

(c.) France. 

By the kindness of Baron Henri Chadenet, Sous Directeur, Ministere de 
ITuti^rieur, a copy has been received of the ** Rapport sur les operations des 
Soci^t^s de Secours Mutuels " for 1880, presented to the President of the French 
Republic by the Minister of the Interior (1880). Although relating only to 
6,777 societies, the report forms a volume of 449 pages. " Soci6t& de Secours 
Mutuels,'* answering to our Friendly Societies, are divided into two classes, 
*^ approved societies," 4,790 in all, and ''authorised societies," 1,967 in all. 
One hundred and ninety-seven societies were *' ajjproved " in 1880, but 22 had 
to be struck off the list as having been dissolved, having amalgamated with 
others, or having ceased to exist, leaving a net gain of 185. One hundred and 
five societies were authorised, but 28 having had to be struck oft' the list, 
the net gain is 77' It is somewhat remarkable that the Department of the 
Seine, which includes the capital, whilst heading in point of numbers the list 
of departments as respects *^ authorised societies " with 323, stands only fourth 
(with 231) on the list as respects " approved societies." This is headed by the 
Gironde (which includes Bordeaux) with 266, followed by the Rhone (including 
Lyons) with 255, and the Bouches du Rhone (including Marseilles) with 248. 
The Gironde comes second on the list as respects authorised societies, with 195. 
The total number of members of both classes, on 31st December 1880, was 
1,065,507, of whom 146,036 honorar)'^, the proportion of honorary members 
being 20 per cent, in *' approved," and 7 per cent, in *^ authorised," societies. 
The increase of membership in 1880 was 4,665 honorary, and 45,873 participat- 
ing or ordinary members. For the last four years the total membership has 
exceeded the maximum attained in 1869, before the loss, through the Franco- 
Prussian war, of three departments. Of the ordinary members, 772,523 are 
males, and 144,948 females. The mean membership per society is 27 honorary 
members and 139 ordinary, of whom 123 males, and 16 females. Two hundred 
and sixty-nine " approved " societies have 20,769 infant associates (agr^g^s), but 
only 41 *^ authorised" have such associates, in all 2,189. The total funds 
amount to 94,556,372 /r. 10 c. (say 3,767,186 /.), of which the ** approved " 
societies hold 77,766,646/r. 46 c. (or 3,098,272/.). The increase of funds in 
1880 was 3,570,724/r. 74 c. (or 142,260 /. nearly). The report gives an infinite 
amount of detail as to rates of contributions, entrance fee, fines. Stale subven- 
tions, donations, bequests, benefit and management expenditure, the number of 
sick, and number of days' sick pay, medical fees, cost of drugs, mortality, societies 
authorised to acquire land (a right only allowed to those which are officially 
recognised, apparently under the condition of having at least 2,000 /. funds, as 
being of public utility), pensions for old age, honorific rewards granted to members 
of the societies (the list of which runs to no less than 31 pages), &c. Much of 
the matter of the report is absolutely foreign to English Mendly society law and 
practice, whilst a large portion consists of details of which, on the four to five- 
fold greater scale of the system in the United Kingdom, it would be useless to 
attempt the tabulation. 
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XVII. — ^Industrial and Provident (Co-operative) Societies. 

A new regulation under the Industrial and Provident Societies Act, identical 
with No. 81 under the Friendly Societies Acts (ante, p. 7), was approved by 
the Treasury, 25th May 1882, viz. : 

47. The Chief Registrar may dispense with the obligation to supply a dupli- 
cate of any document when such obligation is imposed only by the Regulations. 

Among the 51 new co-operative societies registered during the year 1881. 
are included two freehold land societies, one land and building society, and one 
building society. Noticeable for their objects are the *' Snitterfield District 
Co-operative Farming Society," the •* Gloucester Fish and Game Supply Society," 
two Licensed Victuallers Societies (Poplar, and South East London) , and, as 
a set-off, a Coffee-house Society (Moulton), and a Coffee Palace Society (Whitby 
Victoria) ; the *^ Pavement Restaurant '* (Nottingham), the '* Hindley Green 
Working Men's Club," the " Sheepshed Co-operative Hosiery Society," the 
" Northamptonshire Productive Society," and, as an instance of one co-operative 
body growing out of another, the " Co-operative Wholesale Society's Leicester 
Employes Supply Association." 

At the solicitation of the Central Co-operative Board, the abstract of the 
returns of Co-operative . Societies has been drawn up in a somewhat more 
extended lorm, giving 12 instead of eight columns. The new columns are those 
of " interest and profit on investments," " investments other than in trade," 
** amount of profit applied to educational purposes," and " loss." 

It was mentioned in the Chief Registrar's Report for 1880 (p. 7) that in 
consequence of the criticisms on the form of return issued by the office, by the 
Central Co-operative Board, the Chief Registrar had for the returns of the 
year 1880 authorised that board to issue at its own expense to all societies an 
alternative form, which would be accepted by the office in lieu of its own form, 
if duly filled up. The result was that out of 953 societies from England and 
Wales sending returns, only 295 (including seven societies which sent in both 
forms) adopted the form prepared by the Central Co-operative Board, or less 
than one-third of the whole number. Under such circumstances, the Chief 
Registrar did not feel justified in repeating the experiment, still less in adopting 
the new form. He thinks it right to add that in the returns made in the optional 
form there were not wanting instances of the same blunders, and of the same 
inability to understand the meaning of a trade account, which are observable 
in the other returns. One society adopting the optional form returned in the first 
instance both a profit and a loss. 

The number of returns received was 953 instead of 937*, or an increase of 16, 
62 societies neglecting to send returns. The number of members was 526,686, 
showing an increase of 19,569. There was indeed a falling off in the Welsh 
returns, those from England rising from 907 to 932, whilst those from Wales 
fell off from 29 to 21. The share capital, 5,806,545 /., showed an increase of 
432,366/. The loan capital, 1,124,795 /., was less by 200,175 /. than in the 
previous year. The sales of goods rose to 20,129,217 /., an increase of no leess 
than 2,312,280 /. over 1880, and 1,667,464/. over 1879, the stock in trade 
however rising only by 25,335/. to 2,512,039/. The balance profit was 
returned at 1,145,218/., and the trade charges at 1,285,875/., as against 
1,691,362 /. and 1,345,308 /. respectively for 1880; but it has been discovered 
that these figures hitherto have been very unreliable, owing to the imperfect 
filling up of the return forms by many societies, which, as before stated, are 
as yet wholly unable to understand what is meant by a trade account. The 
returns of the year must be considered to show a decided revival of prosperity.

'1 he only change in the first nine places is that the Rochdale Equitable 
Pioneers yield the second place to the Manchester a ad Salford Equitable. After 
tliis the order varies greatly, the " Huddersfield Industrial " passing from the 
i;Uh place to the 10th, the Bradford Provident Industrial from the 16th to the 
1 1 til, the Oldham Equitable Co-operative from the 14th to the 12th, while the 
Utrwent Co-operative Flour Mill (which remained stationary in point of 
membership) falls from the 10th place to the I4tli, the Lenton and Nottingham 
Co-operative from the 11th to the 16th, the Heckmondwike Industrial Co- opera- 
tive from the 12th to the 13th, and the Plymouth Mutual Co-operative and 
Industrial, which had no place in the former list, takes the 1 5th. It may be 
obsei'ved that the Leeds Industrial Co-operative and the Plymouth Mutual 
Co-operative and Industrial added each over 1,000 to their membership, a 
surprising increase for the smaller society. 

The same seven societies as last year returned their sales at over a quarter 
of a million.

The only alteration in the list being that the Oldham Industrial Co-operative 
rises from the last place to the fifth. The large increase in the sales of the 
Co-operative Wholesale and the Sowerby Bridge United District Flour Societies 
will be noticed. 

The amount applied to educational pur poses was 13,262/. (out of which Wales 
contributed 1 /.), or in the proportion of under 3 d. in the pound on profits. 
The application was however only made in 31 out of the 39 English counties, 
and one out of the six Welsh which have co-operative societies. Over 10,000/. 
of the total amount was contributed by two counties, Lancashire and Yorkshire, 
and the share of I^ncashire alone amounted to 9,133 /., or nearly 6 rf. in the 
pound on profits. 

It may be observed that the county of Rutland in England and six Welsh 
counties (Anglesea, Brecon, Cardigan, Flint,* Radnor, and Pembroke) are with- 
out any co-operative societies. 

The Married Women's Property Bill, 1882, which repeals the existing Acts 
on t he subject, when it shall have passed into law, must necessarily affect the 

interests 



* The single society in Flintshire was dissolved in the coarse of the year. 
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interests of married women in industrial and provident societies. In Clause 6, 
and the clauses governed by it, however (referred to above, page 14), the framers 
of the measure, not having apparently referred to the existing Industrial and 
Provident Societies Act, 1876, seem to have treated ^* Industrial" and " Provident *' 
societies as separate classes of bodies, and it may therefore be a question whether 
societies under the Industrial and Provident Societies Act are designated under 
these terms. Since, however, the previously employed term " corporation *' 
would include all industrial and provident societies under the later Acts, the 
question is only of practical importance as respects the few old societies which 
remain still " certified " only, without having obtained incorporation, and with 
reference to Clause 10, which, it will be observed, as respects a *^ corporation,'* is 
confined to investments " in any share, stock, debenture, or debenture stock " 
of such corporation, whilst, as respects an **Indu8trial, Provident, Friendly," &c. 
society, it applies to '• any share, debenture, benefit, right, or claim whatsoever, 
in, to, or upon the funds " of the society. Again, the same question as before 
raised with respect to " deposits " in friendly societies, will apply to those in 
industrial and provident societies, except indeed those which are also " banks.** 
It will thus have to-be decided whether the deposits of a married woman in an 
ordinary co-operative society, not being a bank, are included in the words" other 
interests.** 

XVIII. — Building Societies. 

1. Building Societies in England and Wales. 

A new set of regulations for building societies has been issued under the 
signature of the Secretary of State (Sir William Harcourt) in place of those of 
March 1876, and will be found in Appendix C. 

The alterations are mostly formal ; advantage being taken for instance of 
Section 68 of the Conveyancing and Law of Property Act, 1881, to substitute in 
declarations the short title thereby authorised of ** the Statutory Declaration 
Act, 1835,*' for its full title. By regulation 6, the certificate of an alteration of 
rules is required to be attached in all cases to the alteration itself, even when it 
consists of the mere rescission of a rule, in which case, under the previously 
existing regulations, it was to be attached to the old rules, a practice really 
inconsistent with the statutory form, which speaks of " the foregoing altera- 
tions,'* and objectionable, as failing to identify the particular document by 
which the alteration is eflfected. By a new regidation, 24, the form of notice of 
change of the chief office of a society (under Sect. 2 of the 40 & 41 Vict. c. 63) 
is prescribed. By regulation 25 (formerly 24) a fee of 10^. is fixed for every 
order of discovery. Two new regulations (27 and 28) are added,, the one 
authorising the Registrar to dispense with the use of any of the forms prescribed 
by the regulations, where a document tendered for registry appears to the 
Registrar substantially to comply with the provisions of the Building -Societies 
Acts, the other authorising the Registrar to modify forms to suit particular 
cases, and to dispense with the obligation to supply duphcates where the 
obligation is imposed only by the regulations ; the latter a provision 
equivalent with those of regulation 64 and the new regulation 81 under 
the Friendly Societies Acts, and regulation 46 and the new regulation 47 {see 
ante, p. 33) under the Industrial and Provident Societies Act. In the forms, 
besides the addition of the new forms Y. and Z. for notices and certificate of 
change of office, form D. is simplified by the omission of the specification of the 
details of a partial amendment ; a prescription often puzzling to societies, and 
which has had already to be omitted in the corresponding form B. under the 
Friendly Society regulations. Forms T. and W. are mcxlified to suit the not 
infrequent case of a dispute which is rather a contention on a point of construc- 
tion than a personal claim. 

Ihe new regulations will no doubt promote the easier working of the Acts. 
It appears necessary to repeat the explanation given in previous Reports, 
that the Registrar of Building Societies has no authority or power under the 
Building Societies Acts to make any report to Parliament whatever. It is the 
province and duty of the Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies under the 
Friendly Societies Acts to lay before ParHament every year a report of his 
proceedings and of those of the Assistant Registrars, and in so doing he 
has to report the proceedings they have taken in relation to Building ^ 
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Societies ; but nd separate report of the Registrar of Building Societies can be 

made. , 

The large increase in the number of new building societies registered has 
been noticed above. It should here be observed that less than one-quarter of 
the whole number were of the permanent type, and that no less than 121, or 
more than one-half, belonged to the Starr- Bowkett group. Since the terminat- 
ing societies are certainly those most used by the working class, it follows that, 
whatever objections may be held to the constitution o\ some of these bodies, 
their rapid development in 1881 bears cheering testimony to the improved 
condition of that class. Lancaster, Middlesex, and Surrey are the three 
counties in which the largest number of new societies were registered.

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It will be seen that the counties containing the largest number of incorporated 
societies are, in order of precedence, Middlesex and Lancashire, which alone 
have over 100 societies; then, at a considerable interval, Surrey, York, Durham, 
Kent, Glamorgan, all of which have 50 or more, and 13 other counties having 
between 10 and 50, the rest having less than 10. Only Huntingdon, in 
England, and the six Welsh counties of Anglesea, Cardigan, Denbigh, Flint, 
Montgomery, and Radnor, are without incorporated building societies, Denbigh 
and Montgomery having indeed had each one society, which has been dissolved. 
Four of these, it will be observed, Anglesea, Cardigan, Flint, and Kadnor, are 
among those which have no co-operative societies {see ante, p. 34). 

No class of society with which this office has to do will be more directly 
affected than building societies by the Conveyancing and Law of Property 
Act, 1881 {see above, p. 12) ; although it is a singular fact that not one word (so 
far as the Chief Registrar has been able to discover) in the whole 73 sections 
of the Act, or in its four schedules, indicates the slightest consciousness on the 
part of the eminent conveyancers by whom the Bill was framed, or to whom it 
was submitttd, that 40,000,000 l. of property in England and Wales are held 
as mortgages by building societies alone (not to speak of societies under the 
Industrial and Provident Societies Act) on terms other than those of repayment 
of the advance in one sum and at one fixed period, to which type of security 
alone the statutory forms of the new Act apply. 

In some respects the rights of societies appear to be enlarged by the Act. 

For instance, the Registry Office has held itself precluded, under the terms 
of the Building Societies Act, J 874 {see particularly sections 13 and 37), from 
certifying rules for giving the mortgagee society power to grant leases. Section 18 
of the Conveyancing and Law of Property Act gives express power to mortgagees 
in possession, under mortgages made after the commencement of the Act 
(1 January 1882) to grant both ngricultural or occupation leases for terms not 
exceeding 21 years, and building leases for terms not exceeding 99 years, the 
expression ** building lease," by virtue of section 2, Definition X., authorising 
" the erecting and the improving of, and the adding to, and the repairing of 
buildings/' There seems to be nothing to prevent the application of the 
provision to building societies, which consequently must in future be held 
entitled to take power in their rules to grant such leases as are authorised by 
the Act. 

It must indeed be pointed out that there is nothing in the Act which confers 
on the mortgagee himself the powers which by building lease he may confer on a 
lessee. For instance, the Act does not authorise a mortgagee society itself 
either to build on or improve the mortgaged property. Whether indeed the 
old doctrine that a mortgagee has no right " to improve the mortgagor out of 
his estate '* (see Saudon w Hooper ^ 6 Beav. 246) Would hold good, now that he 
has a statutory power to do so by the medium of a building lease, can only be 
established by judicial decision. 

The Married Women's Property Bill, 1882, as regulating the existing Acts 
on the subject, must affect the interests of married women in building 
societies. As in the case of co-operative societies {see above, p. 35), Clause 6, 
and those governed by it, are those which most directly affect this class of 
societies, and as in that case it would appear doubtful whether the framers of 
the measure had any clear knowledge of the Acts affecting them. Punctuation 
not having to be considered in the construction of Acts of Parliament, it does not 
appear clear whether in the enumeration " any industrial provident friendly 
benefit building or loan society " the words " benefit " and " building " are to 
be disjoined or construed together. If the former, the term ^* benefit society " 
becomes a mere synonym for '' friendly society/' but all building societies are 
included. If the former, the term " benefit building society " would appear to 
apply only to societies under the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 32, and building societies 
under the Act of 1874 will only come in under the term ^^ corporation." The 
observation already made in respect of co-operative societies as respects the 
different application of Clause 10 to " corporations" and to other societies will 
then apply also to the two classes of building societies respectively. The ques- 
tion as to deposits raised as to friendly societies (above, [). 15) will, of course, 
also apply to building societies. 
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Four disputes were decided by the Registrar under the provisions of section 
34 of the Building Societies Act, 1874. 

Creedy v. Bentinck Mutual Benefit Building Society ; hearing, 7th January 
1881 ; award, 12th January. 

Exclusion of Member. — One of the rules of a building society was as follows : 
^* If at a special meeting called by the directors for the purpose of considering 
the matter, it shall be resolved by a majority of not less than two-thirds of the 
members present and voting at such meeting that it is not for the welfare of the 
society that any member named shall continue to be a member of the society, 
he shall thereupon cease to be a member, and all claim and interest imder his 
shares shall thenceforth absolutely cease, except that he shall be entitled to 
receive out of any funds of the society available for the purpose payment of a 
sum equal to the total amount of his past subscriptions upon the shares held by 
him At the date of the resolution, and in respect of which no appropriation shall 
have been made or shall have been earned by ballot, and such member so 
excluded shall not thenceforth again be directly or indirectly admitted to the 
benefits of the society. Provided always, that if any member shall consider 
himself unduly aggrieved by such resolution, the question of such grievance, and 
the mcde of settlement of the same shall, without previous consideration by the 
board, as provided by rule 28, be referred by him to the Registrar of Building 
Societies, whose award shall be binding and conclusive on all parties, and final 
to all intents and purposes, and shall not be subject to appeal,'* &c. The 28th 
rule referred to disputes generally. 

A member excluded under the above rule referred to the Registrar imder the 
above rule, claiming to be reinstated. He based his claim on the ground of 
being unduly aggrieved, but failed to show that he had suffered any damage 
beyond what any other member similarly excluded might have done. 

Award, that he was not entitled to be reinstated as a member of the society. 

Collings v. \Qbth Starr-Bowkett Buildinff Society ; hearing, 18th February 
1881 ; award, 2l8t February. 

Withdrawal. — The rules of a building society provided that any member 
desiring to withdraw, should after giving three months' notice in writing to the 
secretary, receive back the whole amount of money which he should have paid 
in to the society (with the exception of all fines that might have been paid, and 
13 5. per annum per share for working expenses) provided there should have 
been sufficient money paid on account of return of appropriations from the time 
of such notice having been given, from which fund alone withdrawals should 
be paid. ... In the event of there not being sufficient funds in hand from 
return of appropriations at the time a notice of withdrawal expired, the sum 
withdrawable was to be paid as soon thereafter as a sufficient amount of the 
returns should have come in. . . • Members who had given notice of withdrawal, 
from the date of such notice, ceased to take any part in the affairs of the 
society. 

Henry Collings was admitted a member in March 1866, and on the Ist October 
1876 (having in the meanwhile duly paid all subscriptions and observed all the 
rules) gave notice of withdrawal in due form. At the expiration of three months 
he appUed for payment to the secretary, and again repeatedly afterwards, but 
failed to obtain it. From the date of his notice he ceased to take part in the 
affairs of the society. 

In March 1878 the secretary absconded, and it was discovered that he had 
embezzled a large sum of money belonging to the society, which thereupon 
resolved to wind up, paying Us. in the pound to the shareholders. Collings 
refused to accept this, claiming to be paid in full, minus a deduction 
for working expenses. The society disputed his claim, on the ground that it 
could not now be ascertained whether at the time the notice expired or at any 
time thereafter there were sufficient or any funds derived from repayments, and 
applicable to discharge the claim, as no separate accoimt was kept of subscrip- 
tions and repayments ; that he was not a preferential shareholder entitled to be 
paid in full, but was only entitled to be treated as the other shareholders, and 
to receive a proportion equal to the others in respect of his shares, the directors 

having 
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having had no knowledge of bis claim until the secretary absconded ; and that 
he ought to have complained to the trustees of not getting payment from the 
secretary, and not have allowed so long a time to elapse. 

Held, that the otitis lay on the society to prove that there were not sufficient 
funds from return of appropriations ; and that in the absence, through their 
own remissness, of evidence to that effect, the funds must be presumed to have 
been sufficient, and that there was no laches on CoUings' part in not complain- 
ing, as he might reasonably suppose that payment was deferred till sufficient 
funds had come in, and being debarred from taking part in the aflFairs of the 
society through giving notice, he could have no means of knowing what the 
secretary did. Award ; that Ceilings was entitled to be paid in full the sum 
standing to his credit in the books of the society on the 1st day of January 
1877, being the time when his notice of withdrawal expired, less 1 s. per annum 
per share for working expenses from the time of his becoming a member to the 
time of the expiry of his notice. 

Sicears v. Mayfair Mutual Benefit Building Society ; hearing, 25th March 
1881 ; award, 14 April 1881 ; re-hearing, 12th August; award 26th October. 

Withdrawal by Infant. — ^The rules of a huilding society authorised the mem- 
bership of minors, within the limits allowed by the Building Socielies Act, 
1874. A father took shares in tlie names of Ijis five children, all minors. 
Finding, however, that there were inconveniences attached to their ^membership, 
he claimed on their behalf either to transfer their shares to himself or to with- 
draw them. 'I'he ages of the children at their last birthda\ s were respectively 
12, 10, 9, 6, and 4. The society resisted the claim to transfer, on the ground 
that a transfer was not a " necessary acquittance " within the meaning of section 
38 of the Building Societies Act, 1874, and that no deed for this purpose could 
be executed by a minor or * any person on his behalf except by virtue of an 
order of the Court ; and they resisted the claim to withdraw on the ground 
that a minor's receipt could not be a ** necessary acquittance " unless the child 
were able to understand what he was doing, and that the children in this case 
were not of sufficient age to do so. They were, however, not unwilling to make 
a distinction in this respect between the elder and the younger children. 

At the hearing all parties were represented by the same solicitor ; the refer- 
ence was virtually an amicable one, and it was not brought to the Registrar's 
notice that claims existed on the society under one of its rules, which, in the 
ordinary course of procedure, would delay the repayment of moneys withdrawn, 
and awards were made for payment of the amount of the shares to the infants 
at a given date. 

On an appUcation made to the Master of the Rolls, by order dated 14th 
June 1881, the award was remitted to the Registrar for reconsideration and 
determination. 

At the re-hearing (the parties being now represented by separate solicitors) 
it was objected to the award on behalf of the society, that the time fixed for 
payment was earlier than the rules warranted, that the payment should have 
been made subject to certain deductions under the 18th rule of the society, and 
that it should have fixed more explicitly the method of payment. On the 
part of the father, as next friend, it was contended that the award was ultra 
vires in directing a payment, as the submission was only on the question of the 
right to transfer or to withdraw.* 

The parties now refusing to come to an agreement, awards were made that 
the infant (in each case) was not capable of transferring the share or shares 
standing in his name in the books of the society, or of giving notice to with- 
draw the amount standing to his credit in the society, in respect of his share or 
shares, but was capable of giving an acquittance for the said moneys. 

Clifford V. Rochester y Strood, and District 196th Starr-Bowkett Building 
Society; award, 19th October 1881. 

Construction 



^ This was virtually an objection to Form W^ prescribed by the Regulations of the Secretary of State 
under the Building Societies Acts, conformably to which the awud had been drawn up. 
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Construction of Rules — Transfer. ' By the 7th rule of a building society 
shares might be transferred upon application in writing to the secretary, upon 
the printed form provided by the society, at a charge of 3 d. each, except as 
per Rule 16. Rule 16 provided for the making of appropriations, and concluded 
as follows, '^ Members obtaining the appropriation by ballot, and disposing of 
the same, shall pay to the society a fee ,of 2 L per cent, upon the sum so 
advanced, previous to the transfer/' The rule contained no other provision 
relating to transfers. 

A member obtained an appropriation of 400 /. by ballot, but only required 
300 /., and executed a mortgage to the society for that amount ; he afterwards 
claimed to transf( r his interest in the property mortgaged, and his shares con- 
nected therewith, to another person, on payment of 3 d. per share^ under Rule 7, 
and of legal expenses (which by Rule 13 were to be paid by the member pur- 
chasing property). The facts were not iu dispute, and no hearing was required 
by either party. 

Award, that the member was not entitled to transfer his interest in the mort- 
gaged i)roperty and shares, except upon payment to the society of a fee of 2 /. 
per cent, on the amount advanced to him by the society. 

2. Building Societies in the Colonies and Foreign Countries. 

Mr, Amos Fayram has again kindly forwarded to the Registrar a statement of 
affairs of building societies in the province of Ontario for 1881. This comprises 
51 societies, instead of 46 last year; one, however, figuring only by name, 
having sent no return, owing to the death of the secretary and treasurer. 
Two have commenced business during the year; 12 societies have now upward of 
1,000,000 dollars invested on mortgage; but the mortgage investments of 
the Canada Permanent Loan and Savings Company of Toronto, which still heads 
the list with 6,559,588 dollars, are nearly 300,000 dollars less than last year. 



South Australia. 

The Chief Registrar has received, as a Paper ordered to be printed by the 
House of Assembly of South Australia, the balance sheet showing the receipts 
and expenditure, assets and liabilities, of the Catholic Permanent Building 
Society of that colony, but is not aware whether the document in question 
represents the only return received from a building society in the colony. The 
society is apparently one newly established, whose total receipts during the half 
year ending 27th June 1881 were 632 /. 16 5. 3 d., its liabilities 538 1. 4 s. 9 d., 
and its assets 518 /• 11 a*. 1 rf., leaving a balance deficit of 69/. 13^. Sd. 



XIX. — Trade Unions. 

The number of Trade Unions registered was 22, or three more than last year. 
One union, however, applied to have its registry cancelled (to which the Trade 
Union Act Amendment Act, 18/6, gives it a right, not subject, as in the Friendly 
Societies Act, 1875, to the discretion of the Registrar). A foot note in the 
Report for last year already summarized the results of the abstract of returns. 
133 out of 179 sent returns, or three more than in the previous year. The 
number of members returned was 200,370, or 22,483 less than last year ; the 
amount of funds was 258,663 1, or 13,750 /• less, and the income 228,211 /., or 
29,228 /. less. As, however, pointed out last year, several large societies, as 
the Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants, the Amalgamated Labour 
League, the North Wales Quarrymen's Union failed to make returns. The 
funds returned amounted thus to over 1 1. 5 s. 9 d. per member, or 1 ^. 4 d. 
more than in the previous year ; the income to 1 /. 2 ^. 9 rf., or 4 d. less ; 
indicating probably the cessation of the extraordinary efforts lately made to 
keep up or restore the finances of the imions. Seven societies, as last year, 
returned over 10,000 members ; eight, as last year, over 10,000 /. funds ; but 

only 
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only five (instead of seven) over 10,000 /. income. The following list contains 
all the societies coming within any of the three categories.

If this tahle be compared with that of last year, it will be found that although 
it does not contain a single new society, three have disappeared from the list 
(the Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants, which made no return, the 
Amalgamated Society of Operative Lace Makers, which only returned its 
membership, and the Steam Engine Makers Society, which fell below the 
required figure) whilst the position of others shows marked fluctuations as well 
as diflferences. The case of the United Society of Boiler Makers and Iron 
Shipbuilders is the most remarkable. The funds of these had fallen in 1880 
from 28,519 /. in 1879 to 9,195 /. ; they have now risen again to 23,294 /., the 
^income also rising from 46,796 L to 48,184 /., or almost precisely the figure of 
' 1879, and the membership from 17,400 to 18,388, or within 1,444 of 1879. 
ITie Durham Miners Association has raised its funds from 10,551 /. to 15,262 /., 
the income, however, falling from 26,032 L to 24,809/., and the members from 
35,000 to 30,000. The Society of Operative Bricklayers and the National 
Society of Operative Plasterers show in like manner, though in a less marked 
degree, an increase of funds with a decrease of income and members, and the 
same is the case with the Kent and Sussex Labourers Union. The Amalga- 
mated Society of Carpenters and Joiners had followed an exactly opposite 
course, the frmds falling from 53,596 /. to 46,395 /., whilst the income rose from 
39,855/. to 42,173/.,. and the members from 17,034 to 17,764* ITie London 
Society of Compositors shows a diminution of funds, but an increase of income 
and members. The National Agricultural Labourers Union shows a slight 
increase of funds and a diminution of income and of membership. The 
Amalgamated Society of Tailors shows alone an increase under all these heads. 

On the whole, allowance being made for non-returning societies, the figures of 
the abstract indicate a strengthening of the position of this class of bodies, 
which affords so valuable a test of the condition of the working class. 

Although it is but seldom, and perhaps only in women's imions, that a married 
woman has any interest in a trade union, it may be a question whether Clause 6 
and others of the Married Women's Property Bill, 1882, will not apply to such 
trade unions as may be construed to be " provident " or " benefit " societies. 



XX. Loan Societies. 

The number of Loan Societies Returns received shows a marked increase on 
previous years, owing to the sending round of notices to societies in default. 
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The results are as follows : —

The above figures are remarkable as evidences of returning prosperity, which 
is testified to as well by the items on which there is a decrease as by those on 
whicli there is an increase. A diminution of management expenses, a less 
number of summonses or distress warrants issued, and for less total amounts, 
and a smaller amount of costs paid by either the societies or the borrowers or 
sureties are found to accompany an increased amount of receipts from sub- 
scriptions and deposits, of advances on loan, of interest paid, and of net profits ; 
though at the same time the loss is fcjund also to have increased. 

Three societies returned 700 members and over, viz., the Friends of Labour 
Loan Society, Portsea, 766 ; the Friends of Labour Loan Society, Munham- 
streetj Edgware-ro^d, 730 ; and the Cardiff Mutual Loan Society, 700. Four • 
societies in Nottinghamshire and one in Yorkshire had over 7,000 /. share or 
deposit capital; the Nottingham Loan Society, 15,91 H. (17 members) ; the 
Exchange Loan Society, Nottingham, 9,897 /. (7 members) ; the Incorporated 
Loan Society, Nottingham, 8,420 l. (59 members) ; the Retford Equitable Loan 
Societ}% 7)940 l. (7 members) ; and the West Riding Commercial Loan Society, 
Heckmondwike, 7,270 1. (7 members). But only three societies circulated 
over 1 0,000 ?. during the year; the Nottingham Loan Society, 27,980/.; the 
^^ est Riding Commercial Loan Society, 13,198 /., and the Incorporated Loan 
Society, 10,562 /. It follows that 24 persons (the total membership of the two 
so(neties which had the largest circulation), or rather less than rrW^^^ ^^ *^® 
whole number of members returned, circulated together 51,740/., or nearly 
^\th of the total amount. It is thus obvious that the very considerable privileges 
of the Act are lai^ely made use of by very small groups of persons. 

Clause 6 and others of the Married Women's Property Bill, 1882, apply to 
the inteiests of married women in loan societies. {See above, pp. 14, 15.) 

The Chief Registrar continues to regret that the legislation on this subject 
should not be placed on a more satisfactory footing, the more especially as the 
important case of Jennings v. Hammond (appeal before Justices Field and Cave, 
1st July 1882; W. N., p. 114), establishes that loan societies of more than 20 
members, uncertified or unregistered, are illegal joint stock companies under 
Section 4 of the Companies Act, 1862. In this case a promissory note had been 
taken, and was sued on by a person who was in fact a trustee for the Ipswich 
Mechanics Mutual Benefit Society, a society established for the purpose of lending 
money, not generally, but primarily at least to the members. It was held that the 
association was forbidden by the Companies Act; that all contracts made directly 
for the purpose of carrying on its business were illegal, and that the note was 
consequently given for an illegal consideration, andcoiQdnotbe sued on either by 
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the society or by any one suing as a trustee for the society, or even for his own 
benefit» if he took the note with knowledge that it was given for an illegal con- 
sdderation. 



XXI.— Thb Selbct Committeb on Post Office Annuities and Life 
Assurance Policies, and the Government Annuities Bill, 1882. 

A Select Committee of the House of C!ommons was appointed during the 
Session of 1882 to inquire into the operation of the Act 27 & 28 Vict. c. 43, 
which authorises the Post OflGice to grant annuities, and issue policies of life 
assurance. The witnesses examined were Mr. Algernon Turner, and Mr. James 
Joseph Cardin, of the Post Office, Sir Rivers Wilson, and Mr. A. J. Finlaison, 
of the National Debt Office, Mr. George Howell, Mr. M. N. Adler, Mr. Fletcher 
Naton, and the Rev. W. L. Blackley. No representative of any Friendly 
Society was examined.* The Report of the Committee, which was presided 
over by the Right Honourable H. Fawcett, Postmaster General, is dated 18th 
March 1882. It begins by stating that the Post Office insurance and annuity 
system has failed in attracting more than a trifling amount of support, that 
during the 17 years that the Act has been in operation the number of life 
policies issuai has been only 6,524, and the number of annuity contracts granted 
12,435 ; that on the 31st December 1881 the number of existing life policies 
was 4,557, the number of annuity contracts 8,962 j the latter business, indeed, 
having slowly increased, but the former having actually declined; that the 
great bulk of the life insurance policies were for the maximum amount allowed 
(100 /.), only 600 for the minimum, the average being 79 /. After enumerating 
the causes which had led to this comparative failure, the first of these being 
the absence of personal solicitation and collection, and the necessity of visits 
being made to post offices to pay the premiums in fixed sums and on specified 
dates, the Report states that the Committee had come to the conclusion that it 
would be inexpedient for the Post Office to employ agents either for soliciting 
business or for a house-to house collection of premiums. But they were of 
opinion that by the adoption of a plan suggested by Mr. J, J. Cardin, Principal 
Book-keeper in the Receiver and Accountant General's Office of the General 
Post Office, of connecting the insurance and annuity business of the Post Office 
with the Post Office Savings Banks, so that any deposits in a Post Office Savings 
Bank might, on the depositor's request, be applied to the payment of premiums 
for life insurances and annuities, many of the difficulties arising from the 
absence of personal canvassing and house-to-house collection of premiums 
would be obviated. By connecting the insurance and annuity business (which 
can now be transacted only at about 2,000 post offices) with the Post Office 
Savings Banks, more than 6,700 in all, the number of offices at which this par- 
ticular kind of business could be carried on would be more than trebled, and in 
each depositor's book a short and clear description might be given of the 
manner in which life insurance and annuities or old-age pay could be obtained 
through the Post Office Savings Banks, every one of the 2,734,066 depositors 
in such banks (who increase at the rate of more than 400,000 a year) being 
thus made acquainted with the new facilities afforded. The existing minimum 
limits, both as to policies of insurances and annuities, should be abolished, and 
the Post Office authorised to grant life-policies and annuities for the smallest 
amounts which might be found practicable, and the maximum amounts for both 
should also be raised, as well as the maximum and minimum ages for insurance 
extended, as also the minimum age for annuities. The Committee attached 

fecial 

® Ono or two errors in respect to Friendly Societies which occur in the evidence tjiven should perhaps 
be noticed. Mr. A. J. Finlaison (answer to Question 646) is reported to have stated that it is prescribed by 
the Friendly Societies Act that societies ** shaU keep their accounts perfectly senarate, and that separate 
funds shall be formed for the conduct of each class of business." The latter part of this statement is not 
correct. Except that it results from the wording of the Act that a separate management fund should be 
kept, there is nothing to prevent a society from combining one or more objects in one fund, and this results 
clearly from the provision as to the separation of accounts, that separate accounts shall be kept <^ of all 
moneys received or paid on accoont of any particnlar fimd or benefit assured for which a separate table of 
cmtrunUione payable shall have been adoptedr Mr. Howell affain, in answer to Q,uestion 666, stated that 
he knew of no Friendly Society which made a provision of a distinctive character with regard to accidental 
deaths. Such a provision, on the contiaiy, is li^ no means uncommon in societies of miners. 
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special importance to encouraging in every way the habit of making some pro- 
vision for old age. By the plan now in successful operation of receiving shilling 
deposits in the form of postage stamps, it would be possible to devote these stamp 
forms to the payment of premiums on an annuity, or a policy of insurance, and 
thus savings made penny by penny might be used to eflFect an insurance or to 
secure provision for old age. Proceeding to the question of tables (which had 
not been calculated for annuities on lives under 10), the Committee observed that 
on the valuation for the quinquennial period terminating 31st December 1880 of 
the assets and liabilities of the insurance and annuity business, whilst there 
appeared to be a small loss on the annuity business alone, yet on the aggregate 
liability of 148,084 /., on both businesses together, there was a profit of 28,730/* 
In the preparation of new tables which would be required, account might fairly 
be taken of the diminished expense to be expected through the now recom- 
mended connection of the business with the savings bank, and if it should be 
subsequently found that there was a considerable margin of profit, a desirable 
encouragement would be given to thrift if those who insured were allowed to 
participate in the profits, either through an addition to the amount insured, a 
reduction of premiums, or a bonus paid. Every faciUty should be afforded to 
persons who might wish to insure their lives, to purchase annuities, or old-age 
pay in small amounts by means of single payments. Noticing the proposal 
that the Post Office should combine with its insurance and annuity business 
some provision for sick pay, the Committee did not think it expedient for the 
Government to undertake this class of business. " Among the many objections 
that may be urged, it would appear that if the Government provided sick pay, 
they would be without the same protection from imposition which exists in the 
case of Friendly Societies, where the individual members have a distinct interest 
in preventing their funds being improperly drawn upon, and, further, that a 
Government Department would be involved in constant difficulty if it undertook 
a class c^f business which could not be managed according to strictly defined 
rules/' To carry out the recommendations of the Committee it would be 
necessary to provide by legislation that in future policies of insurance and 
annuities might be granted for any amounts not exceeding 200/. (the present 
limits being 100/. and 50/. respectively); that the minimum limit of age for 
insurances and annuities, which is now 16 for insurances and 10 for annuities, 
should be reduced to eight years for insurances not exceeding 5 /., and five years 
for annuities respectively, and the maximum age for insurances increased to 65, 
and that the period after which premiums on a surrendered policy should be 
returned should be two years instead of five. In the Bill for giving eflFect to 
the proposed changes, a provision should be inserted (similar to that in the 
Savings Bank Act, 1880, with respect to the purchase of stock), to the eflFect 
that sums paid into a depositor s account in the Post OflRce Savings Bank for the 
purpose of insurance and annuity premiums should not be taken into account 
in calculating the maximum amount which may be paid in during the year. 
And the required Bill should be passed with the least possible delay, because 
until the limit for insurances and annuities, as well as the limits of age which 
might be sanctioned by JParUament, were known, the new regulations could not 
be prepared for giving eflfect to the scheme for connecting the insurance and 
annuity business of the Post Office with the Post Office Savings Banks. 

It will be observed that the above-referred to Committee and its Report were 
solely confined to the subject of Post Office Insurances and Annuities. The 
Bill founded on the Report, which now only awaits the Royal Assent, the 
^' Government Annuities Bill, 1882 " (a Bill to extend the Acts relating to the 
purchase of small Government annuities, and to assuring payments of money on 
death (see post. Appendix D.), appears at first sight to belong to quite a diflFerent 
subject, the very term " post office " occurring only in two clauses, and four 
times in all. The Bill, however, carries out the recommendations of the Select 
Committee, but applies them both to Post Office and Trustee Savings Banks, 
including both by definition under the expression "Savings Bank," and defining 
insurances and annuities contracted with either class of body as ** Savings Bank 
Insurances" and "Savings Bank Annuities'* respectively. Savings Bank 
Annuities may be of any amount, not exceeding 100 Z. a year, and may be 
granted to any person not under the age of five years (Clause 2). Savings Bank 
Insurances, which (Clause 9) include endowments payable on the attainment 
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of a given age, or sooner in case of death (Clause 3), may be for any amount 
not exceeding 100 /. and may be granted to persons not over the age of 65 
years, nor under 14, or if the amount does not exceed 5 /., nor under eight years 
(Clause 4). The tables to be constructed for the granting of savings bank annui- 
ties and insurances are to be framed so that the fund formed by the receipt of 
sums in respect of deferred annuities and insurances, and the amounts paid for 
immediate annuities^ shall, respectively, be adequate (after payment of expenses) 
to meet all claims vrithout causing any Joss to the Exchequer (Clause 5, Sub- 
section 4) ; but if the fund formed by the receipt of sums in respect of insurances 
is so much in excess of the liabilities that it is possible to reduce the payments 
made to obtain insurances, and a new table is made for that purpose, the 
Treasuiy may provide for giving to the persons entitled to insurances in force at 
that time such portion of the surplus of the fund as seems just, in such manner 
as seems expedient (Clause 5, Sub-section 9). The regulations to be made 
imder Section 16 of the Government Annuities Act, 1864, are to provide, 
amongst other things, for proofs of age, identity and state of health, and such 
other matters as appear necessary or proper for the grant of annuities and 
insurances ; and in the case of an insurance for such sum not exceeding 25 /., 
as may be fixed by the regulations, for diminishing the amount to be paid to 
the insured in the event of any regulation as to medical certificates, or any 
other matters having been dispensed with (Clause 6, a) ; for crediting the accounts 
of depositors in a savings bank, with the sum due in respect of savings bank 
annuities and insurances (Clause 6, c) ; for enabling a person to whom an 
insurance is granted to nominate a person to whom the money due under such 
insurance, not exceeding 50/., is to be paid, on the death of such person, 
and for the discharge to be given for such money (Clause 6, e) ; and for 
making payments on the death of children under 10 years of age subject to the 
provisions of Section 28 of the Friendly Societies Act, 1875. Persons to whom 
a savings bank annuity or insurance has been granted are to be deemed deposi- 
tors in a savings bank, but nothing in the Act is to exempt any person obtaining 
or becoming entitled to a savings bank insurance from any probate or stamp 
duty payable by law (Clause 7)- Notice of any trust, express, implied or con- 
structive, aflfecting any savings bank annuity or insurance (except such trusts as 
are, from time to time, recognised by law in relation to deposits in savings banks, 
and except such trusts as are provided for by Section 10 of the Married 
Women's Property Act, 1870, or any enactment now or hereafter to be passed 
relating to the property of married women) is not to be entered on any contract 
for such annuity or insurance, or in any deposit book relating thereto, nor to 
be receivable by any savings bank. But a savings bank annuity or insurance 
depending on the life of any person may be granted to that person jointly with 
any other persons for the amount allowed for a single annuity or insurance, and 
the transfer of an annuity may be permitted to two or more persons, one of them, 
or if granted on joint Uves, all or such of them as the National Debt Commis- 
sioners may think fit, being the person or persons on whose life or Uves the 
annuity is granted (Clause 8). Provision is made for the care of insane or 
incapacitated grantees (Clause 9), for the surrender or transfer of poUcies of insur- 
ance after two years' payment of premiums, instead of five (Clause 10) ; for the 
forfeiture of annuities or insurances held or claimed in excess of ihe maximum, 
or where a person makes or produces a false declaration or certificate, and 
for a penalty of double the amount with interest for receiving (Clause 11 ) 
payment in respect of a savings bank annuity after or in respect of an insurance 
on death before the death of the person insured, or at whose death the 
annuity is to cease, witii imprisonment and discretional hard labour for 12 
months in addition, if the money .have been received with intent to defraud 
(Clause 12). 

it will be observed that opportunity has been taken of the Bill to allow to 
insurers the power of nomination at death in respect of insurances under 50 /., 
so as to place savings bank insurers on the same footing in this respect with 
members of Friendly Societies, Co-operative Societies, and Trade Unions. 
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XXn.— Savings Banks and Post Office Savings Banks. 

An important case was decided in Ireland during the present year on the 
eflfect of deposits in savings banks in fictitious names, where by the negligence 
of the bank no declaration is given, Queen v. Littledale, 10 L. R. Ir. A full 
account of the case will be found in the Report of the Assistant Registrar for 
Ireland, [lost p. 73. 

Tlu; following are details of some of the principal cases heard and awards 
made by the Registrar, during the year 1881, in respect of Trustee and Post 
OflSce Savings Banks : — 

1. Ke ^i, Leonards Shoreditch Savinffs Bank and Deposits of Father Mathew Lodge of 
the Original Order of Total Abstinent Sons of the Phoenix ; hearing, 4th February 
1881 ; award 19th November. 

Frimtlly Society; Lregular Conduct; Suspension of Award. — Account opened in 1876 
or 1877 in the names of the trustees of the Father Mathew Lodge of the "Original 
Ortler of Total Abstinent Sons of the Phoenix," a registered society. Appointment of 
new trustees registered 30th March 1880. The new trustees claimed the deposits, one 
of the oUl trustees resisting the claim. 

At the hearing it appeared that the rules under which the society and the last appoint- 
inent of trustees were registered had been discarded, and that practically the society now 
acted as if it were an unregistered branch of the ^^ Original Grand Order of Total Absti-^ 
nent Stuis of the Phoenix," receiving contributions and paying benefits according to these, 
and not according to its own rules, and giving only the general rules of the Order to new 
membcr.<?. On the other hand it appeared that the opposing trustee in effect only set up 
a personal claim for a smaller 4Bum than the amount of the deposit. 

On ftcccmnt of the irregular conduct of the Lod^e an award was withheld for some 
time, but the Lodge having eventually become registered as a branch of the Original 
Grand Order of Total Abstinent Sons of the Phoenix, award was made for payment of 
the deposit-} to the trustees of the branch. 

2. lie Leeds, Morley, and Skyrac Savings Bank and Deposits of Hannah Hinchliffe^ 
or Hannah Hinchliffe and Lavinia Kirkland; hearing 11th February 1881. 

Husband and Wife ; Irregular Accovnt — Account opened in January 1854 in name 
of llniniali Hinchliffe, a married woman. Some years later the deposits were transferred 
to a new at^count, in the names of Hannah Hinchliffe and Lavinia Kirkland, her daughter 
by a ]>re\iou8 husband, by a credit of 70/. The husband claimed the money as part of 
big OT^n tiavings. Lavinia Kirkland claimed no personal interest. Held, that whether the 
joint account could or could not have been legally opened, still as it was opened by an 
illegal creilit it could not be treated as valid ; that therefore the original account in the 
name of Hannah Hinchliffe must be taken as subsisting, and this being the case, under 
Sections 2 and 9 of the Married Women's Property Act, 1 870, the jurisdiction in the 
matter lay with the County Court. 

3. Kc Newcastle-on- Tyne Savings Bank and Deposits of Durnopfield Female Friendly 
Society; hearing 11th March 1881 ; award 29th March 1881. 

Fritmllt/ Society ; Secession ; Appointment of New Trustee. — A Friendly Society had 
an aecount standing (irregularly) in its own name in the Newcastle Savings Bank. 
Pi0ercncc5 having arisen in the society, according to one account because an illegal 
divibion of the funds had been proposed, by the younger members, and resisted by the 
trusteea and the clerk ; according to the other, because of dissatisfaction with the clerk's 
accountBj a virtual secession took place, the old trustees and the older members taking 
part with the clerk, and meeting as the society in a different room of the same house from 
the old club-room where the majority of the members, chiefly the younger ones, continued 
to meet, this larger section having, at a meeting held 17th February 1880, professedly 
removed the old trustees and appomted others in their stead, and having appointed a new 
clerk in place of the old one. To try the right, actions were brought m the County 
Court by the old trustees against the landlady of the house where the meetings were 
held for recovery of the box containing the society's papers, and against a third person, 
into whoee field a hearse belonging to the Society had been thrust, and in both cases 
they were successful, the judge virtually thereby deciding that the appointment of trustees 
of 17th February 1880 was invalid. It appeared, however, that at a further meeting, held 
23rd November 1881, the old trustees were duly removed, and new trustees appointed. 

Award, that the deposits were payable on the receipt of the new trustees, 
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4. Be fFest Somerset Savings Bank and Deposits of A. H. Sears ; award 

17th March 1881. 

Investment in Stock by Minor. — Application by infant, aged five years or thereabouts, 
through his father and next friend, to invest his deposit in Government Stock under the 
Savings Bank Act, 1880. The bank refused. There was no dispute as to the facts. 
Award, that the infant was within the meaning of the Savings Bank Act, 1880, a depositor 
on whose request any deposit or any part of such deposit might be invested by the Savings 
Bank Authority in any Government Stock under Section 3 of the Act, subject as therein 
mentioned, and that application might be made by him in that behalf in conformity with 
ihe Savings Bank (Investment) Regulations, 1880. 

5. Re London Provident Institution and Deposits of Isaacs alias Follick; hearing 
18th March 1881 ; award 29th April. 

Husband and Wife ; wrong Name. — Deposit by woman professing to be single, in the 
name of Kate Isaacs, signing by a mark, and describing herself as a nurse. Claim by a 
Mr. Follick, on the ground that the depositor was his late wife, whose maiden name was 
Isaacs. He could only produce, however, a burial certificate in the name of Follick, and 
a marriage contract in the Jewish form, executed in New York, in which two totally 
•different names were used. He swore that he and his late wife were the persons named 
in the contract, and that he had found the deposit book after her death amongst; her 
things. He also produced transfer certificates, &c. relating to stock and securities which 
had oeen held by her and sold out latterlv for his benefit, in which she described herself 
as Miss Isaacs. A witness swore that sne was sister to the late Mrs. Follick, that both 
^e and her sister were known by the maiden name of Isaacs, and that she was present 
at the marriage between the so-called Kate Isaacs and the claimant. 

A false declaration having evidently been made, the further consideration of the matter 
was adjourned till the opinion of the Solicitor to the Treasury should haVe been obtained 
as to whether the deposit was so made with a fraudulent intention. The opinion of the 
Solicitor having been given to the eflfect that there was no fraudulent intention, award 
was made that Mr. Follick was entitled to the deposits. 



6. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of Robert Thornton y deceased; 

award 29th April 1881. 

Doubtful Identity ; Allegation of Bigamy. — Deposits made by Robert Thornton in his 
own name. On his death, claim in the name of Janet Thornton by a person alleging 
herself to be his widow, who produced a certificate of her marriage with the deceased, in 
which she was described as a widow. She stated by statutory declaration that her first 
husband was one J. Pritchard, who had deserted her five vears before her marriage to 
Robert Thornton, and that she had been assured of his death by a Mr. William Blease* 
Her declaration was concurred in by a Mr. Roberts, who stated that about a month before 
her marriage W. Blease said that J. Pritchard was dead. 

Counter claim by Richard Thornton, brother of deceased, who alleged that Pritchard 
was still alive ; with statutory declaration by W. Blease, that he had never stated that 
J. Pritchard was dead, but that he had seen him (since the date of Robert Thornton's 
marriage) at Bristol under the name of William Phillips, and that under that name he 
was now living at Wells. 

The Postmaster of Wells, by direction of the Controller, called on William Phillips, 
who stated (verbally) that such was his name, that his wife, Ann PhiUips, was living 
with him, and that he had never married any one of the name of Janet. 

Held, that the alleged bigamy of Janet Thornton was not established, and award that 
Richard Thornton was not shown to be entitled to the deposits. 

7. Re Southwark Savings Bank and Deposits of Jane Hadley, deceased, i/i Trust for 
Richard Hadley ; hearings, 29th April, 17th June 1881 ; award 20th June 1881. 

Trust Account ; Husband and Wife. — Deposit, 18th July 1853, by Jane Hadley, in 
ixust for Richard Hadley. Jane Hadley died 3rd June 1880, and the money was claimed 
on the one side by Richard Hadley, on the other by Isaac Hadley, father of Richard 
Hadley, and husband of the deceased Jane Hadley, who was sole legatee under her will ; 
the executors also supporting his claim. 

The father's case was that the first deposit (of 28 /.) was nart of a sum of 150/. paid to 
himself and his wife in 1853 as the price of the sale of a life interest of hers. He swore 
that he brought back the money from Walsall where it was paid ; that he handed over 
more than 28 /. to his wife to invest, and told her to put it in tne bank ; that he gave her 
no authority to deposit it as a trustee ; that certain nirther stuns subsequently deposited 
were also given by him to his wife to invest ; and that he never knew that his son 
Richard's name was in the trust till about 12 months before the hearing. 
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Richard Hadley, on the other hand, swore that the money proceeded from an aunt of 
his, Mrs. Tomlinson, who had given SOL for him to his mother, and other sums for his 
brothers ; that his father would not have had the money. He admitted, with respect to 
a similar account opened by his mother in trust for another brother, Edwin Hadley, that 
he had^ at her request, whilst Edwin Hadley was abroad, gone to the bank and personated 
him, signing his name. Edwin Hadley himself, who had originally claimed the money 
standing to the credit of Richard's account, on the ground of personation and forgery by 
the latter, in respect of his own account, confirmed Richard s story generally. Alfred 
Hadley j, another brother, in trust for whom a similar account had been opened, swore that 
both iiom his aunt and mother he had heard that the 28 L deposited in trust for Richard 
Hadley had been given to his mother for Richard Hadley's benefit by his aunt. He 
entirely denied his father's statement, that the sale of Jano Hadley's life interest took 
place in 1 853, and swore that it only took place in 1868 or 1869. Edwin Hadley pro- 
duced a letter from the mother, dated 23rd November 1866, showing that the business in 
question was not then completed. 

Award, that the money was payable to Richard Hadley, with or without production of 
the deposit book, he indemnifying the trustees and managers of the savings bank against 
all claims by or on behalf of Edwin Hadley. 



8, Re Rye Savings Bank and Deposits of Turk and Samson, in Trust for Denny ; 

award 2nd May 1881. 

Deposit, 24th June 1854, by John Turk and John Samson, in trust for William Denny 
(whose true name appeared to have been William Charles Denny). No subsequent 
dealings took place with the account. 

Samson died, October 1873 ; Turk, June 1875. Rebecca Anderson, sister of William 
Dennyj residing in Victoria, Australia, made a statutory declaration, according to the 
laws of the colony, that after proper advertisements in various leading colonial news- 
papers within the last 18 years, offering 5/. reward to anyone able to give authenticated 
information respecting W. C. Denny, living or dead, and after much private corre- 
spondence with several persons whom she thought likely to be able to enlighten her on 
the subject, she had had no tidings of any kind for 22 years of her said brother, 
whom she now sincerely believed to have been dead for many years. 

Held, that Denny must be presumed to have predeceased both trustees, and award for 

Eayment of deposits to the executors or administrators of Turk as survivor of Denny and 
iamson. 

9, Re Liverpool Savings Bank and Deposits of Catherine Richardson, deceased, 
ex parte Wansey ; award 16th May 1881. 

Exenitor ; Identity; Loss of Booh. — Deposit made, 4th December 1871, by Catherine 
Richardson, of Hoylake, widow, who gave ner age as 67, and stated that she was bom at 
Lur^an, Statutory declaration by Annie Elizabeth Wansey, that she was a daughter 
of Catherine Richardson, deceased, formerly of Hoylake, who was bom at Lurgan, and died 
19th February 1881, aged 78 years; that she had always understood from her mother 
that @he had an account in the Liverpool Savings Bank ; that she had seen a letter, from 
the former trustee of her mother's settlement, stating that a few years before he had 
taken the book to the bank ; that her mother had latterly been in the habit of moving 
about from place to place, during which movements the book was mislaid or lost ; and 
that she was sole executrix to her mother (probate dated 7th April 1881). 

Held, that the identity of Catherine Richardson, the depositor, with Catherine 
RiehardBon, the testatrix, was sufficiently established, and award made for payment to the 
executrix on production of the probate, with or without the deposit book. 



10. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits ofM.M. Stoakes, ex parte Lee ; 
hearing 20th May 1881 ; award 6th July. 

Agent; alleged Payment hy Mistake. — Deposit made, 6th July 1877, in the name of 
Harzella Mary Stoakes, a mmor above two years of age, who signed the declaration in 
the presence of Samuel Lee. Claim by Lee to 12/. 15 5. 7 cf., part of the deposit, as 
having been paid in by mistake. According to his statutory declaration he had been 
requested by the administratrix to the depositor's father to get in the estate of the 
intestate, and to assist her in winding up his affairs, and had entered up the accounts for 
her. The net residue of the estate being 75/. 5«. \d., divisible in three shares, he had 
paid into the Post Office Savings Bank ; to M. M. Stoakes' account, as her one-third share, 
25/. Ijf. 8^., with computed interest, making 29 /. 2 5., not recollecting that two sums of 
14/. 8^. and 23/. 18«. 9d., of the value thereof, part of the estate, had been retained by 
the widow, and had never passed through his hands* On discovering his mistake he sued 
the widow for 25/. 1*. 8c/. as the amount of her share, which was paid into court. His 
Btatements were in part contradicted by the administratrix^ who had married again. 

Held^ 
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Held^ that since on his own showing Lee had only acted as agent for the administratrix^ 
and the sum paid in to M. M. Stoakes' account was no more than her lawful share^ his 
claim^ if any, was against the administratrix only. Award, that Lee was not shown to be 
entitled to any part of the deposits. 



11. Re Sheffield Savings Bank and Deposits of Emma Hibbard, ex parte Sarah Hibbard^ 

award 23rd May 1881. 

Deposit in Wrong Name. — Deposit of 10/., 23rd May 1876, in name of Emma Hibbard,. 
who married George Pacev, and died 1879. Claim by Sarah Hibbard, widow and 
administratrix of James Hibbard, declaring that James Hibbard, being a depositor, had 
entrusted Emma Hibbard, 23rd March 1876, with 107. to deposit on his account^ but she 
had deposited it to a separate account in her own name, which was only discovered when 
on her return she delivered over the book to Sarah Hibbard, Sarah Hibbard and Jane 
Riley, a sister of Emma Hibbard, both declared that it had been arranged between Emma 
Hibbard and James Hibbard, in their presence, that the money should be transferred to 
James Hibbard's account as soon as Emma Hibbard could go to Sheffield ; that after her 
marriage Emma Hibbard, then Pacey, had proposed, in the two declarants' presence, to 
pay 10/. to James Hibbard instead of making such transfer, to which he assented; that 
nowever, before her death, Emma Pacey had in the declarants' presence signed an 
authority to Sarah Hibbard to withdraw the deposit, but that such authority Iiaving been* 
only presented after her death, was destroyed as void by the actuary or clerk uf the 
Savings Bank in their presence. Pacey was served with a copy of the declaration, but 
did not show cause against Sarah Hibbard's claim. 

Award, that the deposits standing in Emma Hibbard's name were the proper moneys 
of James Hibbard, and payable to his administratrix. 



12. Re Post Office Savings Bank, and Deposits of Sarah Bridgen^ alias MeaUg or 
Boone; hearing 27th May 1881 ; award 23rd June. 

Married Woman; False Declaration, — Deposit made 2nd May 1872 in the name of 
Sarah Bridgen, widow. On 9th April 1860, Sarah Bridgen had married William JVlealey, 
but after leaving him had, in 1868, gone through the ceremony of marriage with John 
Boone. She died 21st September 1880, and both Mealey and Boone claimed the deposits^ 
Mealey as husband, Boone on the ground that they were his money. Both declared that 
they had not known of the deposits being made. Boone had paid 7 /. 9 5. for the fuiieral, 
but had received { l. 12 s. 6 d. The Post Office not insisting on the forfeiture by reason 
of the false declaration, award for payment of 5 /. 16 5. 6 rf. out of the deposits to Boone> 
and of the balance to the personal representative of the deceased. 



13. Re Prescot Savings Baitk, and Deposits of Marg Neviit; hearings 3rd June and 

24th June 1881 ; award 2nd July. 

Married Woman ; Guardians of the Poor, — Deposits in name of Mary Davies, after- 
wards Nevitt. She applied to the board of guardians for relief, and a maintenance order 
was made, 9th October 1879, against her husband for 10*. a week. This amount was paid 
to her by the relieving officer from 9th October 1879 to 2nd April 1881, to the amount of 
38/. in all. After the second payment, application was m^de to the husband, who said 
that his wife had upwards of 40 /. in the savings bank, and eventually gave up her pass 
book about 19th March 1881. Mary Nevitt at last agreed to sign notice of withdrawal 
in favour of the relieving officer, but at the bank refused to do so. 

Held, against the guardians, following previous decisions, that Section 16 of the 
12 tm 13 Vict. c. 103, did not apply to the case. 

Eventually, award was made by consent of the depositress for payment of \2 L out of 
her deposit account to her, and the balance to the guardians. 



14. Re Shei borne Savings Bank, and Deposits of Elizabeth Aish, deceased; hearing 

10th June 1881 ; awai*d 21st June. 

Separate converted into Joint Account ; Administration. — Account in name of Elizabeth 
Aish, widow, whose daughter, Harriett Aish, had also an account in her own name. On 
9th March 1871, with a view, it was stated, to providing for the daughter, who was an 
invalid, the name of Harriett Aish was added to Elizabeth Aish's account, the sum of 30 L 
tlien standing to the credit of Harriett Aish being paid into the joint account, and her 
separate account being closed. Elizabeth Aish became herself bedridden, and till her 
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death the interest was paid, it was stated^ on authorities signed bj her; she died 
24th January 1880, and on 21st February Elizabeth F. Gulingham, widow, eldest 
daughter of the deceased, took out letters of administration, on the information which, she 
swore, she had received from the actuary to the bank, that there was about 170 /. standing 
in her mother's name. Mrs. Gillingham further swore that the book had been frequently 
in her hands during two years that she had lived with her mother ; that she had repeatedly 
taken it to the bank, the last time in May 1877, and that Harriett Aish's name was not 
then on it. The actuary to the bank, on the other hand, swore that the addition of 
Harriett's name on the book, which was in his handwriting, must have been made on or 
before 9th March 1871. 

The administratrix claimed on the ground that the transfer into the ioint names was 
invalid, joint accounts not being recognised by the Savings Bank Act. Harriett Aish, on 
the other hand, claimed by survivorship, on the ground that joint accounts were not 
forbidden by the Act, that they were of frequent occurrence in savings bank practice 

generally, and in that of the Sherborne Savings Bank itself (the actuary also swearing to 
ae practice of the bank); and she further set up an equitable claim to the money, on the 
ground that, besides the 30 /. paid in from her account on 9th March 1871, the sum of 73 /., 
part of the deposit, represented her share as the residue of her father's estate, which, by 
arrangement, was to be taken as deposited in the savings bank ; another 30 /., a sura due 
out of the father's estate to George Aish, a brother, who was now willing that the money 
should go to Harriett, and 17 /. 18 *., a share in the estate of her late sister, Emilia Dober ; 
• and that a sum of 20 /. drawn out 15th June 1876 represented really the whole balance 
due to her mother, the rest of the deposit being Harriett Aish's own. George Aish was, 
however, not called, and the solicitor who had drawn up and passed the residuary account 
(now acting for Mrs. Gillingham), had no knowledge of the facts alleged. But it appeared 
from the evidence of Mrs. Gillingham that Emilia Dober died in the spring of 1878, and 
a deposit of 17 /. 18 5. was shown by the book on 8th May of that year. 

Held, that the joint account was improperly opened, and award made that the deposits 
were payable to the administratrix, less 30 /, and 17 /. 18 s- payable to Harriett Aish. 



15. Be Post Office Savings Bank, and Deposits of Primitive Methodist Tract and 
Benevolent Society; award 20th June 1881. 

Benevolent Society. — Deposit of 3 /.,26th July 1880, in the Post OflSce Savings Bank at 
Wellington, Salop, by J. H. Evans and C. Madeley, described as treasurer and trustee 
of the Primitive Methodist Tract and Benevolent Society. Declaration by John Owen 
and by C. Madeley, that, in 1875, Owen, Madeley, and others, established a " Wellingtoti 
Tract Society ;*' that although the actual members of the society all belonged to th6 
Primitive Methodist Connexion, the society was totally distinct from the Connexion, and 
uncontrolled by the Connexion or its officials, althougn it had the sympathy of the Con- 
nexion, and, in November 1876, the superintendent minister of the district presided at an 
entertainment in the chapel of the Connexion, the proceeds of which were devoted to the 
objects of the society, which from that time was called the " Primitive Methodist Tract 
Society ;" that on the 8th March 1880 it was resolved that the name of the association 
should be the " Young Men's Christian Mutual Aid Tract Society ;" that at a meeting on 
the 7th June 1880 it was resolved that 3 /. be placed in the bank in the name of the Tract 
and Benevolent Society; that at a meeting on the 11th December 1880, J. H. Evans, 
who had previously been treasurer, was removed from his office, and one John Thomas 
elected in his place ; and that they were informed that Evans and others, in or about 
March 1880, established a new society on the basis of the rules of the Connexion. 

On the other hand, it was declared by J. H. Evans and two others that no Tract Society 
was allowed to be held in Primitive Methodist Chapels unless sanctioned by the quarterly 
meeting of the Connexion, and that on 4th December 1876, at a quarterly meeting, a 
resolution was passed, " That the Wellington Society have permission to establish a Tract 
Society ;" that from this time the society was acknowledged to be under subjection to the 
Church, quoting resolutions from the minute-book of the circuit, dated 8th September 
1879, " That there be a sermon preached at Wellington on behalf of the Tract Society ,** 
and 8th December 1879, " That there be a tea meeting and lecture at Wellington on 
behalf of the Tract Society ; " that a lecture was given, 24th May 1880, on behalf of the 
society, the tickets for which was headed ^* Wellington Primitive Methodist Tract and 
Benevolent Society ; ^ that no other society than the one referred to had been established ; 
that John Owen, as secretary, had been very lax in his accounts ; had been suspended at 
the quarterly meeting of 6th September 1880, and that at that of 6th December 1880, 
it was resolved, " That the name and figure of brother John Owen disappear from the 
plan for the next quarter," the committee of the Tract Society being then re-appointed 
without Owen, Madeley, and two others. It was further declared that the meeting of 
11th December 1880 was not recognised by the Connexion, and, owing to John Owen's 
suspension, was illegally convened and held. 

Award for payment to J. H. Evans as treasurer of the society. 
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16. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of Harriet Keen; hearing, 24th June 1881 ; 

award 22nd July. 

Incorrect Description; Limit of Deposits. — Deposits m the name of Harriet Keen, 
described as domestic servant, but made in fact by Jemima Keen, for her mother Harriet 
Keen, an infirm and illiterate widow, without occupation. Jemima Keen, in the name of 
Harriet, signed both the declaration and various withdrawal notices and receipts, including 
a receipt for a sum of 30 /., withdrawn nine days after her nu)ther^8 death. Claim by 
another daughter of Harriet Keen, Mrs. Callingham, as her administratrix, and by a son, 
Isaac Keen, on the ground that the money was his. Jemima then declared that four of 
the sums deposited, amounting to 48 /., were her mother's money ; that the last sum 
deposited, 12/1, was her brother's, for whom she had had altogether 44 /. to deposit, but 
she could not say whose were three other sums deposited, amounting to 37 /. A third 
daughter named Harriet Keen, disclaimed all interest. Isaac Keen was a depositor also 
in his own name. The Post Office did not insist on a forfeiture, on the ground of the , 
double deposit, but as it appeared that Isaac Keen's capital account in his own book 
amounted to 150/., held that no further sum could be awarded to him. Award for^ 
payment to the administratrix. 



17. Be London Provident Institution, ex parte Dnw ; hearing, 8th July 1681 ; award, 

13th September. 

Payment to Unauthorised Person. — Deposit of 18 /. by Mr. Charles Dow, 1 0th March 
1860. Very few transactions after 1869 ; 5 /. withdrawn, 4th February 1870 ; 3 /. 30th 
March, then none till 10 /. on 25th February 1878, leaving a balance of 51 /. 1 s. 10 rf. 
Mr. Dow was latterly a great invalid, and the three sums oT 5 /., 3 /., and 10/., appeared 
to have been paid not to him directly, but to persons authorised by him. On 8th April 
1878 a further sum of 40/. was withdrawn by a person professing to be Mr, Dow's 
daughter, and to be authorised by him, on production of a duplicate book, which she had 
obtained on a letter professing to be signed by him. Before giving her the book or 

Saying her the money, the bank made her sign both, which she did as " M. Dow," In 
une 1878 Mr. Dow sent a withdrawal notice for 5 /. by a son, presenting the old book, 
when it was discovered that a duplicate book had been issued, and payment was refused 
because the duplicate book was not produced, the original book being retained by the 
bank. The refusal to pay was persisted in the next day to Mr. Dow himself, when 
brought in a cab to the bank. No claim was however repeated on his behalf from 1878 
till February 1881. 

The matter having been referred to the Registrar after some correspondence, the bank 
relied on a copy of ^eir ledger, supported by affidavit of their chief accountant, showing 
credit taken for the 40/. payment, and a balance due in November 1880 of 12 /. 11 5. 8 d. 
only. But as it appeared on the face of the copy account that the receipt for the dupli- 
cate book was signed only " for Charles Dow, M. Dow," held that it was for the bank to 
show that M. Dow was properly authorised by Charles Dow. No evidence was given to 
this effect, but on the contrary, M. A. Dow and W. H. Dow, daughter and son of the 
depositor, both denied that the signatures to the letter asking for the duplicate book to 
the receipt for the 40 /. were in their father's handwriting, whilst they swore (the son with 
some hesitation in one instance) to the genuineness of the signatures to the previous 
receipts for 5 /., 3 /., and 10/. Mr. Dow moreover was an •educated man, knowing how 
to spell, whilst the letter contained a misspelling. Another daughter, Sarah Maria, had 
lived with her father till March 1878 (since when both witnesses disclaimed all knowledge 
of her), and W. H. Dow thought there was some resemblance in one of the signatures to her 
handwriting, but M. A. Dow declared to the contrary. On comparison of the signatures, 
it appeared obvious that the signatures ** Charles Dow " both to the letter asking for the 
duplicate and to the receipt for the 40 /., were not in the same handwriting as the previous 
receipts ; but at the same time that neither these signatures nor the body of the letter 
were in the same handwriting as that of the person signing ** M. Dow." The cashier 
who had paid the 40/. was dead, but it appeared from the chief accountant's cross* 
examination, that where money was not paid to a depositor in person no signature was 
required from an applicant producing his signature unless in cases of death ; that none 
had been required m any of the cases of withdrawals, except that of the 40/.; and that it 
had been required in this instance because of the difference in Charles Dow's signature. 
Charles Dow both made a statutory declaration and answered interrogatories prepared by 
the solicitor to the bank, but no fresh facts were thereby brought out. 

Held, that the signatures to the letter applying for the deposit book and to the receipt 
for the 40/,, were forgeries, and could give no discharge to the bank, and award made 
for payment to Charles Dow of the sum of 51 /. 1 s. 10 rf., with interest thereon, from 20th 
November 1877. 
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18. Re Provident Institution or Savings Bank, Montagu Street^ Bloomsbury, and Deposits 
of Benjamin Everton, ex parte Gtiardians of St. Pancras Union. 

Deceased Pauper Depositor. — Award ^ot payment to guardians of the poor on statutory 
declaration of their collector, out of deposits of deceased pauper, of his funeral expenses, 
with cost of burial certificate, and fee for award. 



19. Re Southteark Savings Bank and Deposits of Emma Milton^ and of Emma Milton in 
trust for J. C. Milton, Jun., Z. J. Milton, H. S. Milton, and E. E. Milton, ex parte 
J. C. Milton; hearings 15th July, 5th August, 1881 ; award 12th August. 

Lunatic Depositor and Trustee; /w/hn^s.— Deposit by married woman in her own name, 
and deposits by her as trustee for her four minor children, she stating at the time that 
the money arose from a legacy to her from an aunt. She became a lunatic, and was 
. placed by her husband in a private asylum. The husband sought for payment to him of 
the wife's deposit for her support in the asylum, and of the trust deposits for the support 
tod schooling of the children, whose respective ages were 11, 13, 14, and 16. 

Award (a) for payment of the wife's aeposit to the husband ; (i) for payment of not 
exceeding 5 /. yearly each out of the respective deposit accounts on trust for the two 
elder chudren (girls) during their minority to them on their sole receipts; (c) for 
payment of not exceeding 5 /. yearly each out of the respective deposit accounts in trust 
for the two younger children during their minority on their and their father's receipt, 
and on his statutory declaration that the money was required for their maintenance. 

20. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of Minsterley Endowed School, ex parte 

Jones, Meire and Pryce; hearing 29th July 1881 ; award 5th August 

Charitable Institution. — Deposits of 66 1. 5 s. 2 d. to the account of the Minsterley 
Endowed School. It appeared that the school was built under a deed-poll of the 
Marquis of Bath, dated 24th October 1878, which vested the site in the incumbent and 
chapelwarden or chapelwardens of the church or chapel of Holy Trinity at Minsterley, 
for the use of a school, to be always in union with the National Societv for Promoting 
the Education of the Poor, and also in accordance with the terms of the will of one 
Joshua Williams, and to be "in all respects under the management and control" of a 
committee (1) to consist of the incumbent and chapelwarden or. chapelwardens for the time 
being, the overseers of the poor, and two other per^^ons to be nominated by the Marquis, 
or the owner or owners for the time being of Minsterley Hall. Dissensions arose in the 
committee, the incumbent resigned all connection with the management, and there 
appeared to be no chapelwarden. Of the four remaining members of the committee, 
three claimed the deposits against the incumbent, the fourth was on his side. 

Held, that no committee within the meaning of the deed-poll was in existence, and 
award that the three persons claiming were not shown to be entitled. 



21. Re Bichmond {Yorkshire) Savings Bank and Deposits of Susan and John Allason, 
deceased, ex parte Birkbeck; hearing 19th August 1881 ; award 16th September. 

Executors; Lapse of Time. — Deposit of 30 Z. by Susan Allason, 14th June 1828; no 
further transactions. The deposit with interest amounted to 155/. l6s.Sd. On 30th 
June 1838 an account stood in the name of John Allason at 61 /. 17 ^. 3 J (/. ; no farther 
transactions took place. The deposits with interest amounted to 200 /. Claim by J. C. 
Birkbeck, as executor to the Rev. John Allason, who had been married and had survived 
his wife. Declaration by disinterested persons, identifying the Allasons, proving their 
pedigree, and showing that no other family of that name had lived in the neighbourhood. 
Advertisenients having been inserted in a local paper without inducing any application, 
4iward made, after four weeks, for payment to the executor. 

22. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of Dudley Branch of the United Kingdom 

Society of Coachmakers ; award 23rd August 1881. 

Trade Union ; Dissolved Branch, — By the rules of a Trade Union, a branch consisting 
■of less than seven members was to be dissolved, and its funds transferred to the Executive 
Committee of the Union. A branch having been dirainiAed to less than seven members, 
the Executive Committee claimed the funds. The trustees of the branch consented to the 
transfer. 

Award made for payment, in the same terms as that in the Post Office Savings Bank 
and Deposit's of Newport {Monmouth) Branch of the United Kingdom Society of Coach-^ 
makers, Report for 1880, p. 36. 
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23. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of W. Smith ; hearing 23rd September 

1881 ; award 26th September. 

Husband and Wife. — Wm. Smith had a deposit account on which there was a balance 
of 1 «. Payments were afterwards made to the account of 2 /. 15 s.^ 1 Ly and 1 /. b^ his 
wife, in whose possession was the deposit book. Smith alleged the two latter deposits to 
have been made with money given to his wife out of his earnings. This was denied on 
oaA by her and by her mother. Award, that Smith was not entitled except on pro- 
duction of the deposit book. 

24. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Davies, formerly Adams; hearing 30th September 

1881 ; award 6di October. 

Secret Trust. — M. E. Adams, afterwards M. E. Davies, deposited in her own name 
20 /. given to her by her mother. The mother alleged this to be a secret trust, but the 
daac!:hter asserted it to be a free sift. The daughter having married without the 
mother's consent, the latter retained the deposit book and claimed the deposits, Held« 
that her claim could not be sustained, but award that E. M. Davies was not entitled 
except on production of the deposit book. 

25. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of Price^ ex parte Piper, Skidmore^ and 

Hinton; award 5th October 1881. 

Secret Trust for Unregistered Friendly Society. — Claim against the depositor as a late 
trustee on behalf of an unregistered lodge of I^ree Gardeners hj the three present trustees 
of the lodge. Held, that as trustees of an unregistered Friendly Society they had no 
claim, but time was allowed for the lodge to register. No steps for this purpose having 
been taken, award that the claimants were not entitled. 



26. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of Joseph C •, in trust for George C , 

ex parte Bettridge ; hearing 25th November 1881 ; award 9th December. 

Absconding Trustee; Infant, — Deposit by father in trust for infant son. The father 
absconds, the mother takes to drinking and eventually dies ; in the meanwhile the child is 
left (with his brothers and sisters) entirely deserted, and is placed by a friend of his father^ 
Mr. Bettridge, in an industrial school. The father not havmg been heard of for six years, 
application by Bettridge (who had had the sole oversight of the boy) for transfer of the 
account to a new account in his own name in trust for the minor. Held, that this could 
not be done ; but on evidence that a sum of over 20 /. was due to the school, and that a 
further sum of 20 /. was required as a premium for the lad's apprenticeship, during which . 
he would require pocket money, and on the written undertaking of Bettridge, should 
sufficient money for the purpose be awarded to be paid to him out of the deposits, to pay 
the two sums of 20 /. 17 s. 5 ^., and 20 /., ai^d also during the intended apprenticeship, ana 
in the father's absence, to pay to the lad the weekly sum of 1 s. for pocket money ; award 
was made for the payment to Bettridge on his receipt of the 20 /. 17 5. 5 d. and 20 /. as 
also of the fee for the award, and for the payment during the apprenticeship, and in the 
absence of the fadier, of the yearly sum of 2 /. \2 s. on the joint receipt of himself and the 
apprentice. 

27. Re Frodsham Savings Bank and Deposits of Jonathan Wright, ex parte Nicholson; 

award 8th December 1881. 

Bankrupt; Official Trustee. — Deposit by bankrupt in Savings Bank. His trustee 
claims the money, but becomes bankrupt himself. The Registrar of the County Court 
being appointed official trustee to the nrst bankrupt's estate, claims the deposit, as does 
also the bankrupt himself. Award for payment to the official trustee^ with or without 
production of the deposit book. 

28. Re London Provident Institution and Deposits of Mary Jones, alias Love Jane 
HaseltoUf ex parte Frederick Charles Haseifon: hearing 23rd December 1881. 

Married Women*s Property Act; Deposit in False Name, — A married woman deposited 
money in the name of a friend of hers, giving address and other particulars wrong. She 
lost her deposit book the same day, and two years later disclosed the fact of the deposit 
to her husband. He claimed the money from the bank at first on the ground that the 
money was his, and had been taken without his consent. The wife swore that the money 
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was saved out of his house-keeping allowance ; that she intended the monej as a surprise 
to her husband^ and gave a false name as not wishing her own to be known. Mary «K>nee • 
the nominal depositress disclaimed all interest. The husband modified his claim, admit- 
ting that he only sought the money as his wife's gift, not jure maritu 

Held, against the bank, that the case did not come within the Married Women's Pro- 
perty Act, 1870, Section 2, which only applies to deposits in the name of the married, 
woman. 

But held, that the false declaration made the case one for the Solicitor to the Tre»-. 
Bury. 

29. Re Post Office Savings Bank and Deposits of J. R. Mills, ex parte 
J. B. Lambert ^ Sons ; award 29th Ajoil 1881. 

30. Re Liverpool Savings Bank and Deposits of Hugh Roberts, ex parte Edge Sill 
Land and Brick Company ; award 23rd December 1881. 

Jvrlgmmi Debts. — These two awards were for the application of deposits to the pay- 
ment of judgment debts, including costs, on the principle of Ke Liverpool Savings Bank 
and Depusits of H. Bolton, ex parte T. P. Hugo §• Co., Report for 1880, page 36, and 
previous decisions. 

The Married Women's Property Bill, 1882, will, on coming into eflfect, 
materially aflfect the interests of married women in Trustee and Post Office 
Savings Banks* Clause 6 and others (see above, p. 14) npply, it will havQ 
been seen, not only to deposits in such banks, but to all annuities granted by 
the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt or by any other 
person, which would include Savings Bank Annuities under the Ciovernment 
Annuities Bill, 1882. Again, the exception in Clause 8 (1) of the latter Bill, 
(see above, p. 45), of such tmsts as are provided for by ... . any 
enactment, now or hereafter to be passed, relating to the property of married 
women '^ from those of which notice is not to be entered or receivable, would 
seem to let in the application of Clause 11 of the Married Women's Property 
Billj J 882, {see above, pp. 14, 15), so that trusts for the benefit of a married 
woman's husband or children would be capable of being entered in a contract 
for a Savings Bank Assurance and in a deposit book. In that case the term 
'* insurance office *' in the clause would have to be extended, it is presutned, 
to the National Debt Commissioners. 

Clause 10 of the Married Women's Property Bill, 1882, clearly gives 
exclusive jurisdiction to the court in respect of investments by a married 
womnn in Savings Bank Deposits or Annuities by means of moneys of her 
husband without his consent. But in addition to this enactment, Clause 17 
provides that "in any question between husband and wife as to the title to or 
possession of property, either party, or any such bank, &c., on whose books any 
stocks, funds, or shares of either party are standing, may apply by summons, 
or otherwise in a summary way, to any judge of the High Court of Justice in 
England or in Ireland, according as such property is in England or Ireland, or 
(at the option of the appHcant irrespectively of the value of the property ia 
dispute) in England to the Judge of the County Coiurt of the district, or in 
Ireland to the Chairman of the Civil Bill Court of the division in which either 
party resides, and the Judge of the High Court of Justice or of the County 
Court (as the case may be) may make such order with respect to the property 
in dispute, and as to the costs of and consequent on the application as he 
thinks fit, or may direct such application to stand over from time to lime, and 
any inquiry touching the matter in question to be made in such manner as he 
shall think fit." The question thus arises whether under this clause a general 
recourse to the court is not given, as between husband and wife, either con- 
currently with or to the ousting of the jurisdiction of the registrar under the 
Savings Bank Acts. The word " property " is of course amply sufficient to 
include all deposits in Savings Banks, as well as Savings Bank Insurances and 
Annuities, but a doubt immediately arises whether its meaning is not limited 
by the words following, " any such bank, &c., in wliose books any stocks, 
funds, or shares of either party are standing, to *^ stocks, fiinds, or shares." 
Even iu this case, indeed, " funds " would appear adequate to cover deposits at 
least. On the whole, it would seem henceforth the duty of the registrar to 
decline entertaining any such disputes, even where not coming within the 
express terms of Clause 10, so long as it is not expressly determined that his 
jurisdiction under the Savings Banks Acts is not set aside by Clause 10.

A considerable strain was put on the resources of the ofBce during the year, 
chiefly in connection with the issue and receipt of the Quinquennial Returns of 
Sickness and Mortality and the Valuation Returns. The correspondence also 
very largely increased.

The Registrar regrets to have to chronicle the retirement of Mr. Alexander 
Mackenzie, who had been for many years in the office. The extreme care and 
neatness which characterised Mr. Mackenzie's work are evident in every detail 
connected with the registry ; he had served under four successive Registrars^ 
and proved himself an efficient and attentive clerk. 

The convenience of the office was meterially increased by the grant of an 
additional room in the New Register House by Her Majesty's Board of Works. 
The increase in the business and the gradually accumulating number of rules, 
returns, and other papers made this step an absolute necessity, and it has 
contributed much to the smooth working of the business.

If an examination is made as to the particular localities to which the 
new societies and branches belong, it is evident that while the principle of 
friendly society insurance is spreading in the large towns and manufacturing 
districts, it has taken no hold on the rural part of the population, whole 
coimties being practically unrepresented in the register. While this is no 
doubt partly due to the fact that the wages of the agricultural labourer in 
Scotland do not stop when he is ill, but are paid regularly all the year round, 
yet it is somewhat surprising that amongst this class, provision should not be more 
generally made for funeral expenses. It is true that many himdred societies 
may and do exist in the country districts which are not registered, but even 
taking these into account there are a much less number of friendly societies 
in Scotland than there in England in proportion to its population. What is 
more, the number of registered friendly societies which are dissolved either 
irregularly or under the provisions of the Act far exceed the number of new 
societies registered in each year. Small local societies are year by year 
disappearing, the contributions having been originally calculated on an utterly 
insufficiei^t basis, and the large orders ars more and more absorbing the 
business thus set free. 

Valuations. 

During the year 1881, 98 societies and 96 branches sent in the quinquennial 
valuation of assets and liabilities. 1 he largely increased correspondence of 
the office has mainly been in connection with the Valuation Returns, great 
difficulty having in many cases been experienced in getting the societies to 
comply with the requirements of the Act, and also to understand the nature 
and object of the vaiuation. It is but fair to say, however, that many have 
recognised the necessity and use of such a return, after it has been made, and 
several amendments of rules have been registered in consequence of the 
recommendations of the valuers. On the other hand, some societies shut their 
eyes to all unfavourable conclusions which have been drawn by the valuer and 
appear to think that, the valuation having been made and the requirements of 
the Act complied with, the matter does not concern them any further. It is 
unnecessary to enter into the results of the valuation here as these will be 
treated in detail in the report of the actuary, but it may not be out of place to 
state that in a large majority of cases the ifunds of societies have been found 
utterly insufficient to meet the claims which will hereafter be made upon 
them. 

Exemption from the duty of making a valuation return has been granted (in 
terms of Section 14 (6) of the Friendly Societies Act, 1875) to 29 societies, and 
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three branches. Almost all these were what are known as " Dividing Societies,'* 
where the funds collected during the year are, deducting the amount actually 
spent in benefits, divided amongst the members at the end of the year. The 
unsatisfactory nature of these societies has often been pointed out, but they are 
still very popular in Scotland. The branches exempted were districts of orders, 
the nature of whose constitution did not render a valuation applicable. 



Quinquennial Returns of Sickness and Mortality. 

These returns for the quinquennium ending 3 1st December 1880 were due 
within six montlis after that date. It is unfortunate that the Valuation Returns 
and these came to be required from societies almost simultaneously. It created 
in many instances a feeling of irritation, and there is little doubt that secretaries 
of societies felt that a great deal of work was being demanded from them. 
Returns have been received from 270 societies and 34 branches ; it is improbable 
thatj without taking extreme steps, which in the circumstances the Registrar is 
disinclined to do, many more returns will be received. The information required 
by Government as to the sickness and mortality experienced by friendly societies 
having now been obtained by a long series of returns, a Bill is at present 
before Parliament, and will probably be passed this Session to abolish such 
returns in future, 

During the year there were received 109 notices of appointments of trustees 
of societies anil branches, and 60 notices of change of the registered offices of 
societies^^ and of the place of establishment of branches. These were as usual 
acknowledged, registered, and put up with the rules of the respective societies 
or branches to which they belonged. 

Forms for tlie Annual Return were issued to 544 societies and 155 branches, 
and returns have been received from 355 societies and 306 branches (including 
202 received through the secretaries of orders who supply their own forms). 

One Hpplication for inspection into the affairs of a society was made unde 
Seciion 23 of the Act by 500 members of the Scottish Legal life Assurance 
Society, but as the inspection did not take place until 1 882 the account of the 
circumstances of the case will be more appropriately included in the Registrar's 
Report for thai year.

The St. Margaret's Investment Building Society, 38 Edinburgh, incorporated 
8th November 1875, may be considered as having been irregularly dissolved. 

One dispute was referred to the Registrar, in terms of Section 34 of the Build- 
ing Societies Act, 1874. 

John Marr v. Scottish Property Investment Company Building Society. — The 
facts were, briefly, as follows: — On 7th June 1880, Marr gave notice to the 
directors of the society of the withdrawal of his shares, having then to his credit 
the sum of 60 /. 1 5. 3 d. On 19th August following he actually withdrew 5 /., 
and on 6th October paid in 8 /. Having subsequently applied for payment of 
the amount standing at his credit, it was refused, on the ground that the rules 
of the society provided that the directors should consider applications for with- 
drawal in the order of priority of the dates when such applications were received, 
and that payment should only be made when there were sufficient funds at the 
disposal of the directors- Mr. Marr subsequently applied several times for leave 
to withdraw, but was ultimately informed that the payment of 8 L on the 6th 
October had cancelled his former notice of withdrawal, and that his present 
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application must rank along with those given after the 6th October, Held : — 
That in the circumstances Mr. Marr should have uplifted his money within a 
reasonable time after making apphcation for withdrawal, and .being informed 
that the directors were ready to pay him. A member of a building society has 
no right to put the directors in the position of trustees to hold certain moneys 
in their hands for his benefit, which he can take away at any lime. As Mr. 
Marr unduly delayed the uplifting of the money at his credit, no opinion as ex- 
pressed on the question as to whether the payment of ^ /. on 6th October had 
actually cancelled the previous notice of withdrawal. 



Savings Banks. 

Four savings banks received certificates of having amended their rules in 
terms of Section 4 of the Savings Banks Act Amendment Act, 1863. Copies of 
these amendments and certificates were sent as usual to the Commissioners for 
the Reduction of the National Debt.

The Greenock Mechanics Inbtitute 
was refused on the ground of its premises not being wholly occupied for literary 
purposes, and the Glasgow Institute of the Fine Arts^ on the ground^ first, that 
it was not supported by annual voluntary subscriptionfij and second, because jis 
it gave assistance to artists in distressed circumstances, and as those artists migbt 
be members, such assistance would be a gift or bonus in money to members 
which would exempt it from the benefits of the Act. The society appealed to 
the Lanarkshire quarter sessions, but the justices confirmed the decision of the 
Registrar.

Seven amendments of rules were registered, and notice was received of the 
termination of the dissolution of The Phoenix Permanent Benefit Building 
Society. 

Two notices of change of registered chief office were received, and certificates 
of registration issued. 

The Freehold Building Society was dissolved by instrument, registered 8th 
November 1881, and is being wound up under the supervision of the Civil Bill 
Court. There werp four disputes between this Society and its members referred 
to the Registrar under the provisions of the Society's rules, three of which were 
heard by him, and awards in each case made against the Society. The other 
was not proceeded with. The first case was that of Edward Murphy, which 
was commenced in 1880 but not proceeded with until 1881. And the com- 
plainant stating he had applied to the Society for inspection of documents and 
for other information, and that this had been refused on the ground that he. 
had ceased to be a member (which was the principal fact in dispute between 
him and the Society). The Registrar made an order for discovery on the 
17th February 1881, and on the 10th March the managing director was 
examined on oath and still refused to give some of the information required, on 
the ground that the claimant had ceased to be a member of the Society. The 
case subsequently was for three days at hearing, and the managing director 
was examined, but before the completion of his cross-examination by the counsel 
for the claimant he gathered up his papers and handed in a written protest 
against the proceedings, and went away declining to give any further evidence. 
The next case was that of Lavinia McDowell, who had commenced an action 
against the Society in the Common Pleas Division of the High Court of Justice, 
which action by order made in presence of both paities was stayed, and the 
parties were declared at lit)erty to refer the matters in dispute to the Registrar 
of Friendly Societies in Ireland, and the costs of j^aid action and motion were 
to be in the discretion of the said Registrar. The Society again appeared before 
the Registrar and again protested against his jurisdiction, but had no defence 
to the claim, and the Registrar awarded in favour of the claimant, and he further 
in his capacity of Assistant Registrar of tViendly Societies and acting under 
the order of the Common Pleas Division awarded to her the costs of the action 
and of the motion in that division. 

The third claim was that of George Walker, which was resisted on some- 
what similar grounds to that of Edward Murphy, and the award was that the 
Society should reinstate said George Walker as a member, and then repay 
to him within a limited time the amount of his shares and other moneys due 
to him. 

The Registrar has mentioned these disputes at some length in order to point 
out that when sitting as arbitrator he has not even the powers of an arbitrator 
appointed under a deed of bubmission with the ordinary clause for being made 
a rule of court, inasmuch as he cannot compel the attendance of a witness, nor 
can he obtain the process of any court for the purpose ; and if a witness, when 
under examination, should dechne to answer or should go away, the Registrar 
is helpless in tbe matter; even when his award is made it has to be taken to 
the County Court for enforcement, and in Ireland this tribunal only sits once 
in every thtee months ; and in his opinion it would be better that the Registrar 
should cease to be a referee of disputes, but that the parties should be entitled 
to proceed in the first instance before the Civil Bill Court, which has power not 
only to decide the dispute, but also to enforce its decision, and can compel the 
attendance of witnesses.

Savings Banks. 

The Assistant Registrar has certified four alterations of savings bank rules, 
and has had 1 1 disputes referred to him, in six of which he has made awards, 
and in one (William Cochrane's disputes in Newry Savings Bank) he has declined 
to hear the dispute. 

'I'he facts of this last case are important as illustrating the extreme careless- 
ness, and disregard of the plain provisions of the Savings Banks Acts, and even 
of their own registered rules, evinced by the trustees and managers of some 
Trustee Savings Banks and as they have been the subject of proceedings against 
the Assistant Registrar in the Queen's Bench Division of the High Court of 
Justice in Ireland, and in the Court of Appeal, he may be excused for giving 
thtm at length. 

William Cochrane opened an account in the Newry Savings Bank previous 
to the year 1825 ; the same pass-book also containing the accounts of Ann 
Wilson, Isabella Cochrane, and Mrs. WiUiam Cochrane; at this time there was 
not any restriction upon the amount to be taken in any one year, and his first 
lodgment was 50/. In 1858 all these accounts were transferred to a new pass- 
book which contains in addition accounts of James Simpson, Jane Wilson, Lucy 
Wilson, Richard Simpson, and Andrew Simpson; and again in 1871 these 
accounts were all transferred to a fresh pass-book, which contains the additional 
accounts of Thomas Heath, John Anderson, and Edward Anderson ; and in 
1879, two new pass-books were issued by the bank to WiUiam Cocl)rane, the 
first containing the accounts of James Hart, John Hart, Andrew Hart, Peter 
Hart, James Lawson, John Lawson, Andrew Law^'on, and John Lawson, junior, 
and the other containing the accounts of William Cochrane, Mrs. William 
Cochrane, Isabella Cochrane, Anne Wilson, Jane Wilson, Lucy Wilson, James 
Simpson, Richard Simpson, Andrew Simpson, Thomas Heath, John Anderson, 
and Edward Anderson, and both books representing deposits of nearly 2,000 /., 
and all the persons in whose names these accounts were opened, except William 
Cochrane himself, heing non-existent. 

WiUiam Cochrane was an old and very eccentiic person who had not left his 
dwelling house for very many years previous to his death, and had never spoken 
to anyone, but transacted all his business by writing on scraps of paper. He 
died intestate on the 14th Octol>er 1880, leaving one brother, Robert Cochrane, 
(since deceased) and a sister, Mrs. Isabella Thompson, his only next of kin. 
Administration was taken out by Robert Cochrane, the sole assets being the 
sum of 1,900/. in the Newry Savings Bank, and probate duty was paid on the 
entire theieof. 
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The savings bank paid the administrator the sum of 107 /• which stood in 
William Cochrane's own name, but declined to pay the sums which stood in other 
nan.es which were alleged to be fictitious, but over the accounts of which the 
bank had allo^^ed William Cochrane in his lifetime to exercise the same control 
as he did over his own account. 

The bank referred the matter to the Assistant R^strar as « dispute, and he 
under the direction of the Clief liegistrar, in pursuance of the Savings Banks 
(barrister) Act, 18/6, declined to deal with the ease, and sent it to the Solicitor 
for Her Majesty's Treasui'y, being the person ia whom was vested the duties 
conferred on the barristtr for certifyiag rules of savings hanks by Sections 38. 
and 46 of the 26 & 27 Vict. c. ST^ and that gentlenmn having reported 
that in his opinion the lodgments were made wirh a fraudulent intention, the 
Assistant Registrar declined to proceed with the case. 

The adminihtraior obtained a conditional order for a mandamus against the 
Assistant Registrar to compel him to hear and decide tlie case, and cause was 
shown, and the case was argued befca-e May, C. J , Fitzgerald and Barrv, J J. on 
the 1st February 1882, in the Queen's Bench Division of the High Court of 
Justice in Ireland, and the Judgment of the Court was delivered on the 1st of 
March 1882 by Fitzgerald, J. (now Lord Fitzgerald) as follows: — 

"The Newry Savings Bank existed prior to 1825, and became subject to the provisions 
" of the statute 26 & 27 Vict. c. 87, under which its rules have been certified. The 
" applicant is the personal representative of William Cochrane, who died in October 1880, 
" and who had made deposits in that bank to the amount in the whole of above 1,900 /. ; a 
" part of the money deposited to the extent of about 107 /. stood in his own name as to 
" which no question arises ; the remainder he had deposited in several fictitious names. 

" Mr. Littledale is the Assistant Registrar of Friendly Societies in Ireland, and as 
** such is the oflScer on whom, under the provisions of the 39 & 40 Vict. c. 52, s. 2, is 
** cast the duty of determining any dispute which should arise between the trustees of 
** any savings bank and any depositor therein, or the representative of any such depositor, 
** jmrsuant to the 26 & 27 Vict, c 87, «. 48. 

y It appears from the aflSdavits that so far back as 1865, William Cochrane had com- 
" menced to make deposits in fictitious names, and continued that practice down to 1«79. 
" In April 1877, he received from the actuary a circular as follows : * Newry, 24th April 
" ' 1877. The Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt have directed the 
** * trustees of the bank not to add interest to any annual account so long as it continues 
'^ ' at above 200 /. ; would yon, therefore, preseait your pass book at the haoAi any Tuesday 
*^ * for the purpose of having the accounts therein brought within the limit of liule 14 in 
** * your pass book. George McCracheUy Actuary/ 

" On the 29th July 1879, he wrote to the Actuary as follows : * Newry, 29th July 1879. 
** * Sir, — Please take 80 /. out of the money that is in the savings bank in my name, and 
" * please put them in it in the name of James Hart, and please take 80/. out of the 
** * money that is in it in the name of Mrs. William Cochrane, and please put them in it 
*' ' in the name of John Hart, and please take 80 L out of the money that is in it in the 
*^ * name of Isabella Cochrane, and please pmt Miem in it in the name «f Andrew Hart, 
^^ ^ and please take 80 Z. out of the money that is in it in the name of Ann IVilson, and 
^ ^ please put them in it in the name of Peter Hart, and please take 80 Z. out of the money 
** * that is in it in the name of Jane Wilson, and please put them in it in the name of 
'< ' James Lawson, and please take 80 /. out of the money that is in it in the name of 
•* * Lucy Wilson, and please put them in it in the name of John Liawson, and please take 
** ' 80 /. out of the money that is in it in the name of James Simpson, and please put 
'^ ' them in it in the name of Andrew Lawson, and please take 80 L out (^the money that 
*^ * is in it in the name of Andrew Simpson, and please put them in it in the name of 
*' ' John Lawson. I served you with a notice about this business I think on the 15th of 
" * this month. Please recollect that I think I wrote in this note that I wish you to take 
^' * 80 /. out of eight of the names in it, and I wish you to put them in eight names in a 
" * new book, and I will send by the bearer money to pay for a new book, 6 d. I think 
** * is the price of it. Yours respectfully, WtlUam Cochrane^** 

*^ That letter was acted on by the officers of the bank ; the several accounts were 
*^ reduced below the specified Hmits, so as to carry interest, and that state of things 
*^ continued to the decease of Cochrane. 

" It ia right to observe that he seems to have acted openly and without concealment ; 
" no objection to the course of dealing was raised by the officers of the bank, who, on the 
" contrary, seem to have full knowledge of his dealings and to have issued to him pass 

books containing the fictitious accounts. He received the interest on, and was 

permitted to vary these fictitious accounts as he pleased, and was never at any 

time required to make and never did make the declaration which the statute 
" authorises the trustees to require fixim depasitors. After the death of Mr. Cochrane 
^^ his personal representative sought to draw out these monies, and he was paid the sum 
** of 107 /. standing in the name of Cochrane, but as to the several sums deposited 
'^ in fictitious names, the trustees demurred, and a case stating all the facts was sent 
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'^ to the Assiataat Begktnir for his decision, sod he conceivings the entire transactioB was 
*^ fraudulent and outside his powers> forwarded the case to the Treasury. 

•* By a Trea«iry Minute, dated the l^h September 1876, the Lords of the Treasury 
^ directed that certain of the powers conferred on the barrister appointed to certify 
^ Saving Bank Eules under the 26 & 27 Vict. c. 87, ss. 38 and 46, should be 
" transferred to the Solicitor of the Treasury, and that minute being in full force, the 
^* cFse so forwarded by Mr. Littledale was referred to the Treasury Solicitor, who 
'* was of opinion that the deposits made in fictitious names were so made with a 
** fraudulent intention by the late Mr. Cochrane. If that is to be regarded as a 
** deoinion on the matter coming within the powers of that officer, the result would be 
** the forfeiture of the fund to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt. 
•^ On receiving the abore-stated opinion of the Treasury Solicitor, Mr. Littledale 
•* declined to act under Section 48 ot the statute, and a conditional order was obtained 
^* for a mandamus to hear and determine the dispute which iiad so arisen between the 
^ personal representatives of Cochrane and the trustees ; cause is now shown against that 
" order. 

" In the discussion before us several questions have been debated, arising principally on 
** 38 and 48 section of the 26 & 27 Vict. c. 87, on which, in the view which the Court 
** takes of the case, it will not be necessary for us to decide. 

** We have no doubt that if the facts raised a question as to whether a deposit had 
" been made with a fraudulent intention so as to create a forfeiture, that questi^jn would 
^ be properly referred to the Solicitor of the Treasury, being the person appointed 
* by the Lords of the Treasury to perform the duties and exercise the powers of 
** the barrister in that respect. We are equally clear that no question of forfeiture 
" arose within the meaning of Section 38 ; the absolute forfeiture contemplated by that 
'' section arises only on either of two events, viz. : ' Jn case the declaration made bv 
" *the depositor shall not be true, and 2nd, of it the person shull hold or be possessed of 
^ * any deposit or funds in more than one Savings Bank.' 

** The depositor Cochrane made no declaration, he was never required to do so, he 
*^ did not hold nor was he possessed of any deposit in any Savings Bank but the one, 
*^ VIZ. : The Newry Savings Bank ; the case of forfeiture under Section 38 did not 
" therefore properly arise. We are also of opinion that on the claim made by the 
*^ personal representative of the depositor to be entitled to the money so deposited^ 
*^ which was controverted by the trustees and managers of the bank, a dispute arose 
" within the meaning of the Section 48, which the Assistant Registrar had jurisdiction 
" to entertain ; but there is behind all this another consideration which we think ought 
^^ to govern the court on the present motion. The applicant seeks from us the issue of 
** a writ of mandamus to the Assistant Registrar to hear and determine the difference 
*^ which has so arisen. Under ordinary circumstances the writ would go to compel 
^^ the performance of a legal duty which the Assistant Registrar was bound to perform 
" in pursuance of the statute, but ought this court to grant this writ in aid of the 
^* applicant when his claim is founded on a violation of the positive law. It seems to us 
** tnat the process of the court ought not to be made ancillary to a transaction which 
" violates the law. There is no controversy as to the facts, and there can be no doubt 
** that the whole of the deposits made by the deceased after the time at which the 
*^ 26 & 27 Vict c. 87, became law, were made illegal in contravention of that statute, and 
^^ were so made wilfully and with intention to defeat its provisions. The 38th section 
" declares, inter alioy that it shall not be lawful for any person already a depositor in a 
*^ savings bank to make any deposit in any other account at the same or any other 
** savings bank. The policy of this provision is obvious, and it is clear that the deposits 
^* in controversy were made by Cochrane; not only contrary to that policy but in 
" defiance of the express prohibition of the enactment ; there can be no doubt these 
" deposits were made with a fraudulent intent within the meaning of Section 38, though 
" not so as to create an absolute forfeiture within that Section ; no legal right can flow 
** from such a transaction which the law forbids. There 5s a passage in a judgment of 
" Lord Mansfield constantly quoted, and always with approval. I allude to Ins judgment 
"(in Holman v. Johnson, Cowper 341); at page 343 he says, * The objection that a 
^^ ^ contract is immoral or illegal as between plaintifi" and defendant sounds at all 
^* * times very ill in the mouth of the defendant. It is not for his sake, however, that 
^^ * the objection is even allowed, but it is founded in general principles of policy, which 
" * the defendent has the advantage of contrary to the real justice as between him and 
" * the plaintiff, by accident if I may so say. The principal of public policy is this, ex 
•* ' dolo malo non oritur actio, no court will lend its aid to a man who founds his cause 
*' * of action upon an immoral or an illegal act. If from the plaintiff*'s own stating 
** * or otherwise the cause of action appears to arise ex turpi causd, or the transgression 
'^ * of a positive law of this country, then the court says he has no right to be 
^^ * assisted ; it is upon that ground the court goes, not for the sake of the defendant, 
** * but because they will not lend their aid to such a plaintiff, so if the plaintiff and 
" * defendant were to change sides and the defendant was to bring his action against 
" * the plaintiff, the latter would then have the advantage of it, for when both are equal 
" ^ in fault, potior est conditio defendenlis.^ 

^' That judgment was delivered more than a century ago ; the passage quoted still 
^' governs the decisions of all courts ; it applies to all actions and suits, and a fortiori 
" to an application addressed to our judicial discretion, and seeking for the aid of the 
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** writ to enforce a claim founded on illegality. The writ goes to inferior tribunals to 
^^ oblige them to do such justice as the laws enjoin. It is a writ emphatically in 
*^ subsidium justiticB and does not lie to give effect to illegality ; the court will not assist 
** the illegal transactions in any way ; it punishes the parties to the illegality by 
" refusing its aid. If the writ was to go it would be fruitless, for the Assistant Registrar 
" could come to but one conclusion on the legal merits^ and that in accordance with the 
" decision which we now announce." 

The administrator appealed, and on the 28th .June the Court of Appeal dis- 
missed the a])peaL The Court (Lord Chancellor, Lord Justice Deasy, Lord 
Chief Bnronj and Lord Justice Fitzgibbon) concurring, however, in the opinion 
that there was no forfeiture hy reason of double deposit under the Savings 
Bank Act of 1863 ; and the Lord Chief Baron and Lord Justice Fitzgibbon both 
expressing a hope that the case of the administrator wmild be favourably con- 
sidered by the authorities. 

The affidavit of a maiden lady, aged 80, was handed to the Court of Appeal, 
which detailed the eccentric life of Cochrane, the depositor, and his total 
abstinence from speech for nearly 40 years, but could not be used on the 
appeal. 

The case of the representatives of the depositor is certainly a hard one and 
deserving of sympathy, and one can only hope that some mode may be found 
where by this very large sum maybe set free and paid to somebody ; and it may 
also be hoiied that the trustees of this and other savings banks will take warning 
by this case and obey the plain directions of the Statute, bv requiring the 
statutory declaration from each dtpositor; and it would be well if the auditors 
of savings banks were to require to see this declaration as a voucher for the 
legal addition of interest to the depositors' accounts at their yearly audit.

REPORT of the Actuary to the Central Office on the Quinquennial 
Returns of Sickness and Mortality Experience. 



Referring to my Report, dated 19th November 1880 (copy annexed), in reference 
to the subject of quinquennial returns, I have now to state that the first preliminary 
classification and examination of those already received for the period ending 
31st December 1880 has been made. It should be added that these returns are still 
coming in in considerable numbers.* 

In the Report just referred to, it will be seen that I have indicated that, in my opinion, 
in the event of the special form introduced for the quinquennium ending Slst December 
1880, being properly filled up by a fair proportion of the societies, the objects of the 
requirements of the Act as regards quinquennial sickness and mortality returns may be 
considered to have been achieved as regards the societies themselves. These objects I 
take to t>c to collect from the experience of the societies, as given in the returns to this 
office, adequate data, from which trustworthy tables may be constructed by this office, 
with the approval of the Treasury, Section 10 (5 b and c), for the information and guidance 
of societicH. 

In the Table appended to this Report will be found particulars of the quinquennial returns 
now in the custody of this oflSce, which may be utilised in the construction of tables.

The form used for the quinquennium ending 31st December 1880 was much more 
elaborate and difficult to fill up than for previous quinquenniums. This, as explained in 
my Report of 19th November 18bO, was necessary in order to obtaiti information on the 
only point as to which information was really required, viz., the duration of sick-pay as 
affecting the cost thereof to the society. The number i>^ returns for 1880 available for 
this special purpose is 5,537 at present^ and will, no doubt, be considerably increased. 
These returns, speaking generally, are neatly and carefully made ; indeed, many of them 
call for the highest praise, and must have cost the perscms who made them, nearly always 
the secretary of the society, a great deal of time and trouble, for which there is every 
reason ta believe he would be very poorly paid, if paid at all. 

An idea of the enormous amount of information in these returns may be gathered by 
considering each society as having on the average (say) about 100 members on the books 
throughout the five years ; and taking the low estimate throughout of 50 per cent, of the 
returns being available for the construction of tables, this would give nearly 10 million 
years of life, a number far away in excess of any data ever before collected, thus: — 

The Institute of Actuaries Collection of Life Offices' Experience contained about 
Ij millions. 

The Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows' Sickness and Mortality Experience, 1870, 
about IJ millions. 

The Ancient Order of Foresters' Sickness and Mortality Experience, 1875, about 
1 j millions. 

A. Glen Finlaison's Friendly Societies' Experience, 1850, about 800,000. 

Even if the assumption of 100 members per return be excessive, and be reduced to 60^ 
which IB certainly too low an estimate, the number of years of life would be about six 
millions. 

I have now, therefore, to report that I am of opinion that (1) the data already in the 
poeses(sion of this office are adequate for the purposes of this Act, and (2), that there does 
not appear to me, as regards the societies themselves, any necessity for continuing in 
force ttie provisions of the Act relating to the making of quinquennial sickness and 
mortality returns.

The Friendly Societies (Quinquennial Retubns) Act, 1882, 

45 & 46 Vict. c. 35. 



An Act to amend so much of " The Friendly Societies Act, 1875," as relates to 
Quinquennial Returns of Sickness and Mortality. 

10 August 1882. 
3d & 39 Vict. c. 60. WHEREAS by^ Section 14 of the Friendly Societies Act, 1875, every registered society 
is required, within six months after the expiration of every five years, to send to the 
Registrar a return to be called the quinquennial return of the sickness and mortality 
experienced by the societies during the said five years, and an abstract of such return is 
to oe laid before Parliament : 

And whereas the returns sent in pursuance of the said section have furnished materials 
for the construction of tables of sickness and mortality for the guidance of friendly 
societies, and it is inexpedient to impose any longer on friendly societies the burden of 
sending the said returns : 

And whereas it is expedient to repeal the said requirement: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Short title. 1. This Act may be cited as the Friendly Societies (Quinquennial Returns) Act, 

1882. 

Repeal of38& 39 2. So much of Section 14 of the Friendly Societies Act, 1875, and of Schedule 2 

Vict. c. CO, 8. 14, so to that Act, as relates to sending to the Registrar every five years a return to be 

far as relates to the called a quinquennial return of the sickness and mortality experienced by the society, or 

Returnf" ^ relates to such return, is hereby repealed. 



Appendix (C.) 



New Regulations for Building Societies. 



BUILDING SOCIETIES ACTS. 



In pursuance of the powers vested in me by the above-mentioned statutes, I, the Right 
Honourable Sir William George Granville Vernon Harcourt, one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State, hereby revoke the Regulations made thereunder, and 
make the following Regulations in lieu thereof: — 

(1.) Every application for a certificate of incorporation to a society in existence on the 
2na November 1874, shall be made by a person authorised by a general meeting of the 
society, specially called for the purpose, and shall be in the Form A. annexed hereto, and 
shall be accompanied by the following documents : — 

(a.) A copy of the rules of the society as they exist at the date of the application, 
(ft.) A statutory declaration by the applicant in the Form B. annexed hereto. 

If the Registrar at the time the application- is received by him has not received from 
the clerk of the peace for the county in which the society is established a transcript of 
the certified and enrolled rules of the society, he shall make application to the clerk of the 
peace for the same, and if the same is not received by him within sev6n days of such 
application, shall, as soon as practicable, acquaint the applicant for incorporation there- 
with, who must furnish evidence that the rules are certified as provided by 37 & 38 Vict 
c. 42, s. 11, before the society can be incorporated. 

(2.) Every application for a certificate of incorporation to a society about to be esta- 
blished after the 2nd November 1874, shall be in the Form C. annexed hereto, and shall 
be accompanied by two printed copies of the rules marked and signed, as mentioned in 
the said Form. 

(3.) An 
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(3.) An alteration of the rules of a society may be either — 

(a.) A partial alteration, consisting of the addition as a new rule or part of a rule 
or rules to the existing rules, or of the substitution of a new rule or part of a rule 
or rules for any of the existing rules or of a rescission of any of the existing rules, or 
any part thereof without any substitution, or of more than one or all of those 
modes; or, 

(b.) A complete alteration consisting of the substitution of an entire set of rules 
for the existing set of rules. 

(4.) An application for the registratian of a partial alteration of rules must be made 
by three members and the secretary of the society, and must be made in the Form D. 
annexed hereto, and must be accompanied by a statutory declaration in the Form £• 
annexed hereto, and by a printed copy of the existing rulcs^ and by the following 
documents: — 

(a.) If the partial alteration consists of the addition or substitution of a new rule 
or part of a rule or rules, two copies of such rule or part of a rule or rules^ each 
copy being marked Y. and signed by each of the applicants. 

{b. ) If the partial alteration consists of the rescission of any of the rules without 
any substitution, two copies of the resolution for such rescission, each copy being , 
. marked Y. and signed by each of the applicants. 

The Registrar before registerino; the partial alteration of rules, shall ascertain that it is 
in conformity with the Building Societies Acts. 

(5.) An application for the registration of a complete alteration of rules shall be 
made by three members and the secretary of the society, and shall be in the Form F. 
annexed hereto, and must be accompanied by a statutory declaration in Form E. 
annexed hereto, and by a printed copy of the existing rules and by two printed copies of 
the new rules, each copy being marked Z. and signed by each of the applicants ; and the 
Registrar before registering the new set of rules, shall ascertain that it provides for all 
matters which, by 37 & 38 Vict, c.42,8.

CouBTS of Scotland, under the Building Societies Act, 1874. 

Edinburgh, 17 March 1882. 
Wheheas by " The Building Societies Act, 1874," 37 &38 Vict. c. 42, sect. 32, sub- 
Eiect 4, it id enacted that a Society under the said Act may terminate or be dissolved <^by 
" winding up either Toluntarily under the supervision of me Court, or by the Court, if the 
'* Court ehali so order, on the petition of any member authorised by three-fourths of the 
'^members present at a general meeting of the Society specially called for the purpose to 
" present the earae on behalf of the Society, or on the petition of any judgment creditor 
*^ for not less than 50 /., but not otherwise ;" and that " general orders for regulating the 
*' proceedings of the Court under this section may be from time to time made by the 
'* authority ior the time being empowered to make general orders for the Court:" 

And whereas, by eect> 4 of the said Statute, it is enacted that the Court in this Act 
means : — 

" In England the County Court of the district in which the chief office or place of 
" meeting for the business of the Society is situate; in Scotland the Sheriff's Court of the 
" county in which such office or place of meeting is situate :** 

The Lords enact and ordain as follows : — 

1. AH applications presented to the Court for the winding up of a Society registered 
under the said Act, either voluntarily under the supervision of the Sheriff Court, or by 

the 
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the Courts shall be by petition, in form as nearly as may be of petitions under die Act 89 
& 40 Vict. c. 70 (Sheriff Court Act, 1876), and the Court shall order service and adver- 
tisement thereof in the '* Edinburgh Gazette/' and such further advertisement it any as 
the Court may consider necessary, and shall appoint the said petition to be heard on such 
early day as may be suitable. 

2. The said petition shall be printed, and every shareholder and creditor of the company 
shalL be entitled to receive trom the solicitor o\ the petitioner a copy thereof on demand 
at his office. 

3. The Court on the day appointed may hear the petitioner's proof in support of the 
petition, and may also hear any parties interested in support thereof or in opposition 
thereto, and also any application which may follow thereon in the course of the winding 
up, either in open Court or in chambers, and may order such answers as may be deemea 
necessary ; and may adjourn the hearing ; and after such inquiry, by proof or otherwise^ 
as may be deemed necessary, the Court may order the society 10 be wound up, or may 
dismiss the petition, or may make such other order as may be just. 

4. The Court may, as to all matters relatinsf to the winding up, have regard to the 
wishes of the creditors or members, as proved by sufficient evidence ; and may direct 
meetings of the creditors or members to be summoned, held, and conducted in such 
manner as may be directed, for the purpose of ascertaining their wishes, and may appoint 
a person to act as chairman of any such meeting, and to report the result of such meeting 
to the Court. In the case of creditors regard is to be had to the value of the debt due to 
each creditor ; and in the case of members, to the number of votes conferred on each 
member by the regulations of the Society, or failing such regulations, to the number of 
shares held by each member. 

5. For the purpose of winding up a society, a liquidator shall be appointed. The 
shareholders may nominate a liquidator at any meeting held by them, and called in terms 
of the 32nd section of the statute 37 & 38 Vict. c. 42, for the purpose of resolving to 
wind up the society under supervision of the Court, and of presenting a petition to the 
Court to that effect; and tne Court shall confirm the nomination so made, unless 
sufficient cause to the contrary be shown. If the Court do not confirm the nomination^ 
or if no such nomination has been made before the presenting of the petition, the Court 
shall, at the hearing of the said petition, or at any subsequent time, nominate a liquidator 
either pro\isionally or otherwise. In the case of winding up by the Court, the liquidator 
shall be nominated by the Court. The Court may also determine whether any and what 
security shall be given by the liquidator ; and every appointment of a liquidator shall be 
advertised in such manner as the Court may appoint. 

6. Any liquidator may resign ; or may be removed by the Court on due cause shown ; 
and any vacancy in the office of a liquidator shall be filled up by the Court, There 
shall be paid to the liquidator such salary or remuneration by way of per-centage or 
otherwise as the Court may direct. 

7. When in course of winding up the society, it shall be necessary to carry on the 
business thereof for a time, or to make up titles to heritable property, or to compromise 
claims with contributories, these powers shall only be exercised with the sanction of the 
Court, obtained upon a note presented to the Court setting forth the grounds upon which 
the powers are asked for. The Court may, on the presentation of such note, order such 
intimation thereof as shall be deemed suitable and expedient in the circumstances. And 
further, it shall be competent to the liquidator to apply to the Court for instruction and 
direction in regard to any matter wherein, in his judgement, such instruction and 
direction are necessary. 

8. The liquidator shall have power to appoint a law agent to assist him in the perform- 
ance of his duties, and also with sanction of the Court to appoint a factor for taking 
charge of or managing any of the properties of the society. 

9. Where a society is being wound up voluntarily under the supervision of the Court, 
the liquidator may from time to time during the continuance of such winding up call 
general meetings of the members of the society ; and in the event of the wmding up 
continuing for more than one year the liquidator shall call a general meeting of the 
members at the end of the first year, and of each succeeding year from the commencement of 
the winding up, or as soon thereafter as may be convenient, and shall lay before suah 
meeting an account showing his acts and dealings, and the manner in which the winding 
up has been conducted during the preceding year. 

10. The liquidator shall, as soon as may be after an order is made for winding up a 
society, make up and lodge in process a state showing — 

(1.) The liabilities and assets of the society in detail. 

(2.) The number of members, and the amounts standing to their credit in the 
books of the society. 

(3.) The liabilities of members of the society in terms of Sections 13 and 14 of the 
Building Societies Act and of the rules of the society. 

373- M 4 (4.) The ^ 
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(4.) The claims of depositors and other creditors, and the provision to be made for 
their payment. 

(5.) The sums to be repaid to the members, if any, after payment of the debts due 
by the society. 

And such state may be objected to by any person ha^'ing interest, and may be amended 
from time to time. And the Court may, after such notice or advertisement as may be 
thought proper, and after hearing any party or parties sanction and approve of such state, 
or disapprove thereof, and if the pame^ be sanctioned and approved of, the Court may 
authorise the funds to be distributed in terms of such state ; and thereafter, on being 
satisfied that payment has been made to the creditors of the society and depositors so far 
as possible, and to the members of the society in terms of the said state, or when any 
sum or sums payable to any member or members of the society have not been claimed, 
that such consignation thereof has been made by the liquidator as the Court may durect, 
the Court shall declare the winding up of th^ said society to be at an end, and the 
society dissolved, discharge the liquidator of his whole actings and intromissions, and 
appoint his bond of caution, if any, to be delivered up. 

11. The accounts of the liquidator shall be audited annually. The audit shall be 
made by such person as the Court may select, whether he be an auditor of Court or not, 
and the auditor shall report to the Court the audit so made. If it shall appear to the 
auditor that any payment by the liquidator should be disallowed, or that any charge has 
been incurred, as against the estate, which was unnecessary, or that any sum ought to 
have been, but is not brought into account, he shall, in his rei)ort, brin^ the same under 
the notice of the Courts setting forth the grounds of his opinion, ana the Court shall 
pronounce judgment upon the matter so reported upon as may seem just. 

12. The Court may, in the event of the assets being insufficient to satisfy the liabilities, 
make an order as to the payment out of the estate of the society of the costs, charges, 
and expenses incurred in winding up the society in such order of priority as may be 
considered just. 

13. The liquidator ehall lodge all money received by him on account of the society in 
one of the banks in Scotland established by Act of Parliament or Royal Charter, in a 
separate account or on deposit, in his name as such liquidator, within seven days after the 
receipt thereof, unless the Court has otherwise directed. Tf the liquidator shall keep in 
his hands more than 50 L of money belonging to the society for more than seven days he 
Blmll be charged in his account with a sum at the rate of 20 per cent, per annum on the 
excess of the ^aid sum of 50 /. for such time as it shall be in his hands beyond the said 
seven days, and the Court may, in respect of any such retention, disallow the salary or 
remuneration of such liquidator, or may remove him from his office.

NOTE. 

The Board of Trade desire it to be understood that the classification of Imports and Exports in the 
annexed Tables is not one for which they are responsible. The order for the Beturn specifies that the 
daasifi cation has to be made 'as in the annexed Lists"; but no Lists were in fact fumexed, and the 

f resent classification haa thus been made in order to carry out, as far as possible, the order of the House, 
t has been found imposeible to make any strict classification, because there are no exact definitions of 
the words *' manufactures " '* raw materials," and "articles of food." The manufactured article of one 
trade is the '' raw material " of another ; and articles of food, while often products of what is usually 
recognised as manufacturing industry, are for the most part also the produce of industries which, though not 
usually recognif^ed as manufacturing, are economically indistinguishable. Cheese and butter, for instance, 
are undoubtedly product« of a manufacture, as well as articles of food. Wheat is raised in many parts 
of the world on farms conducted on the factory principle. The valuable fat cattle, which are so largely 
the produce of agricultural industry at the pjresent time, are really highly finished "manufactures," 
involving much labour and f^kill and use of capital in their production. As instances of other articles 
which it is strictly impossible to classify, may be mentioned (1) "copper regulus," which might, with 
equal propriety, be claE^ified as a "manufactured article," or an article "partly manufactured"; 
(2) " flax, diofised,'' and " hemp, dressed," which are classed as ** partly manufactured," but are hardly more 
manufactured tban ginned cotton, which is placed with raw matenals ; (3) bar iron, which is classified 
as " partly manufactured^" l^ut wluch might be classified apparently as " manufactured " with as much 
appropriatcDesB as calico, which is so classed, but which is also used to make other articles. There are 
also sevei^l articles, such as "horses," and "plants, trees, and shrubs," which it was found 
impossible, on any interpretation of the words, to classify either as " raw materials," " manufactured 
"articles,'' "articles partly manufactured," or "articles of food," and which have accordingly been 
placed by themselves as »n classed.

Duties increased on spirits, malt, and sugar used in brewing. 

Duty increased on spirits ; license dutj imposed on makers of methylated spirits ; 
stage carriage duties reduced. 

Duty reduced on malt ; duty on sugar used in brewing repealed.
